Official returns from 85 of the 102 
counties in the State give Smith, (Rep.,) for 
State Treasurer, 7,857 majority over Oreudorff, 
(Dem.,) and on the basis of former elec- 
tions the remaining 17 counties will in- 
crease rather than diminish this majority, but 
the results thus far have been so unusual that 
they can be counted on with no degree of cer- 
tainty. Strattan, (Rep.,) for Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, ran behind his ticket, 
and the result as between him and Raab 
(Dem.) is problematical.

CARLISLE FOR SPEAKER. 
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A MISSISSIPPI INVESTIGATOR INTERVIEWED 
—BEN EUTTERWORTH’S VIEWS ON THE 
ELECTION. 

LoursviLuz, Nov. 10.—The steamer Guid- 
ing Star, which has been chartered by the 
special Congressional Committee on the Im- 
provement of the Mississippi River, reached 
this city to-day at noon on its way to the 
Mississippi. Only two members of the com- 
mittee were on the boat, the Hon. John G. 
Cariisle and the Hon. Ben Butterworth. The 


other member will join the party at Cairo. 
THE TimEs’s correspondent met Mr. Carlisle 
on the boat and asked him what the cummit- 
tee proposed doing. 

‘“We shall examine the river thoroughly,” 
was the reply, ‘‘and see what further 
improvements, if any, are necessary. We 
shall make a full investigation of the jetty 
system with a view to ascertaining its effect 
on commerce. We shall examine the con- 
tracts for the proposed work on the river and 
listen to the petitions of the people of the 
Mississippi region as to their needs. In short 
our business is simply to investigate the condi- 
tion of the river and see what can be done in 
Congress for its improvement and for the ad- 
vancement of its commerce.”’ 

‘*How long will the committee be engaged 
in this work ?” 

‘* We leave Cairo next Monday, but I can’t 
tell when we will reach New-Orleans, probably 
not before two or three weeks.”’ 

*‘ Mr. Carlisle, are you a candidate for the 
Speakership in the next House?’ 

‘** Well, I don’t—” began the Kentucky 
statesman, but Mr. Butterworth chimed in, 
** Why, of course he is, and he wiil be chosen, 
too.” 

‘‘ Yes,”” acquiesced Mr. Carlisle, ‘‘ I shall be 
acandidate, and I expect a strong support. 
You can say that.’’ 

‘* Where do you expect the strongest back- 
ing 9? 

‘Oh, from the South and West, of course, 
The Democratic members from Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Indiana, and Ohio, will, I think, be 
solidly for me, and I have every reason to be- 
lieve that a good majority of the members 
from the other Western and Southern States 
will support me.”’

THE CHANGES IN CONGRESS 


MORE THAN A MAJORITY OF THE 
MEMBERS-HELECT NEW MEN. 
ONLY 23 OF THE PRESENT COMMITTEE 
CHAIRMEN RE-ELECTED—SOME OF THE 
CHANGES IN COMMITTEE MEMBERSHIPS 
—DEFEAT OF SEVERAL OF SPEAKER 

KEIFER’S LIEUTENANTS. 

Wasuineton, Nov. 10.—Of the 325 men 
who have been elected members of the House 
of Representatives in the Forty-eighth Con- 
gress, 178, or more than one-half, are not mem- 
bers of the Forty-seventh Congress. With 
very few exceptions they are new men. Two 
of them have served in the United States Sen- 
ate, and half a dozen or so have been members 
of the House in previous Congresses, This 
large proportion of new men will give the 
House a peculiar character. 

Of the 57 members of the House in the Forty- 
seventh Congress whom Speaker Keifer ap- 
pointed to be Chairmen of committees only 23 
have been re-elected. Some of the 34 not re- 
elected were not renominated by their con- 
stituents, and the remainder were beaten at 
the polls. Among the Chairmen who will re- 
tire to private life are Mr. Page, of the Com- 
merce Committee, who had charge of the 
River and Harbor bill; Mr. Crapo, of the 
Banking and Currency Committee, who did 


good work in that position and had charge of 
the National Bank bill; Mr. Williams, of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee; Mr. Pound, of the 
Public Lands Committee; Mr. Burrows, of the 
Committee on Territories, who had charge of 
the Dakota bill; Amos Townsend, of the Com- 
mittee on Railways and Canals; Mr. Van 
Voorhis, of the Committee on Mines and 
Mining; Mr. Shallenberger, of the Committee 
on Public Buildings; Mr. Hazelton, of the 
Committee on Pacific Railroads: Mr. Young, of 
the Committee on Patents; Mr. Crowley, of the 
Claims Committee; Mr. Pacheco, of the Com- 
mittee on Private Land Claims; Mr. 
Neal, of the District of Columbia Com- 
mittee; Mr. Orth, Chairman of _ the 
Committee on Civil Service Reform, and 
Messrs. aig Robeson, Briggs, Hubbell, 
Willis, Errett, Urner, McCook, Aldrich, Pres- 
cott, Updegraff, Camp, and others who held 
Chairmanships which were more or less orna- 
mental. Messrs. Kelley, Calkins, Hiscock, 
Reed, Bingham, Haskell, and Browne, Chair- 
men of the Committees on Ways and Means, 
Elections, Appropriations, Judiciary, Post 
Offices, Indian Affairs, and Pensions, in the 
order named, were preserved, and with them 
the Chairmen of 16 other committees, some of 
them merely ornamental. 

In nearly all of the committees about half 
of the members have been carried away by the 
flood. Of the 11 members of the Committee on 
Civil Service Reform, there -have been re- 
elected only Messrs. Kasson and Horr, Repub- 
licans, and Tucker and Curtin, Democrats. 
Only 5 of the 12 members of the Indian Affairs 
Committee were saved; only 5 of the 11 mem- 
bers of the Foreign Affairs Committee, and 
only 4 of the 11 members of the Committee 
on Banking and Currency. The Commerce, 
Ways and Means, and Appropriations Com- 
mittees were more fortunate, Seven of the 
fifteen in the first named will survive. Mr. 
Kelley will be accompanied in the next Con- 
gress by eight of his twelve fellow-members of 
the Ways and Means Committee, and only five 
of the fifteen members of the Committee on 
Appropriations will retire from public life. 
The losses in committees fall more heavily, of 
course, on the Republican side. 

In the Forty-eighth Congress the Democrats 
will control the delegations from at least 22 
States, so that the action of the House could 
easily be hae ra if the people should fail to 
elect a President and it should become 
the duty of the House to choose one. 
One of the most prominent of the results of the 
Congressional elections was the discomfiture 
of several persons who were regarded as Mr. 
Keifer’s lieutenants. Their defeat was not ex- 
pected here, even on Tuesday night or Wednes- 
day morning. There were many who be- 
lieved that while some of them deserved to be 
the first te gofor the good of the party, they | 
would be saved as Mr. Keifer had been 
saved. The latest news shows, however, 
that not only Mr. Robeson has _ been 
overwhelmed by the deluge, but he will 
be accompanied into retirement by Messrs, 
Page, Hazelton, Williams, Burrows, and 
others. Mr. Williams has been in Congress 
for 10 years, and his majority in 1880 was 
about 7,000. Mr. Hazelton, who has been a 
member for six years, had more than 3,000, 
Mr. Page, a member for 10 vears, was backed 
by a majority of 3,600. Mr. Robeson had 
nearly 8,000, and Mr. Burrows felt so secure 
with 2,500 that he spent some of his time in 
working for a friend.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 10, 1882, 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $507,465 87, and from Customs $576,483 17, 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $266,000. 

It was rumored to-day that Mr. John C. 
New had tendered his resignation as Assistant 


Secretary of the Treasury, but owing to the 
absence from the city of the Presidentand Mr. 
New it was impossible to obtain any authen- 
tic information on the subject. 

In reply to the request for the dismissal of 
Detective Miller, Commissioner West, Presi- 
dent of the District Commission, has informed 
the Attorney-General that the matter is en- 
tirely within the control of Commissioner 
Morgan, to whom it has been referred, and 
who is temporarily absent from the city. 

Indian Agent McLaughlin, at the Standing 
Rock Agency, is in a quandary as to the dis- 
position of the five white prisoners arrested 
eight days ago for killing several hundred 
buffalos on the reservation. Following the 
instructions given by the Commissioner of In- 
dian Affairs, he has telegraphed three times to 
the United States Commissioner and Deputy 
Marshal, requesting them to take charge of 
the prisoners, but has failed to receive a 
response. He has given the men the freedom 
of the reservation after properly guarding 
the captured buffalo robes, and now asks for 
further instructions. 


The Commissioner of Indian Affairs has re- 
ceived the annual reports for the several In- 


dian industrial schools. S. C. Armstrong, 
Principal of the school at Hampton, reports 
that the total attendance during the year was 
96, and the number now connected with the 
school 84—30 girls and 54 boys. Lieut, M. C. 
Wilkinson, in charge of the school at Forest 
Grove, Oregon, reports a total attendance of 
91—54 boys and 37 girls. The report of the 
Superintendent of the Carlisle school shows 
that 188 Indian boys and 102 Indian girls were 
at the school at the close of the fiscal year. 
There were more than $5,000 worth of wagons, 
harness, and shoes made by the students dur- 
ing the year. The progress of the students in 
their studies is regarded as highly satisfactory. 








A GREAT SUGAR CROP. 

New-Or.Leans, Nov. 10.—At a meeting of 
the Louisiana Sugar-planters’ Association last night 
Mr. John Dymond said that his information from 
the sugar district was to the effect that the vield 
was very good, the crop being estimated at 200,000 
hogsheads. Mr. J. F. Giffen, the Secretary, said 
that during the — month he had visited Rapides, 
Avoyelles, St. Landry, 8t. Martin, Lafayette, St. 
Mary, Iberia, Terrebonne, and Assumption. He 
had never seen finer crops. The average yield was 
about 2,000 pounds to the acre. The crop would 
exceed 200,000 hogsheads. In Rapides Parish the 
lantations were being put in exceilent condition. 
t was estimated that the crop, but for the over- 
flow, would have reached 250.000 hogsheads. Mr. 
Giffen saw in Lafourche 60 acres of cane so thick 
that a rabbit could not pass through, it and 15 feet 
in heigbt. The estimated yield of this land was set 

down at three hogsheads per acre.

OFFICIAL INSPECTION OF THE LINE—THE 
SYSTEM OF AWARDS TO EMPLOYES. 

WHEELING, West Va., Nov. 10.—It is evi- 
dent that the large number of Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad officers who arrived here this evening are 
upon no junketing tour, but rather one of plain, 
practical business. Six months ago the manage- 
ment of the company established a system of 
awards to employes for the best record in the line 
of .their respective duties. The first of a series of 
semi-annual inspection trips was then made, and 
was productive of much good in the way of bring- 
ing officers and men in direct intercourse. This is 
the second inspection trip, and during the week 
the party have gone over the main stem, extend- 
ing from Baltimore to Wheeling, and to-night the 
opinions expressed on all sides are that the road 
was never in better shape. The employes, stimu- 


lated by the friendly, but none the less active 
rivalry, have in their energetic efforts to excel 
brought about a condiiion of affairs which has sat- 
isfled the management of the sound judgement dis- 
played in deciding upon giving the premium sys- 
tem a thorough trial. The awards are to the 
Supervisors having the best track within certain 
districts, and to the section foremen of the 
different divisions, as well as to the mas- 
ter mechanics and station agents for the 
best and most economically kept shops and 
depots. The officers composing the present party 
were most of them on the first inspection trip. and 
hence are well equipped to judge of the improve- 
ments made. Large quantities of new steel rails 
have been laid during the past six months and a 
great amount of stone ballasting done. The thor- 
oughly practicul work done upon the curves is 
strikingly apparent, and the nicety of their adjust- 
ment is such that the trains ride as smoothly as 
upon the straizhter portions of the track. 

The inspection party {s in special cars, making 
the trip upon special time, and tests of the condi- 
tion of the track are made at an exceedingly rapid 
rate of speed or on moderate time, as best suits 
their purposes. An especially attractive car used 
on the trip is that wherein are instruments so dell- 
cately constructed as to indicate by penuil lines on 
paper the slightest irregularities in the surface aad 
alignmexut of the tracks. Intercourse with the 
employes during the week has led to a 
stronger conviction than ever that the pol- 
icy of the management in founding and ad- 
vancing the workings of the relief association 
Was a most excellent one. The men freely express 
their gratification at the benefits derived from the 
association, and fully recognize the security it 
affords themselves and families. It has been the 
effort of the party during the trip to learn directly 
from the employes their unbiased and unrestrained 
views of matters intimately connected with them- 
selves, and this consideration has unquestionably 
been productive of an earnestness in the practical 
workings of the road which cannot but lead to the 
most satisfactory results. The men are outspoken 
in their approval of the relief association, a fact 
which must be very pleasing to Mr. Robert Gar- 
rett, First Vice-President, who has given so much 
— attention to the details of its manage- 
ment. 

Mr. Garrett is not with the inspection party, 
much to the regret of the men on the line, as his 

resence on the first trip led to no little interest.

the evening before the party left. Mr. Spencer, 
Third Vice-President, is at the head of the inspec- 
tion, and with him are Mr. Randolph, Chief En-

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MURDER OF A PRIEST. 





FATHER O’DONOGHUE DIES FROM THE INJU- 
RIES INFLICTED BY TIMOTHY GREEN, 
Cincinnati, Nov. 10.—Timothy Green, the 
murderer of the Rey. John Baptist O'Donoghue, 
was taken to-day for safety from the jail in 
Morrow, in this State, to Lebanon, the 
county seat, where the preliminary examina- 


tion . will be held. A Commercial reporter 
who has just returned from Morrow 
states that while there is much feeling 


over the murder, it is not likely to result in vio- 
lence. Thisarises from the fact that the murdered 
priest was partially to blame for the affray, and 


Green, his murderer, is an old resident of the town, 
and has always borre a good character. It appears 
that Green and his wife were both formerly meni 


bers of Father O’Donoghec’s” chureh, but 
the husband joined the Odd-fellows, which 
greatly displeased the/ priest, and finally led 


to Green’s withdrawal from the congregation. 
His wife remains a member, but claims that the 
priest from that time treated her coldly, and 
often harshly. Ten days ago Mrs. Green's mother 
died, and a neighbor volunteered to go to the 
ehurch and get the candlesticks which were 
upon the altar to place about the corpse, 
as was customary in case of deaths in 
the congregation. Father O’Donoghue was dis- 
pleased when he heard that this had been done, 
and last Sunday said from the pulpit that the prop- 
erty of the church must not be used by people not 
in full fellowship with the church, and especially 
if they belonged to any secret society. 

On eleetion day Futher O'Donoghue, in his usual 
walk, passed the pumping-house in which Green 
was employed, and the two men met. Father 
O’Donogaue was a very brusque man, and prob- 
ably spoke hastily and harshly. Green says he ac- 
cused him of stealing the candlesticks from the 
altar. He denied it, was accused again, and the 
lie passed. He says Father O’Donoghue then 
struck him with bis cane, and he struck back with 
a monkey-wrench in his hand, knocking the priest 
down. Father O'Donoghue got upon his feetagain 
at once and walked away. Becoming weak, he was 
helped home by the Mayor of the villiage. His 
skull was fractured, and he died at anearly hour 
this morning. Whether he struck Green or not 
with his cane isin dispute. He was ordained. by 
Archbishop Purcell 25 years ago. He had been sta- 
tioned at Morrow for 13 years, and was much respect- 
ed, Preparations are being made for his funeral in 
the cathedral in this city on Monday. It is expect- 
ed that nearly all the priests in the diocese will be 


in attendance.

IRELAND AND THE CLOSURE 





THE IRISH MEMBERS DIVIDED ON 
MR. GLADSTONE’S RULE. 
SPEECHES IN THE HOUSE FOR AND AGAINST 
THE MEASURE—A MOTION TO REJECT IT 
DEFEATED BY A GOOD MAJORITY—IRISH 

SENTIMENT ON THE EGYPTIAN WAR. 

Lonpon, Nov. 10.—In the House, to- 
night, debate on Mr. Gladstone’s first closure 
rule was resumed, Mr. O’Shea, Liberal, ap- 
pealed to the Irish members to support the Gov- 
ernment. Mr. Cowen, Radical Reformer, amid 
the cheers of the Tories, denounced the closure 
rule as an interference with the liberties of 
the House, which would be fatal to the exist- 
ence of minorities in Parliament. A change 
was necessary, he said, but this change 
was excessive and bewildering and amounted 
to a revolution in the propriety of the House. 
Mr. Charles Russell, Liberal, supported the 
Government. He said if the Government abused 
the proposed rules a healthy public opinion 
would soon hurl them from power. He could not 
understand why the Home Rulers proposed to 
vote with the Tory coercionists. Messrs. Hop- 
wood, Firth, Sexton, and Waddy, Liberals; 
Mr. Chaplin, Conservative, and several other 
members followed in support of the Govern- 
ment. 

Sir Henry James, Liberal, warmly denounced 
Mr. Cowen. He referred to the speech of Mr, 
Staphope, Conservative, in the House on 
Wednesday charging Mr. Gladstone with bid- 
diug for the Irish vote py his talk about 
Irish_ self-government, and pointed out that 
the Queen’s speech from the throne in 1881 
held out a promise of the establishment of 
county boards in Ireland—a measure of local 
self-government founded on representative 
princivles. 

Sir Michael Hieks-Beach, Conservative, said 
that many members would be relieved while 
others would be disappointed, because the 
expectation Mr, Gladstone held out to the 
Irish members meant nothing more than 
the introduction of acounty government bill. 
Sir Michael maintained that the other resolu- 
tions would provide for all the remedies re- 
quired, and said he should oppose the first 
resolution because it directly violated the prin- 
ciple always acted upon by the late Govern- 
ment. 

After remarks by Lord Elcho and Mr. New- 
degate, Conservatives, a division was had, 
and Sir Stafford Northcote’s motion, made on 
the Speaker’s putting the first resolution, 
on Monday night, that it be rejected, 
was defeated by a vote of 304 to 260. 
The Parnellites voted tor, and the other Irish 
members against, the motion. During the de- 
bate five officers of Indian regiments engaged 
in the recent Egyptian campaign appeared in 
the gallery of the House. They wers greeted 
with cheers from the body of the House. The 
officers returned a salute. The scene was 
without precedent in the House. 

Mr. Gladstone, replying to Mr. Stanhope, 
Conservative, this afternoon, said the extra 
expenditure for Ireland would be about £450,- 
0UU for the police and £150,000 for the land 
courts, besides a small amount for the mili- 
tary. 

Dustin, Nov. 10.—At a mteting of the Cor- 
poration of Dublin, to-day, a heated discussion 
occurred on a motion to thank the Irish regi- 
ments who served in Egypt for their gallantry 
and to confer the freedom of the city on Gen. 
Sir Garnet Wolseley. The knowledge that 
the project of thus honoring Gen. Wolseley is 
revived has caused much excitement. His 
friends are accused of endeavoring to snatch a 
vote while the Nationalist members of the 
Corporation are absent attending to Par- 
liamentary duties. Crowds thronged to 
the vicinity of the hall. Mr. T. D. 
Sullivan and some of the other Irish members 
of Parliament had hurried te Dublin to assist 
in defeating the motion. An amendment by 
Mr. Sullivan, declaring that Ireland bad no 
interest in the war, the only result of which 
was to increase taxation and carry ruin to 
Irish homes, was ultimately carried by a vote 
of 27 to 21, 

The Gazette contains a proclamation renew- 
ing the offers of reward made by the Govern- 
ment for the discovery of the murderers of 
Lord Frederick Cavendish and Under-Secre- 
tary Burke.

GREAT BRITAIN AND EGYPT. 
SICKNESS AMONG THE BRITISH TROOPS—THE 
QUESTION OF EUROPEAN CONTROL. 

Garro, Nov. 10.—Medical reports show 
that 41 deaths occurred in the British army of 
occupation from the Ist to the 9th inst. —27 from 
enteric fever, 6 from dysentery, and 8 from 
other diseases. Nearly 10 per cent. of the 
troops in Cairo are on ttre sick list. 

Active negotiations are proceeding between 
the Porte and\the Khédive with the view of 
stopping the trial of Arabi Pasha. 

Lord Dufferin has made an excellent impres- 
sion on the Egyptian Ministers. He told them 


he had not come here to tak& the direction of 
affairs out of the hands of Sit Edward Malet, 
but to work with the latter on terms of perfect 
equality. Sir Edward Malet yesterday dis- 
cussed with Sir Auckland Colvin the subject of 
a division of the work in connection with Lord 
Dufferin’s mission. The business of the mis- 
sion begins immediately, as Lord Dufferin has 
received instructions from the British Cabinet 
by the mail which has just arrived. 

Lonpbon, Nov. 10.—Sir Charles Dilke, Under 
Foreign Secretary, in reply to a question by 
Lord Randolph Churchill in the House 
of Commons this afternoon, stated that 
although the ye ree Government had 
proposed the . abolition. of the Europe- 
an Control, “it had not issued a 
decree of abolition. After a lively pas- 
sage of words between Mr. Gladstone 
and Mr. O’Donnell_ respecting Arabi 
Pasha, Mr. Gladstone expressed the full- 
est confidence in the Khédive and 
the Egyptian Government as to the fairness of 
the triul of Arabi. [Cries of ‘* No” from some 
members.] Mr. Gladstone said he hoped to be 
in a position to give the House some important 
information in relation to Egypt on Tuesday 
next, 

A correspondent at Paris says: ‘* Certain 
powers have officially informed Great Britain 
that it would be impossible for them not to 
appear exacting if she granted any single na- 
tion an exceptional situation in Egypt. Great 
Britain, therefore, cannot grant France an ex- 
ceptional position.”’

ALEXANDBIA, Nov. 10.—Serious complaints 
come from Mansoorah of ravages of worms in 
the cotton crop. 

LIvERPOOL, Nov. 10.—The official emigra- 
tion returns for the month of October show a 
decrease in the number of emigrants from this 
port of 4,407 as compared with October last 
year. 

Maprip, Nov. 10.—Hopes are expressed that 
the British Government, in view of the cir- 
cumstances of the case, will not insist upon 
the surrender of the three Cuban refugees, and 
will confine itself to fixing the responsibility 
upon the officers at Gibraltar. 

It is believed that the questions in relation 
to the refugees are virtually settled, as it is 
expected that when England receives the re- 
-ult of the inauirv at Gibraltar she will not

Lonvon, Nov. 10.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day, Sir Charles Dilke said the Gov- 
ernment had received no communication yet 
from the Spanish Government concerning its 
reported determination not to surrender the 
three Cubans. 

The cargo of the British steamer Propitious, 
Capt. Douglass, at Liverpool, from Galveston, 
is on fire. 

Tunis, Nov. 10.—The Bey has intrusted the 
French commander with all matters relating 
to the naval and military services of the Re- 
gency. The contemplated appoinment of 
French Generals to the offices of Minister of 
War and Minister of Marine will not be car- 
ried into effect, because Gers. Forgemol and 
Logerot declined the posts, 

Vienna, Nov. 10.—There was no renewal of 
rioting in the suburbs last evening, owing 
probably to the prevalence of a storm, but 800 
men assembled in a western suburb. The 
President of the Police bas had a conference 
with the commander of the military forces, to 
consider what measures should be taken to 
prevent riots in the future. Many bills, bear- 
ing the inscription, ‘* Down with the Jews!’ 
have been torn down by the Police from the 
gas-lamps, The agitators have posted bills 
urging the working people not to be intimi- 
dated by the soldiers. 

An unsuccessful attempt was made last even- 
ing to shoot Baron S. Conrad D’Evbesfeld, 
formerly Governor of the Province of Lower 
Austria, and now Minister of Public Educa- 
ticn, Justice, and Ecclesiastical Affairs, The 
assassin has not been arrested. 

Lonpon, Nov. 11.—A dispatch from Berlin 
says: The laws against the Socialists will 
probably not be retained. Prince Bismarck is 
opposed to them, as he does not think they 
have proved efficient. 
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CHICAGO MARKET FEATURES. 


BESO DIET SS 
PRODUCE VERY IRREGULAR BUT MORE BUS- 
INESS DOING—GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE. 


CuicaGco, Nov. 10.—The leading produce 
markets were very irregular to-day. with ratber 
more business doing. They were generally strong- 
er early inthe day and fell off later, except that 
corn for near delivery was sustained by high quo- 
tations on the sea-board. Provisions were active 
and very much unsettled. They started out strong, 
except on the long futures, the receipts of hogs 
not being so larze as some had expected, while 
lard was quoted 6d. higher in Liverpool. But 
parties who usually operated on New-York ac- 
count entered an appearance as heavy sellers of 
pork, and the whole market weakened under 
it. Pork declined fully 30 cents on January and 25 
cents on other futures, closing at nearly the bot- 
tom figures of the session. Lard advanced 10 
cents for this month and 5 cents for other deliver- 
ies, but closed 5 to 10 cents below the latest prices 
of Thursday, though cash lots were again in very 
good demand, selling to $11 65. Meats fell off 
about 10 cents per 100 pounds, with not much de- 


mand either for spot or futures. The early move- 
ment was supposed to depend on corn, but the 
latter tone was sui generis with a complete change 
of front on the part of several who had till then 
looked forareaction from the recent heavy decline. 

The feeling in the afternoon was again weak. the 
longer pork futures declining 15 to 20 cents, and 
other things 244to 5 cents. Wheat was more ac- 
tive and irregularly firmer. The market advanced 
56 to 84 cent early in the day, but lost the improve- 
ment, and then stiffened a little, closing 4 cent 
above, later prices of Thursdav, except that May 
was Wb cent higher. The British telegrams noted 
an advance of 6d. per quarter, with a 
very strong tone, and our receipts were rather 
light, though somewhat larger those of the previ- 
ous day. The change of tront on the foreign tele- 
grams, joined to the continued damp weather 
here, was probably the reason why some parties 
who often operate on foreign account entered the 
market as buyers of futures. But toward 11 o’clock 
they had got through, and the little advance 
brought out a big lot of wheat, on which the earlier 
buyers turned round and so!d. YThere wasno other 
noteworthy phase in the market for futures, but the 
opinion was expressed that there would be a bet- 
ter demand at present prices if capitalists were not 
afraid of the iuterpretation that may be put on the 
rules of the board. One party said he believed 
wheat would be worth 5 cents per bushel more to- 
day but for that fact. The current offerings of car 
lots of No. 2 were firmer, but the low grades were 
tame without improvement. The market on the 
afternoon call was tame and easier. Corn was 
active and irregular, but averaged stronger. 
Futures advanced 5g cent on May to Ue cents on 
November. while car lots of No. 2 sold 2 cents 
above the highest price of Thursday. 

The market subsequently fell off some, but closed 
firm, especially on the year, which closed at an im- 
provement of 114 cents. The market went upearly 
on account of moist weather and the expectation 
of small receipts. It fell off when the car lots were 
posted, the Street also showing some arrivals by 
canal, and stiffened again when New-York was 
quoted at 92 cents, and buyers competed with each 
other rather fiercely for car lots here. The result 
of the latter fact was buying by strong parties 
for future delivery, the idea gaining ground 
that new corn will not grade up to 
any extent for a month vet, and that the old will 
be really scarce by that time. It was noticed that 
the lower grades did not advance much with No. 
2; they are in fair supply, and earry with them the 
suspicion of being new, which means damp, in- 
volving a smaller quantity of mealto the bushel, 


- besides danger of heating if not used immediately. 


The afternoon feeling was weak, prices declining 
1¢ to 3g cent, and the latest heard on the eurbstone 
waa 60% cents forthe year. It was rvmored that 
the New-York purchases of spot corn are made by 
a well-known Chicago operator to influence the 
market in futures here. 

A lot of 500 hogs was bought in this market last 
Thursday to ship to a packing-house in Cincinnati. 

Acar-load of rejected Spring wheat sold here 
Thursday at 61144 cents at the same time that re- 
jected corn sold at 63 cents. Here is food for re- 
flection as well as for the stomach. 

A letter from Galesburg says a little corn has 
been cribbed in that neighborhood, but it has had 
to be taken out, being too damp to bear bulking 
even in the ear. 

A letter from Lyons, in Central Kansas, says: 
“Corn in tils part of the country is now dry and 
fit for market, but farmers have an ideathat the 
price will be higher, and will not sell in any quan- 
tity at present offers. Most of the corn shipped 
from here goes West, principally to New-Mexico, 
We have shipped a fewcarsto Dodge City, West- 
ern Kansas, this week: sold at 45 cents on track 
here. As 45 cents here is equal to about 71 cents 
in Chicago. there is not much inducement to send 
corn here now.”’ 

Col. Ri H. Thoomangh, of Atlanta, Ga., was on 
*Change to-day. He reports that the corn crop of 
Tennessee, Kentucky, and Georgia is splendid in 
vield, both for quantity and quality, and there is 
very little live stock to feed with it. Hence the 
corn has to find a market outside those States. It 
is moving to Cincinnati now, but will not be dry 
enough to move in large quantities much before 
the middle of December. After that date buyers 
are likely to get ail they want unless very bad 
weather should intervene.

A few 
daysago he was compelled to discharge one of the 
chorus singers for drunkenness,in order to sustain 
discipline and goodorder. The defendants refuse 
to sing unless the man discharged be reinstalled. 
They have fviled to appear in one performance, 
and are endeavoring to induce other members of 
the chorus to follow their course, As it is neces- 
sary that defendants sing and the chorus be kept 
together, the petitioner asked for an injunction 
restraining the defendant» from breaking their 
contract and reserving the right to sue for 
damrges. Judge Tissot issued the injunction up- 
on petitioner furnishing bonds in $200.

OF PRESIDENT ARTBAUR. 

MR, GEORGE BLISS GIVES HIS VIEWS UPON 
THE POLITICAL SITUATION—WHAT HK 
BELIEVES TO BE THE CAUSES OF TH, 
REPUBLICAN DEFEAT, AND SOME OTHEH 
OBSERVATIONS. 

It is well known that Mr. George Bliss is a 
near friend of President Arthur. Mr. Bliss was 
asked yesterday to give his views upon the present 
political situation, and to state how he accounted 
for the Republican overthrow of Tuesday, and Mr. 
Bliss proceeded to deliver himself as follows: 

‘*I account for the overwhelming Republican de- 
feat as being a culmination of various causes which 
hud heretofore been, so to speak, dammed back 
till their gathered strength carried everything 
away. In the first plaee, so far as the State of New- 
York is concerned, it has been my judgment fos 
several years that whenever the Democrats cam¢ 
unitedly to the polls the State was a Democratid 
State, except that the introduction of the tariff 
question into the canvass in 1880 gave the Repub 
licans such a number of working men and of other 
who had heretofore been Democrats that on the 
issue as it then stood the State was fairly Republi 
can by areasonable majority. But for that issue 
the State would have been Democratic, and I have 
no donbt that it helped the canvass more than the 
majority for Garfield. ( 

“In the second place—and this applies to the 
country generally as wellasto New-York—I think 
the Republican Party has succeeded for several 
years past not so-much by its own wisdom and 
virtues as by the stupidity and vices of the Dema 
cratic Party. We could always rely upon our om 
ponents to make a fatal mistake at a critical mow 
ment. I believe we should have been beaten in’ 
the last three Presidential elections but that Demy 
ocratic mistakes led the people to continue th¢ 
control of affairs in the Republican Party, not be 
cause they approved of its ways in all respects, 
but because they thought them at any rate bettes 
than those of the Democrats. But, for this very, 
reason, all the time there remained a dis« 
satistied feeling, which has grown and ine 
creased.’ Right on top of. that, so far as thig 
campaign has been concerned, there has been 4 
general feeling of dissatisfaction with what -is 
sometimes called ;*bossism,’ which has been em 
couraged by tha newspapers, and about whick 
there has been said both a great deal of truth and 


a good deal of nonsense. Then there has beer 
added to all this a feeling represented by those 
who are in favor of reforming the civil service, 
These reformers have made attacks upon every< 
body who differed from them, and have awarded 
credit to no one who did not think on this subject 
as they did, either for good faith or good intent, 
and have assumed that they were merely trying ta 
maintain the existing condition of things and act< 
ing a part. That sort of attack, repeated con 
stantly by the papers, has infiuenced a great many 
people. Besides this, we may as well recognize 
the fact that the pecwls who two yeart 
ago believed that they had qusceeded ta 
power and patronage under - Garfield wer« 
indignant and disappointed because they found, oi 
thought they found, that under Arthur that powes 
and patronage passed to other people in the party. 
There can be no question that the supporters of 
Mr. Blaine and his assoclates to «4 very large ex: 
tent in this State desired, if they did not work for, 
the success of the Democratic ticket. They felt 
that under the existing control of the organization 
—_ had little or nothing to hope for, and, I think, 
without any very definite ideas that they would 
gain anything by a change, felt that a change 
would do them no harm. In saying this, however, 
1 do not mean to include all of Mr. Biaine’s fol- 
lowers, for some of his closest and nearest friends 
in this State earnestly and in very efficacious ways 
did what they could to save theticket. Besides 
the Blaine men the Cornell men and those who 
have come to be known as half-breeds are to be 
taken into account. Most of these, however, are 
included in the class I have already referred to— 
the self-styled supporters of Garfield. All these 
various classes, in myfopinion, at heart desired the 
defeat of the ticket: some of them worked, and 
yet more of them gave their votes, to that end. 

“ With this condition of public feeling,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Bliss, “ and these special forms of dis- 
affection, there came in to inerease the discontent 
the stupidity of many of the acts of the existing 
Republican organization in this State. Noi 
to go outside vf this City, take the so 
called machine organization. A year ago in the 
State Convention I was believed to have 
been instrumental in defeating a_ resolution 
which looked to the ordering of a reorganization 
in this City. [ have no regrets for my course at 
that time, for the reorganization which would 
have been then made would have been a reor: 
ganization not in the interest of the party, but 
of that portion of the party which was cutside 
of the existing organization, and would have 
led inevitably to asplit, and certainly would not 
have produced results any better than under the 
organization which it was proposed should be 
wiped out. Moreover, I was assured from sources 
in whieh I had a right toconfide that means should 
be taken to put an end to the abuses which existed 
in a large portion of the district organizations. 
Instead of those assurances haying been carried 
out, the result has been that the organization has 
degenerated greatly since that time, until nearly 
every district association is in the hands and under 
the control of two or three men, and it depends 
entirely upon their disinterestedness or sense of fair 
dealing whether it shall berun in their own interest 
or in that of the Republican Party. In my opinion 
in more than three-fourths of the organizations of 
the City no real regard is now had to the 
interest of the party, to fair dealing, or 
even to common decency. In many.of them, 
it is impossible to have a fair primary election, or 
for a Republican who is not willing to accede to 
the wishes of those who set themselves up to con- 
trol it to secure even admission to the association; 
and so far as the question of settling contested 
seats in the Central Committee, or in the associa 
tions, or in the conventions goes, such matters are 
decided with as little regard tothe merits of the 
case as a Democratic Congress gives in the case of a 
Southern Republican member. I wiil say furthe: 
that in many of the districts I am satisfied that the 
money raised for the legitimate purposes of the 
election is not applied to those purposes. So-called 
leaders put itin their pockets. The local tickets 
also,in alarge portion of the City, where there is 
no chance of Republican success, are merely used 
as a means of pecuniary or personal benefit ta 
those in control. I have no hesitation in say- 
ing generally that the present organization 
of the party in the City of New-York has not only 
lost the confidence of the public, but hes deserved- 
ly lost it, and ought not to haveit. There is one 
conclusive proof that the organization as it is does 
not represent the Republican Party of the City as 
awhole. Thisis that yearafter year it sends to 
the State Convention delegations substantially 
unanimous, That was so when Mr. Corneil wad 
nominated for Governor, the delegation from my 
own district and a few other scattering votes being 
the only ones that resisted the decree that thar 
gentleman should be chosen. It was practically so 
before that, and has become more so since. Inthe 
last State Convention the only division was that 
which was caused in the districts controlled by 
Mr. Corne!l’s office-holders. Now, no one can 
believe that while the Republicans of the State 
are year after year divided in their wishes 
asto who should be their candidates, and when 
counties side by side send delegations in favor of 
different aspirants, the Republicansof New Yor 
City, year after year, are so unanimous in favor o 
this or that man, as to send no divided delegation. 
While, in my opinion, the organization has repre- 
sented the wishes of a large portion of the Repub- 
lican Party of the City, it is beyond all question 
that it has also suppressed the wishes of another 
portion entitled to a fair representation and hear- 
ing, and which would have them under any propes 
system.”’ 

“What do you think, Mr. Bliss, of ‘Federal inter« 
ference?’”’ 

** Well, a good deal has been said about the ine 
tervention of the Federal Administration in the 
late State Convention. But I do not hesitate ta 
say that the National Administration interfered 
very much lessin the State Convention than did 
the Administration of the State. [Ihave no doubt 
that in one or two cases there was interference 
which was most injurious. Take, for instance, 
Brooklyn. There Mr. Daggett had a profitabid 
contract for the labor in the Weigher’s Depart 
ment of the Port of New-York. He was per- 
forming it to the entire satisfaction of the mer: 
chants at aconsiderable saving to the Government 
over former cost, and he had also a handsome 
profit for himself. A system was introduced by 
which the Government did the work itself and 
saved money by doing so—at least foratime. But 
the result was to throw Mr. Daggett and his 
friends, who had the control of the organization in 
Brooklyn, over into the ranks of the friends of Gov. 
Cornell, whom they had heretofore opposed. In that 
condition of things the mistake was made of un- 
dertaking. thouzh Dady, Worth and Company, ta 
fight the Cornell men in Kings County, and to get 
delegates by the use of patronage and promises of 
it. This was foolish and unnecessary. If the Ad- 
ministration had been seeking simply to control 
the delegation in the State Convention, all it had 
to do was to have let Mr. Daggett alone, and that 
delegation would have naturally, and without 
effort, been ground out by the Brookiyn_ machine 
in that interest. It would have been no less a ma- 
chine movement, and as absolutely without the 
intervention of the Republicans asa party, than 
was the delegation which was obtained through 
the operations of Dady, Worth and Company. Bus 
it would have been obtained with very much lesg 
shock to public opinion. and would have 
very much less of injury to the purpoee in view. 

In conneetion with this, let me say that there 
has been in this on my opin 


jon, an immense 
amount of hypocrisy. I mean bv that that a creas 
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many people have put forward as grounds for their 
totion things which have been mera excuses to en- 
ible them to carry out a preconceived intention. 
Much of the row about the forged proxy comes 
Within this category. { have no doubt of the 
sincerity of Mr. French in the use that he made of 
the proxy or that he believed it genuine, but 1 can- 
not resist the conclusion that it was a scheme got 
ap by persons of more or less influence and power 
ln the machine. I believe that if the truth is ever 
arrived at it will be found that that scheme was 
started by some district or ward statesmen. On 
this question of hypocrisy let me give you one or 
wo instances. One very prominent gentleman an- 
ounced from the platform that it was impossible 
tor him to support the nomination of Folger, 
though he personally knew him to be a wholly un- 
Dbjectionable man, because he was nominated 
through the intervention of the national Adminis- 
tration. Yet that very man, within 18 months, had 
sought the influence of the head of the Administra- 
tion to procure for his son a valuable local office in 
the City of New-York. and, when it was obtained 
had overflowed with Lrotessions of unbounde 
ratitude and regard. Another unpleasant. case 
hat I have heard of is that of a_ certain 
gentleman who was prominated some years 
ago for an important State office through 
a fraudulent addition of 30 votes made to the 
count by the Secretary of the convention. My in- 
ormants have assured me that they subsequently 
1eard this candidate :oking with the Secretary of 
the convention who made that fraudulent addition 
upon that very subject. Yet that Secretary was a 
rominent officer of a Cleveland Republican meet- 
ng, and that person so nominated was so shocked 
ft the use of the forged proxy that he announced 
his intention to.vote for Cleveland. An ex-State 
Senator had his soul pierced with indignation over 
the use of the forged proxy, and yet within three 
ears that man, ata Kepublican caucus, assumed 
o represent a person who was not present, and 
when challenged twice, repeated that be had au- 
thority so to do. He went directly from that 
meeting and wrote to the person whom he had 
assumed to represent, telling him what he had 
done, and saying he hoped he would approve his 
action.” 

“And as to the future prospects of the party, 
Mr. Bliss?” 

‘For one thing, a reorganization of the machine 
in this City l regard as an absolute necessity and 
as inevitable. Such a reorganization may be made 
in the interest of the party or merely in the inter- 
est of one fragment of the party. if the latter is 
the case it would only serve to make matters 
worse. I hope there will be wisdom enough to se- 
pure a reorganization in the interests of the whole 

arty. if l[had my way I would have designated 

ve or more Republicans of high standing outside 
of the City of New-York—men such as neither Stal- 
warts nor half-breeds could object to—and they 
should have power to reorganize the whole ma- 
chine, not only in this City, but in Brooklyn also. 
Of course, as to namos there would be great diffi- 
culty in selecting them, but it would not be impos- 
sible. There is James W. Wadsworth; there is 
Frank Hiscock; there is Richard Crowley; there is 
0. W. Chapman, of Binghamton, and half a dozen 
euch men, who are well-known half-breeds or well- 
known Stalwarts, and yet are men of character, 
who would see that it was neither wise nor 
expedient to make any reorganization which 
did not give to every Republican a chance 
to take part in the selection of the candidates, and 
whicb did not secure the rights of all. against the 
control of the district leaaers. In saying this I must 
be understood as being very decidedly of the opin- 
ion that it is absolutely essential that any Re- 
publican desiring to take part in the election of 
delegates to the convention should in some man- 
ner be previously enrolled, so that he may be 
known and his right to take part in a Republican 
primary scrutinized. Otherwise Kepublican pri- 
moaries in this City would be controlled entirely by 
avowed Democrats. If the next Legislature shall 
pass a reasonable primary election law, it may be 
possible to modify very greatly the system which 
at present, [ believe, to be necessary to make it 
secure that only Republicans vote at Republican 
primaries.” 

** Would you insist, Mr. Bliss, that only such men 
shal! be accounted Republicans as have uaiformly 
voted the straight ticket?’ 

** My view about thatis this: I would require of a 
Republican voter at a primary that he should have 
voted the Republican ticket at the last preceding 
election at which State or national officers were 
voted for, and I would not make the necessary test 
of Repubiicanism the fact of his having voted for 
all the local officers nominated. At the same time, 
you cannot recognize the system of * heads I win, 
tails you lose,’ and allow a manto go into acon- 
vention asa friend ofa particular candidate and, 
when beaten there, to go outside and vote against 
the ;person nominated and still remain in the 
organization as a member in good standing. Ifa 
person tinds himself unable to vote for the nominees 
fothe organization to which he belongs I think he 
should withdraw from it, and if he does not with- 
draw means should be maintained to drive him out. 
But I do not think the failure of a man to support 
an Aldermanic or an Assembly candidate ought to 
be a reason why he should be permanently debarred 
from taking part in the selection of candidates for 
Governor or President.”’ 

** What as to the general future of the party?” 

“T have little faith that the control which has 
been given to the Democracy by the result of last 
week's elections can be wrested from them prior 
to the next Presidential election. My feeling about 
thatis this. The men who feel to-day that they 
have been stricken down by the acts of their 
teliow-Republicans are, I am afraid, so human that 
when next year orthe year after some one of those 
fellow-Repuplicans comes up for support, they 
will be apt to apply to him the same treatment 
which has been applied to Folger. For instance, 
suppose some man comes up as a candidate who is 
recognized as a Blaine man. Cuan there be any 
question that a sufficient number of Republicans 
in the State of New-York would be either hostile 
to him or lukewarm to prevent the State from be- 
ing carried by the Republicans? Would not the 
Bame thing prevail in the case of a Cornell man, 
if indeed Cornell has sufficient political vitality to 
continue a factor in the Republican problem ? 
The same would be true in the Nation, 
and, therefore, all that seems to me to re- 
main would be the nomination of some 
neutral man with no color, of good character and 
little ability—-ome second Hayes—and I think 
there are enough Republicans in the country who 
would be determined not to support any man of 
that character to insure his defeat. These are my 
views of the prospects. I am not depressed by 
them, because I think the country can even stand 
one term of a Democratic Administration. I do 
not believe that party could get itself together, put 
on its good clothes and good conduct long enough 
to have any chance of more than one term, I 
ought to say, also, that when such a condition of 
things comes as we now have, where really there is 
no issue of principle between the two parties, it is 
almost inevitable that the ‘ins’ shall be turned 
out by the natural desire of the people to have a 
change—a desire, of course, intensified by the faet 
that one party has been in power in the Nation for 
20 years.”’ 

*“ How do you regard the defeat of the Citizens’ 
ticket?” 

“ As to the City election, I always regard a citi- 
zens’ Movement as a thing the success of which is 
very doubtful, and you can usually have a decided 
opinion as to their chances some days before the 
election. This is because the Republican Party of 
the City can almost always be counted upon to go 
into & citizens’ movement with substantial unan- 
jmity. This comes from their natural position as a 
minority party, and also, as 1 think, from the 
character of the elements whieh compose that 
party. The only question in the success of a citi- 
yens’ movement is how large anumber of Demo- 
crats will be brought to join in it. I saw, or 
thought I saw, several days before the election, 
that into the recent Citizens’ movement there had 
gone comparatively few Demoerats. Most of them 

. who went were of the kind who could. and I pre- 
sume did, give their checks as well as their votes 
to aidin the movement. Butthey had no following 
at the polls, and, therefore, I believed that their 
defeat was foreordained. At the same time, Mr. 
O’Brien insisting upon being nominated and run- 
ning, and the consequent trading which took place 
in a very considerable portion of the City 
vame in to render the defeat, which I believed 
would be the result in any event, a certainty. You 
must remember that so faras the Citizens’ ticket 
was composed of Democrats, which was almost 
entirely, no considerations of party fealty inter- 
vened to require Republicans to support it. Every 
Republican had as much right to say that he would 
vote for Edson as for Campbell, and when some of 
the papers and some of the persons interested in 
the late Citizens’ movement accused O’Brien and 
the Republican machine of selling out their ticket, 
they seem to me to object to a course of action on 
the part of O’Brien and his associates which they 
ciaim a right to pursue-in theirown case. They, 
xs Democrats or as Republicans, met and selected 
vertain Democrats and Republicans whom they 
those to support independently of the regular 
party organizations. O’Brien and his friends did 
the same. So that it does seem to me there ig 
injustice in appiying to them the phrases sold 
out, and such like. Ido, however, think that the 
course of O’Brien and his friends ia insisting upon 
his nomination was a course utterly selfish and 
selfish in the most short-sighted sense. It could 
not by any possibility lead, as it seemed to me, to 
O’Brien’s eleetion. It sould do nothing but excite 
indignation against the organization with which 
they were connected and put them in a position 
where it would be almost impossible for them ever 
again to ve the confidence of the people or of 
the Republicans either of the City or of the State.’ 

“Do you not think, however, that while the rank 
and file Republieans were free to vote as they 
ebose, the members of the County Convention, 
which indersed the Citizens’ ticket, were in honor 
bound to support those candidates ?”’ 

“Twill say that Ido think thatthe persons, if 
there were any such. who were in the County Con- 
vention and voted to indorse the Citizens’ ticket 
and then afterward at the polls voted in favor of 
the Democratic nominees, pursued a course which 
is utterly ineonsistent with any pretense of fair 
dealing. Still, they had good exemplars before 
them, for it is notorious that more than one candi- 
flate was brought into the field with letters from 
neg requesting him to ran, and the signers of 

he letters, who undoubtedly acted in good faith, 
changed their minds before the day of election 
and became active supporters of his opponent.’ 

** What do you think will be the course of the 
Democratic Legislature?" 

** I wili only say this,that ‘already hear announce- 
ments from some of the lesser lights in the Demo- 
oratic Party as to what they are going to do with 
yeference to legislation for the City—announce- 
ments which are very strangely at variance with 
the declarations of their conventions and of their 
Gubernatorial candidate. For instance, they an- 
mounce that they propose to legislate out of office 
w latge number of the subordinate office-hoiders, 
‘such as the Clerks of the Police and Districts 
Courts, and various others of that kind, and there 
4 « groat deal of that talk among the Democrats. 
‘It remains to be seen whether the party will have 
the wisdom and the self-control to refrain from 
that sort of legisiation. Of course. they can pass 
ynuch iegislation which, under the guise of carry- 
ing out the present predominant feeling in_ favor 
of centralization ef power and of selt-cov- 

rament, will give. their party powcr and;positions 
n the City.” fo 
““ Whut are your own views as to the best form 


{City covernment?”’ 
AL formy idea of @ City charter I.have for 


years had very strong ‘aes which have differed 
in many respects from those of the Republicans of 
the City. Itseems to me that if you give tha 
Mayor the absolute power of appointment and re- 
moval of all the heads of departments and the other 
chief officers, you practically make bim the dicta- 
tor of the City, for through the heads of depart- 
ments he would control the appointment and re- 
moval of every office-holder in the City. Now, 
under any political organization which we have, or 
are likely to have, the 8,000 or 10,000 office-holders 
in the City would suffice to control all Democratic 
.conventions, and I think all Republican organiza- 
tions, and leave a small surplus for citizene’ com- 
mittees. In this way the Mayor would have it 
in his power to dietate his own renomination or to 
select who shouid be his successor. On the other 
hand, if you do not give to the Mayor the power 
of appointment of the heads ot departments and 
other chief officers, you cannot fairly hold him re- 
sponsible for the government of the City. I would, 
tnerefore, as far as possible, avoid the two difficul- 
ties in some such way as this: I would make the 
Mayor's term of office at least three years. I would 
give him the absolute, unquestioned power of re- 
moval of every head of department and chief 
Officer of the City provided he exercised it within 
60 days after he came into office. After that time 
I would give him no power of removal over the 
heads;of departments or chief officers except for 
well-defined causes, which should be absolute mis- 
conduct in office,and that misconduct should be 
ascertained by an investigation before a person 
designated by the Mayor to take the testimony, 
where the officer impugned should have a chance to 
be heard and to pe represented. After 
this testimony was taken, I would allow 
the Mayor to remove the officer, but 1 would 
give that officer a right of appeal to some judicial 
or quasi-judicial tribunal, which should have the 
right, taking all the evidence which had been taken 
by the Mayor's order, to say whether it disclosed 
acase which came within one of the defined 
grounds of removal. If it did, then the Mayor’s 
actin removal should be conclusive, and there 
should be no appeal. If it did not, then the Mayor's 
actin removal should be void. I would not have 
the appeal of the officer from the Mayor's order of 
removal operate tostay its effect unless the tri- 
buval to which he appealed or some member of it 
by order granted a stay. My idea would be that 
Iwould make the tribunal consist of tne Chicf- 
Justices of the Supreme, Superior, and Common 
Pleas Courts, unless there should be found some 
constitutional objection to including the Chief- 
Justice of the Supreme Court. In this way, every 
Mayor would have 60 days after he came into 
oftice, which is equivalent to four months after his 
election, to look over the City Government to 
make up his mind who of the officers he 
found in office he desired to retain, and 
whom he desired to remove, and whom 
he desired to put in their places, and he would have 
the absolute power to do it. But having done that, 
or having accepted existing officers, he should have 
no control over them except when they absolutely 
misconducted themseives in office: They would 
maintain thelr independence, and he would be re- 
sponsible for the officers in control of the City 
affairs. A Mayor who is not able within 60 days 
after he comes into office to select proper heads of 
departments is not fit to be Mayor. On the other 
hand, the limited power of removal I suggest pro- 
vides for any case where an officer in whom re- 
liance has been placed does misconduct himself, 
the law at the same time preventing a removal for 
some mere pretended cause, when the real reason 
is a political one or the desire to provide for some 
friend. That has been my idea of the proper 
amendment to the City charter, and on one occa- 
sion I urged itupon acommittee of the Legislature, 
but it did not meet approval because there was 
danger of its resulting in the removal of the Re- 
ublican Commissioners who were then in office. 
3ut I still believe it would be wise to adopt some 
such system. I do not believe, however, the Demo- 
cratic Party has the wisdom todo anything of the 
kina.”

OTHER INTERVIEWS. 
REFLECTIONS BORN OF THE DEFEAT OF 
TUESDAY—VARIED OPINIONS OF ITs 
CAUSES AND EFFECTS AND OF THE 
PROPER COURSE TO PURSUE IN THE 
FUTURE. 

The leaders of the Republican machine or- 
ganization in this City were somewhat surprised at 
the magnitude of the majority rolled up against 
the Saratoga candidates. 

Jacob Hess, Commissioner of Charities and Cor- 
rection, the President of the Twenty-first Assem- 
bly District Association, when asked what he 
thought of the result of the election, said: “ It 
seems to me very much as though the people have 


become tired of the Republican Party as it has 
been managed lately and decided to make achange, 
if only foranexperiment. We have had too many 
internal quarrels in our organizations, and this fact 
has sickened the people. In addition to this, our 
ticket had no genuine newspaper support, and the 
mass of the voters do not come in contact with the 
politicians, but get their views of candidates en- 
tirely from the public press. Of course, I knew 
long before election day that the battle was lost, 
but the majority given to Cleveland was a great 
surprise to me. The election turned out to be 
a perfect revolution, and 1 believe it was primarily 
due to the fact that we neglected the great ques- 
tions of the hour and engaged in bitter factional 
fights among ourselves. If I continue to feel as I 
do now I shall take no active part in politics in the 
future, but devote my time entirely to my business 
and the duties of my oflice. I shall always be a 
good Republican, however. I believe that the or- 
ganizations after this defeat will see the wisdom of 
paying more attention to the great questions of 
the day which affect the interests of the people 
and play less politics. If they do this there is no 
reason why the party should not recover from the 
shock. The party has a record in the past which it 
would take a greater blow than this to kill. We 
certainly ought to be on our feet againin two 
years, in time for the Presidential compere, and I 
presume that we shall be. Butif thisis to be ac- 
complished a more liberal spirit must be shown in 
our party organizations, and we must discontinue 
the exhibition of bitter feeling among ourselves 
which hus disgusted the people so long.” 


Police Justice Solon B, Smith, the leader of the 
Twentieth Assembly District, was outspoken in his 
views concerning the Republican defeat. ‘' It is 


partially the result,”’ he said, ‘ of the events whieh 
disgraced the Saratoga Convention. ‘The first 
cause was the forged telegram'business, which was 
very unfortunate to:both the candidates and the 
party, Of this business, however, 1 believe the 
partv might have cleared its skirts, but when, on 
the topof this, came the elevation of John F. 
Smyth tothe head of the State Committee, the 
burden was enough to carry down any party. 
When the organization of the committee was 
formed I _ said that this was a_ great 
blunder. ‘Whom the gods would destroy 
they first make mad,’ and the Republican 
committee was certainly mad when it took this 
suicidal step. From the moment that Smyth was 
made Chairman there was no hope of getting 
money enough to run the campaign. The great 
bulk of the money generally furnished for this 
purpose is contributed, not by office-holders, but 
by the solid men who believe in Republican prin- 
ciples and are willing to aid in their promulgation. 
These men would not trust such a man as Smyth, 
and the result was that the State Committee wus 
bankrupt a week before election, and {t did little 
er nothing for the organization in this County. 
If the organization is wise the effect will be a 
bealthy one. It is a great mistake to look 
upon this as a great Democratic victory. 
There is not one more Democrat in 
the State to-day than there was a 
year ago. This is simply a rebellion by Republi- 
cans against the methods of their party organiza- 
tion. If the organization is wise enough to con- 
form to the views of voters, which have been 
retty emphatically expressed, it can recover its 
ost ground. If it is not wise enough to do this it 
never will recover. The storm has come upon us, 
and the organization must unload now or it will be 
swamped. We know where to find the Jonahs, 
and we must throw them overboard. I mean by 
this that here in this City, where the so-called ‘ ma- 
chine’ does not represent the true sentiment of the 
Republican Party, it must be reorganized. The men 
at the head of the associations who are not 
in sympathy with true Republican sentiment 
must be turned out and their places filled with rep- 
resentative men. The organization here for the 
past two years has been trying to run counter to 
the real sentiment of the party and it has failed. 
It has now got to turn about and run with the 
party. Ifit does this we can easily recover our lost 
ground. Republicans are no less Republicans to- 
day than they were before this defeat, and as soon 
as the organization is made representative in the 
true sense they will all fall into line again. It need 
not take two years or one year to effect this, and 
there is no reason to despair of our being in full 
working order for the Presidential campaign.” 

Ex-dJudge A, J.-Dittenhoefer was asked by a 
Times reporter how he accounted for the immens- 
ity of Grover Cleveland's majority. Without hesi- 
tation he made the significant reply: ‘The ghost 
of Garfield was around on election day.” 

** What is to be the outcome of this great defeat 
of the Republican ticket in this State ?”’ 

“There must either be a reorganization of the 
Republican Party on a liberal basis, so that the 
whole party is adequately represented in the ma- 
chinery which takes and counts the ballots at the 
primary elections, and also in the committees 
which decide as to the admission of members, or 
there will surely be two Republican State Conven- 
tions hereafter, and two sets of delegates from 
New-York State to the aext National Republican 
Convention.” 

“Do you think that the party leaders are dis- 
posed to take this lesson in the right spirit ?”’ 

“If they will put parcy above self they will. But 
if they mean to act on the principle that they will 
make the most of the two years of power left to 
them they will not. My own wish is that the party 
shall again be united, and when united under lib- 
eral management I believe that the Republicans 
who in the last election redelled wiil return to the 
— and aid in securing a magnificent victory in 


Mr. John J. O’Brien, Chief of the Bureau of Elec- 
tions, was at his office at Police Head-quarters, 
Wednesday, with ‘Bob’? McCord. Mr. O'Brien's 


features and demeanor were those of a badiy 
beaten candidate. He talked little and could not 
disguise the effect that hard caippolgn work and 
monk et had produced. There was an en- 
tire absence of his usual cheery self-satisfaction, 
and he did not appear to walk iu an atmosphere of 
mysterious confidences from prominent party 
leaders. He had not discarded his garments of 
clerical severity and his white necktie. He de- 
clined to talk of Tuesday’s wreck or to venture an 
opinion 2s to the main cause of it. He could not, 
he said, foresee what effect the verdict of the 
voters would have on ‘the machine.” 


Police Commissioner Joel W. Mason was asked 
yesterday what he thought of the election. He ro- 


piled unconcernealy: ‘‘ Well, we had a large ma- 
jority azainat us 


t was one of thosa tidal waves. 
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that come potiodically and that no one can ac: 
count for. Ido not attach any particular signifi. 
cance to ft. It’s a sort of lesson to the Republican 
Party—an admonition to be united in two years 
irom now. At least, that’s my opinicn. I don’t 
think it was possible for the Republicans to eiect 
any one in this State this year. Jf they’d put up 
the Angel Gabric! he’d have been defeated. Ido 
not think the voters aimed a blow at the Adminis- 
tration, but disappointed politicians did. ‘tne 
Timke and 7ribune, influential newspapers, read by 
intelligent persons, helped to bring all this about 
in my judgment. They went in a littie too strong 
in my opinion, and now regret it. How could an 
intelligent man, after reading these papers, depart 
from the advice or misconstrue the hints given in 
them? They studiously neglected opportunities to 
treat innuendoes and slanders against the Prest- 
dent and others properly, and could have set the 
situation before the voters in such a light that they 
could have had an opportunity of gaining a better 
judgment, which would have caused them to act 
differently.” 

“You say that no one. in your judgment, could 
have been nominated and elected. Do you in- 
clude Alonzo B, Cornell ?” 

“The result would have been the same. He 
would have been defeated. Things went the same 
way in Massachusetts andin Pennsylvania. The 
majorities might have been different. The people 
had come to the conclusion that it would be well 
to havea change. Now, about misrepresentations, 
just see what Jackson &. Schuitz saysin an inter- 
view with areporter of Tur Timzs. We are mis- 
represented by such men; at least I think 
so. Now. speaking for myself, I deny that 
this department meddles in politics. As an indi- 
vidual I do meddle, if that isa proper term. I was 
appointed a Police Commissioner by a Democratio 
Mayor who knew well, as many of the public 
knew, that I was interested in and President of the 
Republican organization of the Seventeenth As- 
sembly District. Why did he appoint me knowing 
that, as a citizen. Iwas a politician; or why is 
there not a law against a citizen who is a politician 
being appointed to office? All this is cant and 
humbug. As a Police Commissioner when I ap- 
point a man I neverask what are his religion 
and politics. The Police force is not demoralized, 
and if Jackson 8S. Schultz so says he says what he 
knows to be untrue, for he knows more about the 
Police force than many men. The Police De- 
partment is run in the interest of the publie. Mr. 
Schultz ought to be ashamed of such a statement. 
I, so far from neglecting ay | duties as a Police 
Commissioner, am constantly here at proper hours 
to attend to public business, and I discharge my 
rn the best of my ability and for the public 
good. 

Mr. Mason left the subject of Mr. Schultz re- 
luctantly. When asked who was responsible for 
the defeat of the Republican Party he said: ‘‘ As 
a citizen I did all I consistently could for it. If as 
a Police Commissioner I had taken a hand in the 
compaign I would have laid myself open to charges 
of coercion and interference. I urged no man to 
vote in any way. No officer or person connected 
with the force can say truthfully that I endeavored 
to influence his vote. If Cornell had been nomi- 
nated and the papers had pursued the same course 
as they did against Mr. Folger the majority for 
Cleveland, I think, would have been about the 
same,"’ 

“Then you attribute the defeat to the news- 
papers 7” 

‘** Not altogether, but to some extent. The people 
wanted achange. The Stalwarts and half-breeds 
have been at loggerheads for some time, and the 
people were in doubt as to whom to vote for. Thoy 
could not tell who was right in the quarrel, and 
they cut loose and went off at a tangent. The 
Democratic candidate was thought to be, and I be- 
lieve he is, a capable, honest man, and the voters 
had less scruples in voting for him than they would 
have had had a man of inferior character been 
before them. Now, here in this City the same re- 
marks are pertinent. Take the Mayoralty. Both 
candidates were men of unexceptionable character. 
As far as ability is concerned, Mr. Edson came up 
nearer to my idea than Mr. Campbell, who in my 
judgment is not sufficiently well acauainted with 
the needs of the community. I mean in regard to 
executive ability. His mindis narrow. He made 
on¢ great mistake when he stopped additional ac- 
commodation for school ehildren and when he in- 
timated that the salaries of employes inthe De- 
partment of Education were too high, and that the 
excess could be devoted to building school-houses. 
I have been a school officer for many years and 
know what I am talking about.”’ 

“What effect will the defeat have on the ‘ma- 
chine?” 

‘**The machine?’ ahem ! the ‘machine’ politicians 
of the Republican Party? Well, it’!l cement them 
together all the closer. They will be more carnest 
in trying to elect Republican candidates. The Cit- 
izens’ Committee couid have won a victory by con- 
ferring with us before nominating, bat they nomi- 
nated and then sent their candidatesto us. We 
would have supported any good man for Mayor. 
William Dowd would have suited us. John J. 
O'Brien would not bave been a candidate but for 
the action of the Citizens’ Committee. The ma- 
chine is stronger to-day than ever, and the Citizens’ 
Committee will find it out if they pursue the same 
course.”” 

“Then the fight between the machine and the 
half-breeds, ana other disaffected Republicans will 
continue ?” 

“Oh, the differences between them don’t amount 
to much. In two years we will be harmonized. 
The rough edge will be taken off. Now, at this 
election, what would harmony have done’ The 
Custom-house was against us. But look at Husted. 
The Administration supported him and he was 
beaten.” 

“What are the prospects of a squabble at the 
next mecting of the Republican General Commit- 
tee’ 

*'There’s no disposition on the part of the Stal- 
warts to get up arow, and they’re strong enough 
to prevent one should anattempt be made to stir 
up strife. Any proposition to reorganize will be 
voted down. It might be prudent to reorganize 
certain districts. I won’t say what they are, but 
there will be no general upset. It would do no 
good and could not change the situation.” 

“Then it will not be considered politic to ques- 
tion the advisability of continuing as leaders such 
men as Michael Cregan, ‘ Barney’ Biglin, John J. 
O’Brien—”’ 

*T shall not say a word on that subject.” 

*** The machine’ wiil not be disbanded ¥” 

(Emphatically) *‘ Not at all. Thereis no indica- 
tion that an attempt will be made in that direc- 
tion. 

‘**And there will be no change in the versonnel of 
its leaders?” 

“I do not say that,and have nothing to say 
about it.” 

“ How are the differences between the Republi- 
can factions to be adjusted?” 

** All that will come about naturally. Adversity 
often brings a man to his senses."’ 

**What is Roseoe Conkling in all this? If he is 
not aleader is he not what is known as a ‘ wire- 
puller?” 

(Very decidedly) " He is out of politics, to remain 
out unless a large majority of the best men in the 
State evince an unmistakable desire that he come 
forward, and they aid him to take again a promi- 
nent stand in polities.”’ 

“And Gen. Arthur?” 

“The popular belief that the Administration has 
dictated or suggested nominations, or has med- 
dled in New-York politics, is, in my opinion, an 
error. I have been his personal friend for 20 years, 
and had he dictated, suggested, or interfered in 
this campaign, I should have heard of it. He would 
have consulted mein some way, but Il have seen 
French daily and have received no communication 
Soar the President. Ilast saw Gen. Arthur last 

nter.’ 


Mr. Stephen B. French, when asked what he 
thought of the election, what led to the Republican 
defeat, and what the machine was.going to do, re- 
plied: ‘“‘IT have an abiding faith in the justice and 


good sense of the American people, and believe 
that in due time they will come to an accurate ap- 
preciation of the causes which led to this over- 
whelming defeat, and be in the ‘future less easily 
swayed by malignant misrepresentation.” Mr. 
French declined to be more explicit in his views 
and explanations. 


Police Justice Hugh Gardner: attributed the up- 
heaval in the State to a variety of causes, begin- 
ning with the resignation, of Senator Conkling 


and contributed to by the bungling of Congress, 
the bungling of the Saratoga Convention, and the 
bungling in this City and County, as he tersely ex- 
pressed it. ‘It was a defeat,’ he added, “ that 
will require a number of years for the Republican 
Party to recover from. I do not think that 
the Presidential election of 18$4 will find us 
sufficiently re-established to secure a national vic- 
tory. Atleast lam afraid that that is destined to 
be the case. No, Sir; no man is warranted in say- 
ing that the party is annihijated. It is not perma- 
nently crippled. A party which is composed of 
men intelligent enough and indenerdent enough 
to rebuke its own leaders for their mistakes has a 
future before it. The Democrats were fortunate in 
placing good men in nominationin the State and in 
this City this year. Mr. Cleveland is a good man; 
so is Mr. Edson, Mr. Folger'is a gentleman of irre- 
proachable character and unquestioned ability. It 
Was a mistake, and I have thought so all along, to 
have nominated him. Itafforded people an oppor- 
tunity, whether justly or not, to say that he was 
identified with the Administration, and that he 
was, in effect, the Administration’s candidate. If 
there is one thing more than another that the peo- 
ple of this country are jealous of, itis interference, 
or anything that looks like interference, with their 
State and local affairs. Therefore I say he was not 
the candidate to have placed. before the Repubii- 
cans of this State.’ 

“As to a reorganization. of the party in this 
State, that is a great problem to consider. Any 
reorganization that might occur would require at 
least a year to perfect. I doubt whether in the 
year that would then intervene before the Presi- 
dential election we should be able to bring our- 
selves into the shape necessary to oppose a re- 
united Democracy. I-believe that the intelligence 
of the country is found in the Republican Party, 
and when that intelligence is united with 
independence, the ‘very best candidates raust be 
named in order toscontrol this class of voters. The 
time has passed when Republicans will vote for 
candidates simudy because they happen to beof 
their own political faith. Neither of the two great 
parties any longer represents an issue. that com- 
mends itseif vigorously to men’s consciences. 
Tnere is in reality little or no differeace between 
them, unless you willexcept the diffrence which 
the {Connecticut Yankee said existed between 
Yankees in Connecticut and the Yankwes in Rhode 
Isiand. ‘The Connecticut Yankee, he said, was a 
little more religious, but the Rhede Island Yankee 
Was much the more honest. I believe tue Repub- 
lican Party isthe more honest of the two. The 
Domocratio Party has certainly a great opportu- 
nity to carry out its well-soundme professions, 
but from my knowledge of the history of that 
party Lam in doubt about its rising to the oceca- 
sion. Its mistakes have certainly saved our own 
party on several occasions in the past. I expect 
that we shall reap the advantages of its miscon- 
duct in the future. Icannot say that I am dis- 
couraged over our defeat in this State and else- 
where. I belicve we are intelligent and honest 
enough to profit by the lesson which has been 
taught us."’ 

Justice Gardner did not believe that civil ser- 
vice reform views had contributed yory much to 


the defeat of the party. As a rule, he sald, the 
pone were not deeply in sympathy with office- 
olders who were assessed. They generally ex- 
pressed the emphatic opinion that it served 
the  office-holders right for being  office- 
holders. Civil. service reform, in his own 
opinion, demanded ‘\e selection of men of ability 
to do certain work, i .¢ necessity for this work, and 
the exercise of honesty and diligence in doing it. 
To him it meant this.and nothing more. The Lon- 
don Post Office had, he said, been pointed to as an 
Nlustration of the perfect working of the civil 
service reform idea. When he was in London 
some time ago he made it his business to visit that 
office, and he thoroughly examined its system 
of operations and the methods by which clerks 
were appointed. He made inquiries here and there 
of the men themselves, and he soon ascertained 
that there was little or no difference between the 
manner in which men were appointed there and in 
this country. This clerk told nim that he was in- 
debted to a member of Parliament for his place; 
that one that the Mayor of some town had been 
influential in his behalf. In Edinburgh and Dub- 
lin, however, where there were no pretensions 
made on the score of civil service reform, the Post- 
—— were left to appoint whomsoever they 
saw fit. 


A prominent Republican said: “The defeat of 
Mr. William L. Strong, the Republican candidate 
for member of Congress in the Eleventh District, 


by Mr. Orlando B. Potter, the Democratic candi- 
date, is significant in view of certain coincidences. 
The Hon, Levi P. Morton carried this district by 
7,000 majority. Mr. Strong's defeat is attributed 
not to his personal unpopularity, but to the bitter 
antagonism which prevails among many German 
Republicans to the political * bosses’ of the district. 
Last Fall Mr. W. W. Astor, who was nominated by 
the Republicans to succeed Congressman Morton, 
who had resigned, left the management of his can- 
vass in the hands of the two district bosses—Jacob 
Hess and Henry Perley. Mr. Astor was defeated. 
This Fall the same two district bosses had exclusive 
charge of Mr. Strong’s canvass, and Mr. Strong 
was beaten. The natural query is, How much 
longer will the Republicans of this district allow 
themselves to be led by the nose by such unsuc- 
cessful bosses ?”’ 


Coroner John RK. Brady is the President of the 
Republican Association of the Fourteenth As- 
sembly District. When asked yesterday what he 


thought were the causes that led to the defeat of 
the Republican ticket in this State and City, he re- 
plied that. there were a variety of causes. One 
great and principal cause was the quarrel be- 
tween the Stalwarts and the half-breeds, each of 
whom had charged the other with not 
being good Republicans, and the desire of 
the half-breeds to punish the Stalwarts as they had 
threatened to do. Mr. French’s proxy business 
was given by many as a reason for alienating many 
Republican voters, but tie Coroner was of the 
opinion that even had Cornell been renorminated, 
he could not have been elected, Wadsworti was 
the only man who could have polled the necessary 
number of votes. ‘None of the Republican papers 
in the City, with the exception of one,”’ continued 
the Coroner, ‘‘were willing to support the 
ticket, probably for the reason that Gov. Cor- 
nell had failed to get the nomination, and 
of course the failure of that support operated 
against us. The action of Republican Congress- 
men on the River and Harkor bill, and their failure 
to iegislate in favor of reducing the taxes no doubt 
coole@ the ardor of many Republican voters, for 
the Republican party was called a high moral par- 
ty, and the people looked up to It for reforms.”’ In 
this City Coroner Brady noticed that the Republi- 
cans had very few ballot-box tenders on election 
day. In places where the united Democrats had 
10 or 12 such men the Republicans had only 2 or 3. 


Mr. Hermann Cantor, President of the German 
Repubdlican Association of the Twentieth Assembly 
District, said that he was delighted with the result 


of Tuesday's elections. ‘* We are talking of get- 
ting up a celebration,’ said he, ‘among the Ger- 
man Republicans in commemoration of what we 
regard, not asa Democratic, but as a grand inde- 
pendent Republican victory. I have talked with 
Dr. Louis Naumann, Philip Betz, Abrabam May, 
Jonn Windo!lph, George Reininger, and other lead- 
ers in the committee of which Judge Dittenhoefer 
is Chairman, and they all feel asIdo. No meet- 
ing has as yet been arranged. The committee will 
meet in the course of a week or two, when the 
matter will probably be considered.” 

‘* Have you any doubt that the Republican Party 
will be victorious when again united ?”’ 

*‘Not the slightest. Take my own case, for in- 
stance. I have been a Republican since the forma- 
tion of the party. I am a Republidan on convic- 
tion and principle; I have never held an office and 
would not take any office. On Tuesday last I 
voted the Democratic ticket clear through, and I 
maintain that [ am a better Republican than the 
slaves who follow machine ‘boss’ dictation. Give 
me a good candidate, fairly nominated by an un- 
trammeled convention, and I will vote and work 
for him, and the 100,000 Republicans who voted for 
Cleveland will do the same.” 

Mr. “ Barney”’ Biglin hesitated for a moment 
when a Times reporter asked him what he 
thought of the result of Tuesday’s elections, and 
then said: ‘* Well, I think a great deal about it, 
but I don’t know as I care to say anything to-day; 
some other time I may feel like talking, but not 
now. Iwantto wait and see what other people’s 
views are.” 

WHAT THE “WATCHERS” 
Tothe Editor of the New-York Times: 

The usefulness of so-called ‘‘ watchers” at 
the polls as preventive of fraud is quite generally 
recognized, but my experience is that they may be 
equaliy useful as preventive of error. I was as- 
signed as watcher on Tuesday by the Citizens 
Committee to one of the worst dewn-town districts, 
and was on duty during the counting from 4 till 
10:30 P. M. Iam confident that no cheating was 
attempted, and yet I was able to save a number of 
votes from going astray. After the whole number 
of ballots, say on City and County, had been found 
to coincide with the registry list, they were 
assorted and filed preparatory to the counting for 
candidates; and here lies the danger. Ifa Poll 
Clerk finds a number of ballots in succession—12 
for instance—to be regular Democratic or Repub- 
llean he will, in his haste, probably assume the 
thirteenth to be one or the other, according to the 
upper names, unless a ‘‘seratch’’ or “ paster’’ 
catches hiseye. As amatter of fact, there was the 
greatest diversity in the printed baliots, especially 
as to candidates for County Clerk and Coroners—a 
diversity not noticeable in a hasty glance. By in- 
sisting upon the rignt of scrutinizing each ballot 
first during the process of sorting and again during 
that of counting, I detested some dozen or 
more variances as to Coroner and half a dozen as 
to County Clerk, and caused the transfer of such 
ballots from the list of *“*reguiar’’ Republican or 
Democratic to the file of “ mixed,’”’ where in 
counting each name would be read alond. All the 
“ watchers”? with whom | have since spoken report 
asimilar experience, sometimes with greater re- 
sults. And here is an opportunity for a little 
arithmetic. If we can assume an average of 10 
errors, to say nothing of frauds, in each of the 688 
polling places of this City, errors which would pass 
undetected but for the vigilance of intelligent 
watchers, the total result would be altered by 
some 7,000, (though not, of course, necessarily all 
on one side,) and that is worth looking afterina 
close election. H. C. H.

2EMOVALS FROM OFFICE. 

County Clerk Butler dismissed two more 
clerks from his offce yesterday. Speaking of his 
action in making these and other removals at the 
present time, he said: ‘‘The reason why I 
have dismissed clerks is that they disobeyed me. 
Some time before election day I issued an order 
that no clerk should leave the office to electioneer 
either for oragainst me. The dismissed men vio- 


lated that order, and they now receive thelr pun- 
ishment. In addition, one of them grossly insulted 
me by his manner when he informed me_ that he 
Was opposed to me because he belonged to the 
County Democracy. Every man who obeyed my 
orders to abstain from eleetioneering during office 
hours will be keptin this office while I am here, 
His action on election day, or after office hours be- 
fore that-day, will not be a reason for discharging 
or retaining him.” 

Ten temporary clerks in the Finance Department 
were dismissed by Controller Campbell yesterday, 
and this act was deciared by an evening paper to 
be the result of Mr. Campbell's disappointment at 
the failure of the Citizens’ ticket on Tuesday. In 
order to give color to this assertion the 
facts in the case were grossly perverted. The 
clerks would have been dismissed if an election 
bad never been thought of and. politics had 
nothing’?whatever to do with their discharge. On 
Wednesday Controiler Campbell asked Receiver of 
Taxes Martin T. McMahon if he needed the 40 extra 
clerks, and the Recoiver replied that he could get 
along now with 80.

SOME LONDON TOWN TALK

PARLIAMENT, LANGTRY, BOOTH, 
AND THE NEW MAGAZINE. 

THE FATE OF PROF. PALMER—MRS. LANG- 
TRY’S DRESSES—SURPRISING SUCCESS OF 
THE LONGMANS’ VENTURE—MR. BOOTH 
WOUNDED IN THE ARM. 


Lonpon, Oct. 25.—Parliament has reas- 
sembled, and the debates fill many columns of 
the newspapers every day. It is this careful 
reporting of the speeches, no doubt, which in- 
duces our legislators to say so much. It is not 
only that a man addresses himself to Parlia- 
ment in regard to the subject in hand, but he 
speaks from Westminster, through the press, 
to his constitueats in the counties and boroughs. 
The trouble is that topics which have been 
worn threadbare are brought up again with a 
pretense of freshness that is irritating, not to 
say monotonous. Lord Randolph Churchill 
relieved the duliness of the opening somewhat 
by a brilliant, but impracticable, protest 
against the technicalities of an adjournment, 
whereby Mr. Gladstone is enabled to continue 
the business of the year without the interpo- 
sition of a Queen’s Speech. Lord Randolph is 
a fiery young Tory, who claims to be the head 
of whatis called the Fourth Party. He is not 
insympathy with the calm sobriety which char- 
acterizes Sir Stafford Northcote’s leadership 
of the Opposition. Sir Stafford, I understand, 
had objected to Lord Randolph’s motion to 
censure the Government for an alleged breach 
of tradition, but his lordship insisted upon 
making the attack, and perforce Sir Stafford 
was lugged into the business; and so, many 
hours were wasted, but the young Tory chief 
has the satisfaction of knowing that the rock- 
ets he fired off against Ministers attracted gen- 
eral attention and some applause. The Irish 
party have not yet very deliberately shown 


their hand in connection with the closure 
resolutions, but it is generally vunder- 
stood that they will seize what they 
consider the right opportunity to  fol- 
low the Opposition into the division 
lobbies against the Government. Some of the 
more sanguine Conservative papers are in- 
clined to forecast a Ministerial disaster, but at 
present I am bound tosay Mr. Gladstone ap- 
pears likely to hold his own in spite of some 
friction with certain members of his own 
party. Votes of thanks have been passed to 
the Army and Navy. Chiefly on the ground 
that the war in Egypt was a wrong-headed 
piece of business, if not an outrage, Sir Wil- 
frid Lawson, the great tectotal advocate, 
moved ‘‘the previous question’’ against the 
vote in the Commons and divided the Honse 
upon it. The original motion was carried by 
354 to 17. 

The latest news in the London daily 
papers is often little better than a mere 
jumble of miscellaneous telegrams from all 
parts of the world. It is quite a 
rare thing, except in an editorial, that any 
attempt is made to render these dispatches 
intelligible. The man who does not from day 
to day master every item which they chron- 
icle, or every subject to which they allude, 
must now and then be considerably bewil- 
dered. The London editor expects vou to know 
all that he knows, and more. Just as his tele- 
grams come in, so, as a rule, are they printed. 
In regard to the Times, fidelity in this respect 
even goes so far occasionally in respect of 
American cablegrams as to leave out the con- 
junctions. Durmg the past tew weeks 
occasional telegrams have appeared in 
the newspapers from Egypt chroni- 
cling various incidents in connection 
with ‘tthe missing expedition.” I cannot 
recall at the moment (nor has my careful in- 
vestigation of newspaper files assisted me) any 
clear or concise particulars of the expedition 
concerning which there is just now a good 
deal of excitement. One hears in society the 
names of Prof. Palmer, Capt. Gill, and Lieut. 
Charrington continually mentioned, with in- 
quiries if anything new has turned up in re- 
gard to their fate. On Thursday I am in- 
formed that Capt. Giil, having half promised 
to go to North Borneo, (in connection, I be- 
lieve, with the organization of a Police force 
there, or for some other special purpose,) had 
been at the last moment ordered to Egypt to 
buy camels for her Majesty’s Government. In 
this operation he was to be associated with 
Prof. Palmer and Lieut. Charrington. Not- 
withstanding the turbulent condition of Egypt, 
these gentlemen, with a handful of attend- 
ants and a bag of money, started 
for the interior, and have literally disap- 
peared. This is the explanation given to me, 
but I see that some of the journals add to 
Capt. Gill’s duties that of cutting a telegraph 
wire communicating with Constantinople. At 
all events, the little party were Government 
agents, and it seems to me to have been a 
strangely reckless proceeding that they should 
have intrusted themselves far away from any 
military post on a mission which could hardly 
be described as in the interest of the Bedouin 
Arabs to whom they intrusted themselves; 
for although the camels were to be paid for 
liberally in English gold, they were without 
doubt to be used against Arabi Pasha’s troops, 
which included a large number of Arabs and 
had the sympathy of the Bedouins to a man, 
Two expeditions, it seems, have been sent out 
after the missing Englishmen, and, according 
to the evidence which is coming in, there 
is every reason to fear that the party have 
been cruelly murdered. Capt. Warren has, it 
is believed, come upon the spot where the 
crime was committed. He has found rem- 
nants of their baggage, and evidence has been 
given inculpating a certain Ali Murshed, 
Sheik of Terebin, who, in fact, is charged by a 
witness ‘‘ with having massacred’? what is 
called ‘‘ Prof. Palmer’s party.” The Admi- 
ralty have received a telegram repeating a 
message from Warren, in which hesays he 
hopes shortly to capture Ali Murshed, as he 
has already beenable to seize his wife, chil- 
dren, and flocks. The incident is creating a 
painful sensation in society, naval and scien- 
tific circles, and while 1 write a telegram an- 
nounces that the mangled remains of two of 
the party have been discovered. 

Cable dispatches have carefully informed us 
of Mrs. Langtry’s preliminary successes in 
New-York; the extraordinary prices which 
seats have fetched for her opening night; the 
fact that Mr. Charles Wyndham, the come- 
dian, purchased one of the private boxes; the 
‘Yankee Doodle’’ incident down the Bay, and 
the message of good wishes from the Prince 
and Princess of Wales. We infer that New- 
York is going to be especially kind to the 
Englishwoman. Oscar Wildo’s fur coat, which 
attracted attention, is a familiar gar- 
ment in London. We know it as_ well 
as we know the flopping gait and man- 
ner of the self-elected apostle of zstheticisrn. 
That elaborately lined fur coat, with its great 
overlapping collar, has been on exhibition in 
the lebbies of London theatres during several 
past Winters. There is one thing to be said 
about Mrs. Langtry: her theatrical wardrobes 
is new, and her private costumes are fresh 
from the studios ot Worth. We hear a good 
deal about the money Mrs. Langtry made in 
the provinces of England and at the Imperial 
Theatre. She paid more than one-half of her 
profits at the Imperial Theatre to Mr. Worth 
tor the private wardrobe which filled her 
trunks on board the Arizona. In making this 
announcement 1 hope I may not be adding to the 
ordinary embarrassments which attend Eng- 
lish travelers in passing the Customs author- 
ities at New-York. I remmember that although 
Mme. Bernhardt’s costumes and dresses were 
taxed as she entered the country, the amount 
was afterward returned to her. Upon this 
precedent, no doubt, the authorities will also 
relieve Mrs. Lanetry, who will, of course, 
claim that her trunks contain the tools with 
which an artist prosecutes his or her profes- 
sion. Mr. Edgar Bruce was among the first 
managers consulted in regard to Mrs, Lang- 
try’s appearance on the stage; he offered her 
the magnificent sum of £5 (325) a week to play 
small parts on tour in the provinces. Mr. 
John Hollingshead proposed to pay ber very 
handsomely to appear at his theatre for a 
short season of a couple of months; he 
thought during that time she might, as a 
curiosity, draw a considerable sum. Mr. and 
Mrs. Bancroft, of the Haymarket, were clev- 
rer than either of these clevermen. They 
gave Mrs. Langtry double the terms that Mrs. 
Labouchere expected. Mr. Bruce has since 
offered her any sum almost she may jease to 
mention to open his new theatre In vondon. 
Mr. Wyndham’s friends on this side the water 
think it possible (reading his name so prom- 
inently in the cables relating to the sale of 
seats by auction) thatin this matter he may 
have already got ahead of his friend Bruce. 
By the way, Mr. George R. Sims has publicly 
contradicted the statement that he is to be 
Mr. Wyndham’s partver in the new theatre 
which that gentleman is about to build on 
Northumberland-avenue. 

Lonyman’s Magazine has astonishod every- 
body, not so much in regard to its literary as 
to its commercial interests. It consists of 124 
pages of original contributions and 138 pages 


of advertisoments. Prince Hal lectured Fal- 
staff upon the unequal proportions of his bread 
and sack. Messrs. Longman have, however, 
reversed the Shakespearean idea: so much 
bread to so little sack is, indeed, quite a nov- 
elty in periodical literature. The first num- 
ber, however, may be considered more or less 
complimentary to America, seeing that two of 
the leading papers are on American subjects ; 
the one by Mr. W. D. Howells, the other by 
Mr. Edward A. Freeman. ‘‘ Lexington” is 
the theme upon which Mr. Howells discourses. 
The essay is in every way worthy of his 
reputation. England at present does not, 
unfortunately, know much about this 
American writer, but our readers on 
this side of the Atlantic are in a fair 
way now to make his acquaintance. 
People are asking **Who is Mr. Howells ?”’ 
and I think those who know him through 
Longman’s for the first time will be likely to 
hunt him up through the publisher of his 
works, His account of the boarders’ drawing- 
recom, receiving the news of the murder of 
Lord Frederick Gavendish and Mr. Burke in 
Dublin is quite touching, even from an inter- 
national point of view. It makes, moreover, 
asolid background for the lighter sarcasms 
which he flings at Mr. Arnoid in response to 
that philosopher’s recent words about America. 
There isa pleasant pretense of unsophistica- 
tion in Mr. Howells’s confession that he is with- 
held from repeating certain family incidents 
of a Fourth of July “by that English 
scrupulosity regarding the facts of private 
life which lam naturally anxious to emulate 
in writing for an English magazine.’’ More 
particularly Mr. Howells is tribulated as to 
whether he is bound by the same extreme of 
civilization not to speak of the old lantern 
which the landlord sometimes showed to guests 
of a very exacting patriotism asthe very 
lantern which Paul Revere carried on his mid- 
night ride from Boston to Concord. Mr. Free- 
man gives us a learned treatise upon ‘‘Some 
Points m American Speech and Customs,” a 
subject which he is to follow up in future num- 
bers, and the essence of which, it seems to me, 
is the discovery (by no means a new 
one) that in regard to so-called American- 
isms, they are, for the most part, some per- 
fectly good English words or phrases which 
have gone out of use in England, but which 
bave lived onin America. Mr. Freeman, in- 
deed, says almost the same thing in regard to 
Scotiand, and his illustrations are apt and in- 
teresting. Longman’s Mayazine isa wonderful 
six-pennyworth, and the first number has had 
an enormous sale. In England, however, this 
does not always mern success, First numbers 
invariably command an easy and ready mar- 
ket. If Longman’s (the cheap successor of the 
classic /’raser) is not over the heads of the six- 
penny public, it will no doubt realize all the 
sanguine expectations of the firm which has 
hitherto had little or no association with what 
may be called popular publications. 

Among the miscellaneous topics of the week 
Mr. H. M. Stanley continues to hold a promi- 
nent place. He is illustrated in Punch and 
written about in the Times. I understand 
that he receives, almost daily, letters and dis- 
patches of congratulation from Germany. 
This, and the sympathy which is exhibited 
toward him in England, will be an ample set- 
off against the hostility of the French. Moral- 
ly speaking, Frenchmen live in a country 
round which there is a high wall. ‘they have 
little sympathy with the outside world, and 
in many things even less knowledge of it. 
They are not journalists, either in the Ameri- 
can or the English sense. Their reports of 
the Paris banauect ignored the tribute to 
Stanley and his interesting narrative. 
Heading their versions of the Stanley 
Club demonstrations one might infer that de 
Brazza was the hero of the evening. Mr. Stan- 
ley is staying at his old quarters in Sackville- 
street, Piccadilly. Mr. William Bond, Presi- 
dent of the Newfoundland Railway, who has 
been on this side for some months in connec- 
tion with that great‘enterprise, returns to New- 
York at the end of the present or the begin- 
ing of nexth month. Recent reports of Eng- 
land’s oldest colony maintain to the full the 
promising accounts of previous mineral pros- 
pectors and agricultural surveyors. There is 
no complete history of Newfoundland in ex- 
istence. Until comparatively modern days the 
country was treated as a mere fishing station and 
training ground for the English Navy. To-day 
it is increasing in population and importance, 
anda historical account of the country, with 
reference to its present condition and its future 
prospects, will be a novelty in literature. 
Messrs, Chapman and Hall have the work in 
hand, and it is expected to appear early in 
January, with numerous illustrations and 
maps. Mr. Traill, one of the leading Pall Mail 
journalists who went over from that paper 
with Mr. Greenwood to assist in the establish- 
ment of the opposition St. James’s Gazette, has 
withdrawn from the last mentioned journal. 
The gossip about the alleged sale of the Hcho 
to Mr. Storey, of Sunderland, continues. The 
story as now told is this: A short time since, 
in a friendly chat, Mr. Storey, who is the pro- 
prietor of the Sunderland cho, said to 
Mr. Passmore Edwards, “I am thinking of 
starting a new daily paper in London.”’ ‘* Oh, 
don’t do that,” said Edwards; ‘‘ buy mine.”’ 
**Very well, [have no objection,’’ responded 
Storey. ‘‘ What will you take forit?’ Ed- 
wards, taking a few minutes to think, replied: 
‘*Seventy thousand pounds;” whereupon, to 
his astonishment, Storey said: *‘ Ail right; [ 
wiil give you £70,000. So it is a bargain ?’ 
‘* Yes,” said Edwards; and in due course the 
business proceeded and Mr. Storey brought up 
to London from the country a special staff to 
conduct the paper. It is, indeed, said that the 
Sunderland cho editor had charge of the 
London Echo tor several days, at the close 
of which Mr. Passmore Edwards begged to 
withdraw from the contract. Storey, not 
caring to see his friend made wretched for life 
outside the Echo Building, agreed to do so on 
payment of £5,000. ‘The money was handed 
over, and the Jckho still belongs to Mr. Pass- 
more Edwards, member of Parliament for 
Salisbury. I regret to learn that Mr. Edwin 
Booth has met with what threatens to be a 
serious accident at one of the Scotch theatres. 
In a stage combat his arm was slightly wounda- 
ed; it appeared to be a mere scratch, and 
caused for a time no anxiety, Within the 
last few days, however, the arm has swol- 
Jen and serious symptoms have set in. 
Mr. Booth is advised by his medical 
attendants to rest for a time. His success 
in the North of England has been most grati- 
fying. Mr. Plympton is going to produce a 
new play at Liverpool by Effie Henderson. It 
is called ** Almost a Life,” and Miss Marie 
Gordon will appear init. ‘* Little Miss Mof- 
fet,”? at the Criterion, has proveda failure. 
‘** Betsy’’ will be revived on Monday. Mme. 
Bernhardt bas accepted an engagement with 
an agent of the South American Tnéatre for 
50 representations. Sne is to have 2 certainty 
of £33,000. ‘* Girls and Boys” is the title of 
Pinero’s new piece for Toole’s Theatre. The 
placard announcement is a novelty—a large 
valentine-looking heart, on which is engraved, 
** Beware of the Women.”

HOLLOWAY RECOVERS HIS HORSES, 

Cuicaco, Nov. 10.—A special dispatch to the 
Daily News from Alexis, lll., gives further details 
of the seizure of over 100 head of Clydesdale horses 
on the farm of Col. Robert Holloway, near that 
place. yesterday, by representatives of the Glas- 
gow-Clydesdale Breeding and Exporting Company. 
It seems that a special train, with detectives and a 
force of men, left Chicago on Wednesday and ar- 
rived there yesterday morning. They seized the 
horses in spite of Col. Holloway’s protest and pro- 
ceeded to load them on the train. Col. Holloway, 
after the posse had defied the constable and the 
Sheriff, got an order from the Division Superin- 
tendent of the road to hold the train. Meanwhile 
he went before the court and swere out a writ of 
replevin, and came back with sufficient force and 
took possession of his property, which in- 
cludes several prize stallions and a herd val- 
ued at $225,000. The representatives of 
the Glasgow Company say Col. Holloway was 
merely acting as agent of the company to sell the 
horses for a share of the proceeds, that he has been 
selling large numbers of horses, and that his remit- 
tances were not satisfactory. The company be- 
came tired of the arrangement and decided to take 
possession of its property. Col. Holloway, on 
the other band, states that he has a part interest in 
the stock, and that he has remitted nearly ail of 
the company’s share of the proceeds of sale. Col. 
Holloway bears a first-class reputation. both in this 
country and in Europe, as a reliable business man, 
and is the leading importer of Clydesdales in this 
country. 

All parties who were engaged in the raid on Col. 
Hoiloway’s stock yesterday were lodged in jail at 
Monmouth last night.

GENERAL RAILWAY NEWS. 


MEETING OF DANVILLE, OLNEY AND OHIO 
RAILWAY BONDHOLDERS. 

Boston, Nov. 10.—A very large informal 
meeting of the bondholders of the Danyilie, Olney 
and Ohio Railway Company was held here this 
afternoon. Gen. Osborn was placed in the chair, 
The meeting was addressed by Mr. Austin Cor. 
bin, of New-York; the Hon. Darwin E. Ware, 
one of the Trustees of the road; Mr. Loring B. 
Barnes, and others. There was an entire unanimity 
of opinion on the part of the Trustees present and 
the bondholders as to the value of tneir property 
if wisely and economically administered. The 
need of more money to complete and thor. 
oughly equip the road was conceded on . 
all hands. The bondholders, acting in conjunction 
with two out of the three Trustees who were 


resent—the remaining Trustees being absent in 
New-York—unanimously voted to petition the 
eourt before which the question of a Receivershi 
is now pending at Springfield, Ill., to appoint sue 
a Receiver as shall be aeceptable to Mr. Corbin, 
and who will work in harmony with him in the at- 
tempt to put the road at once in complete order 
for business. It was voted also to request the 
Trustees to eal! a formal meeting of the bond- 
holders as soon as practicable to suggest some plar 
of future action which will place the road ona 
sound financial footing. , 

The Directors ef the Connotton Valley Railroad 
have decided to guarantee $140,000 for the equip: 
ment of the road, and will give the holders of 
securities an opportunity to pay in their- propor- 
tion of the fund to be raised within a few days. 
The question of extending the road from Coshoc- 
ton to Zanesville, some 20 miles, at an estimated 
cost of $300,000, is still under discussion by the 
Directors. 


LOUISVILLE, Nov. 10.—Dr. E. D. Standi- 
ford, R. S. Veech, Col. Bennett Young, and Messrs. 
E. B. Stahlman and E. T. Madden, officers and 
projectors of the new Louisville Southern Rail- 
road, left to-day for New-York in the interest of 
the road. The enterprise is now well under way, 
and the managers expect to commence construc: 
tion in the Spring. The road wiil traverse the 
mos‘ productive region of Kentucky. and the neo- 
ple along the proposed route are enthusiastic at 
the prospect. 


Lincoun, Neb., Noy. 10.—It is reported 
here, as coming from Topeka, that in the event of 
General Manager Wheeler, of the Atchison, Tope 
ka, and Santa Fé Railroad, accepting the position 
of arbitrator of the three Western pools, George 
O. Manchester, formerly Assistant General Man. 
ager of the road, but now assistant to President 
Strong, in Boston, will be appointed General Man- 
ager. Mr. Manchester is as popular among the 
employes of this great railway corporation as with 
the public. 


Boston, Nov. 10.—The Railroad Commis- 
sioners have rendered a decision in the case 
of the Stevens Linen Company, of Web 
ster, against he New-York and New- 
England Railroad Company for discrimination 
in freight rates on coal between Norwich and 
Worcester—which are nominally $150 per 
ton in large guantities—in favor of Worcester 
parties, the rebate making the  latter’s 
rate about 90 cents. The Commissioners 
gay: ~~ is evident that for every 
freight transaction in coal at Webster and Oxford, 
including each delivery to the petitioners during 
the time covered by this investigation, the New- 
York and New-England Railroad Company hag 
violated the law and has incurred the 
penalties provided for its violation, besides itg 
liability to civil suits for damages.’ The board 
gives notice to the railroad company that 
it is acting in such _ violation, and ree 
ommends to the President and _ Directors 
of the company that they promptly revise the ac- 
tion of their agents in fixing the rates for the towns 
invoived, and that, without waiting for furtherac- 
tion by the board or for the result of litigation, 
they reduce the rates to Webster and other way 
stations in this Stateon the Norwich and Worces- 
ter Roadtsoas to be no higher than those en- 
forced for transportation in like quantities at 
one time to Worcester. The board adds, 
however, that “if a moderate and reasonable 
allowance shall be made in favor of heavy custom- 
ers, it is improbable that there will ever be any 
need of settling or raising the question whether it is 
lawful, because there is a general acquiescence by 
business men in the propriety of such allowances.”

$1,060,000 to oppose the Chicago dressed beef en- 
terprise of Hammond & Co, and Swift & Co., of 
Chicago. They will open depots in every city 
where the other firms have acencies now, and will 
sei] the beef brought from Chicago in the Ameri- 
can Refrigerator Company’s cars at a price which 
will just cover expenses. This is regarded as a 
move to crowd out the dressed beef trade in the 
interests of the live stock business of the East. 

CuicaGco, Nov. 10.—There is a strong prob- 
ability that a live stock inspeeter will be stationed 
at the stock-yards at no late day, as the managers 
of the yards and dealers in dressed beef are serious- 
ly alarmed over the reports that have been cir-: 
culated throughout the East. regarding the quality 
of beef that is being received and pnerinn eet here. 
The recent arrival at this market of a number of 
Texas cattle infected with Texas fever or some 
other disease has caused no little commotion 
among people who are cognizant of the 
great injury that will accrue to alk 
who use such meat as food. That a number of the 
beeves were slaughtered and disposed of prior to 
the lrealth officers being apprised of the matter ig 
well known. A number of them were condemned, 
but many were sold to local butchers, whose pat 
rons have no doubt ere this suffered the conse 
quences. The same kind of diseased animals con- 
tinue to arrive, and no sooner do they reach the 
yards than they are sold to some “ scalper.” That 
such diseased stuff is wholly unfit for food is ob- 
vious, but the stock-yards company cares but littie 
who eats it, solong as it recetvesarevenue. The 
dressed beef men, however, know that unless some- 
thing is done to prevent tke receiving of diseased 
beof and sheep at the stock-yards, their trade will 
surely be ruined. It is an easy matter for live 
stock shippers to say that beef shipped East in re- 
frigerator cars is but the scum of the market, and 
is a bad article. Some of the dressed beef and 
corned beef is ackuowledged by those conversang 
with the trade to be an inferior article.

DERS— THE START FROM 
ISLAND IN BOATS. 


Wasuinaton, Nov. 10.—Upon the assem- 
bling of the Jeannette Board of Inquiry this morn- 
ng Mr. Melville was asked to give a narrative ac- 
count of the retreat after the sinking of the Jean- 
nette. He said the retreat began June 18, the men 
working by night to avoid the glare as much as 
possible, and also for the reason that they could 
sleep warmer during the day. Capt. De Long 
directed witness to take charge of the working 
party, and to carry the first cutter as far as the 
furthest flag, which had been set up by Ice Master 
Dunbar to indicate the line of march. About 20 
of the men assisted in the work, which was 
one of great difficuity, owing to the con- 
dition of the snow, which was deep and soft. 
Upon returning to the first camp for another boat, 
it was found that the ice had opened and Capt. 
De Long and the men with him were trying to get 
the boats and sleds across the lead of open water. 
The ice was moving quite rapidly, and it was neces- 

“sary to work quickly. All nands took hold and 
got the sleds and boats over as quickly as possible. 
In doing this, some of the runners turned under; 
the lashings, being made of rawhide, had stretched. 
During the first day, all the boats and sleds were 
advanced to the place where the provisions had 
been taken. It was then found necessary to relash 
the sleds,and in the meantime people were sent back 
to the original camp to bring up alot of wood ror fuel 
and some loose provisions. (canned goods.) Before 
leaving the first camp Capt. De Long had prepared 
a cask, in which he placed a lot of papers giving an 
account of the wreck, and requesting the finder to 
send it to Washington. It was marked on the out- 
side for the finder to look within. A lot of arms 
and old clothing were left behind at the first camp. 
Every person, except the sick, assisted the first day 
in moving the boats and sleds. Before starting the 
second morning the Captain told Mr. Danenhower 
to remain with the sick people. On this day’s 
march Mr. Collins and Machinist Lee were taken 
with cramps. The party succeeded in moving all 
tbe boats as far as the first cutter had previously 
been advanced. The ice was very much broken 
With frequent leads, and great difficulty was ex- 
perienced in keeping everything towether aud pre- 
venting getting separated. The whole working force 
at this time Kad to pass back and forth about 13 
times to make one full trip with all the baggage; 
that is to say, it was necessary to march 13 miles 
for each mile they advanced. As soon as the party 
would start the medical tent would be first ad- 
vanced ; the sick people would remuin there and be 
cared for until the entire party had come up. Dur- 
ing all this time the men were constantly wet up to 
their knees and frequentiy up to their shoulders. 
The supply of clothing necessarily being limited 
and few opportunities occurring to make a change, 
great suffering ensued. 4 

During the first iew days the party subsisted en- 
tirely on the loose provisions, consisting of canned 
chicken, pigs’ feet, mutton broth, and other canned 
goods. It was understood atthe start that there 
were 60 days’ rations of bread—haif apouad per 
day per man—and the issue was made daily by the 
carpenter. Witness directed Seaman Gortz to 
Givice the rations in his (witness’s) tent daily, put- 
ting them in pans,each mau getting a like share 
with the others. As the Summer advanced and 
thesun became stronger, the snow melted and ran 
oft the ice, making it munch easier to draw the loads 
and diminishing the number of trips. It was im- 
possible to mar any direction in a straight 

The i s 7 set up by compass 
x officer and Mr. Barton, and 
then the best roads through the hummocks were 
picked out. Sometimes the boats and sleds had to 
be drawn over the hummocks and inclined planes 
had to be made on either side. In drawing the 
boats over they would frequentiy lose control of 
them, when more or less damage would be inflict- 
ed, particularly to the whale-boat, owing to her 
protruding at either end over the sled. When 
ponds of water were encountered on the march the 
party generally waded through, but with the bread 
sled this was avoided as much as possible by mak- 
ing détours. 

During this march it was understood that they 
were heading for the new Siberian Islands, which, 
before the ioss ot the Jeannette, were thought to be 
the nearest land to the ship. After the march had 
been continued about 10 days Capt. De Long got 
an observation of the sun, and told witness he was 
very much suprised to find they had drifted so far 
to the north-west. Mr. Chipp at this time was 
barely able to stagger along. The Captain told 
witness not to repeat what he had said to him, 
fwitness,) as he did not want to discourage the 
people. Dr. Ambler was present at the time. 
All hands at this time were bright and cheerful, the 
men singing as they hauled the sleds. When sied- 
fing got better, two sleds—generally the lightest— 
were started out abead to break the way for the 
heavier ones. The whale-boat was the hardest to 
haul, and the men complained more in moving her 
than the first cutter, although the latter was 
the heavier boat. After a while they were able 
to move two boats at once, At that time 
witness was in charge of the working party. 
#t times, when the water leads were too wide to 
bridge across, recourse was had toa large piece of 
lee, Which would be used as a ferry-boat for trans- 
porting the people and baggage across. The Cingy 
would bs launched and used to get lines across by 
which the floating piece of ice would be drawn 
across. At times, when this could not be done, 
the boats wouid have to be launched and rowed 
Across. 

After a few days Capt. De Long directed Mr. 
Collins not to do any more work. Owing to a con- 
versation between Capt. De Long and Mr. Collins 
in regard toa disobedience of orders on the part 
of Mr. Collins, the Captain relieved him from duty, 
but did not put him under arrest. He was free to 
come and go as he pieased, simply getting permis- 
sion from the Captain or executive officer. Witness 
did not know the reason why Mr. Collins was di- 
rected at this time not to do anyduty. Mr. Coliins 
spoke to witness about it at the time, and said he 
had been directed not to perform any further duty. 
The Captain had previously spoken to witres3 
nbout it, and had charged him not to permit Mr. 
Collins to do any more duty. Up to this time Mr. 
Collins had been working with the road party. At 
this time Mr. Chipp completely broke down 
and the Captain ordered him to get on a 
Bled and be carried. ‘*‘The poor fellow,” 
taid witness, ‘“‘turned over on his face and 
tried: ‘It is all over; you had beiter leave me 
behind.’ De Long said: *No man shall be left 
behind while another man lives to haul him.’ 
Soon after this Mr. Chipp began to get better 
rapidly, and again took charge of the working 
party. At length land was sighted nearly in the 
pourse, and Capt. De Long Bn to .witness: * It is 
nearly in our course. I will killtwo birds with one 
stone. I will land on the island and repair our 
boats.’’’ After a great deal of labor a landing was 
effected on the island in the latter part of July; 
exploring parties were sent out to explore the 
island. A tide guage was setup and records of 
the tides were kept. Capt. De Long formally took 
possession,ou the evening of the landing,in the name 
of the United States, and named it Bennett Island. 
The people were permitted to roam over the isl- 
and. Many sea birds were killed and evenly dis- 
triputed as fresh food. ‘There was so much open 
water in the vicinity of the island that the Captain 
Hecided to kill allthe dogs except seven, which 
were retained for any possible emergency that 
might require sledding. 

About Aug. 6 tbe party left the island with the 
boats, Previous to starting Capt. De Long called 
witness and told him to take charge of the whale- 
boat, and gave him written orders to that effect. 
The original order of Capt, Ve Long was put in 
evidence and read. Witness described the diffi- 
sulties experienced in getting the boats through 
and over the loose ice surrounding the island. 
Capt. De Long had designated who should go 
in each boat. As they embarked in the open water 
witness had the tiller in the whale-boat, Mr. Danen- 
hower held the sheet, and Mr. Newcomb worked 
the sail. Seeing that the first cutter was beating 
them in working to windward, witness told Mr. 
Danenhower to take the tiller, Mr. Newcomb the 
sheet, while he (witness) worked the sail. Being 
stronger, he could doit quicker than Mr. Newcomb. 
Under this arrangement the whale-boat soon beat 
the cutter. Witness remarked: “ I should perhaps 
at this point say that before leaving the island some 
contreversy took piace between Mr. Danenhower 
and Mr. Newcomb, and the latter was suspended 
from duty by the Captain. As we were 
about embarking, seeing that Mr. Newcomb was 
detailed to go in my boat,I asked the Captain 
what Mr. Newcomb’s status was. He replied: * He 
is under suspension, but that wil! not prevent him 
from rendering you whatever assistance you may 
require in working the boat.’ When we landed on 
the fioe to camp for the night, Capt. De Long asked 
me if Mr. Dunenhower had assumed to take com- 
mand, or why I had permitted him to take the 
jiller. I told him the reason, that I did not want to 
be beaten by the first.cuttter, and had made the ar- 
rangement he had noted for that reason. He said: 
‘All right, but you must remember that I do not 
want Mr. Danenhower to do any duty while he is 
on the sick list.’ 1 told Mr. Danenhower about 
jt. Hesaid he was able and desired to do duty. I 
said, ‘Those are the Captain’s orders, and if you 
ao not like the arrangement, [ will ask the Cap- 
tain to allow you to go in another boat.’ He said 
no, that he had rather be in my boat than any 
pther. I replied, ‘We have a!ways been good 
friends and i trust we always will be. I shall be 
very careful not to say or do anything which 
tould wound the feelings of a commissioned 
officer.’ He expressed himself as satistied, We 
swvorked our way through the leads, at first using 
the oars. In working the oars the dogs were very 
much in tbe way, an@ finally all but two that the 
sailors had tied up had jumped out on the fioe and 
escaped.” x

THE STORY OF AGOVERNMENT CLAIM. 

Wasuineron, Nov. 10.—The Treasury De- 
partment has received from the Trustee of the 
bankrupt estate of Jay Cooke & Co, the sum of 
$2,500, in payment ot a claim of $2,000. An inter. 
esting story is told in connection with this case. 
In 1874 a Mr. Mason proposed to compromise his 


Indebtedness to the Government on Official ae- 
count by the payment of $2,000. His friend, Mr. 
Seymour, of Boston, brought the money to Wash- 
ington for that purpose, but the departmental roy- 
tine being siow, the money was deposited with 
jay Cooke & Co,, by Seymour, in hisown name. In 
meantime Seymour died, and Jay Cooke & Co. 
came bankrupt. When the debt was subse- 
quently compromised. a written ass!znment to the 
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United States from his Administrator of the deposit 
account was accepted and claim was soaneenasy 
made by the Gcvyernment on the Trustee of Jay 
Cooke & Co. The claim, however, was treated a3 
that of the depositor, Seymour, by the Trustee, and 
the dividends deelared from time to time were set 
aside and retained. Part of these dividends were 
in script or stock of the Northern Pacific Railroad, 
which was at the time of smali value. This seript 
or stock remained with the Trustee unti! recently, 
when it was transferred to the Government, whieh 
thereby received not only the amount of the origi- 
nal claim, but 25 per cent. additional.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Gen. Sherman has 
submitted to the Secretary of War a special report 
upon the subject of military posts and forts, in 
which he says: “The time is now fora radical 
change in the whole system of piecemeal work in 
quartering the troops of the United States. Fora 
hundred years we have been sweeping across the 
continent with a skirmish line, building a post here 
and another tbere, to be abandoned next year for 
another line, endsoon. Now weare across and have 
railroads everywhere, so that the whole problem 
is changed, and I advise the honorable Seoretary 
of War to go to Congress with a plan that will 
approximate permanency instead of, as heretofore, 
meeting specific temporary wants by special appro- 
get often in the interest of private parties.”’

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SWEARING HIMSELF INTO PRISON. 
ALBERT E. GORE CONVICTING HIMSELF OF 
BIGAMY. 

Albert E. Gore, alias Harry E. Horton, a 
bright, intelligent scoundrel, recently served a 
term in the House of Correction at Boston for 
false pretenses and forgery. At the expiration of 
his term he was brought to this City to answer 4 
charge of bigamy, and was placed on trial before 
Recorder Smyth yesterday. The evidence showed 
that on Oct, 24, 1880, the defendant, who repre- 
sented himself as Lieut. Harry EF. Horton, of the 


Seventh Regiment, United States Cavalry, was mar- 
ried under that name to Miss Mignonette Peacock, 
17 years old, an attractive young lady, duughter of 
Dr, Rufus W. Peacock, of Eighth-street, Jorsey City, 
the ceremony being performed in the house of the 
bride’s father, bythe Rev. Dr. John R. Suy- 
dam, Pastor of the Reformed Church, Jersey 
City. On July 9, 1881, he was married 
to Miss Mary Helen Royeston. of this 
City, a young girl of more than ordinary per- 
sonal attractions, under his proper name—vhat of 
Albert E. Gore—by Father Gordon, of the Church 
of St. Paul, One Hundred and Seventeenth-streot. 
Both wives were in court and testified against the 
defendant, and both clergymen certified to the 
murriage ceremonies. Gore himself took the wit- 
ness stand, in opposition to the wishes of his coun- 
se], and told a barefaced story. He said that Miss 
Peacock made the first advances, having been cap- 
tivated by his gay uniform. She knew perfectly 
well, he said, that he was not Lieut. Harry 
E. Horton, but had urged him to use that title; he 
was aforage agent in the Seventh United States 
Cavalry, he said, which position ranked with that 
of Lieutenant. On the night of the marriage with 
Miss Peacock he was very much under the influ- 
ence of liquor, Miss Peacock urged him 
to marry her that night and sent. her 
father for a clergyman. He objected 
strenuously to the marriage, and pleadea want of 
money as an excuse, but Miss Peacock’s pleadings 
prevailed, and Dr. Suydam was summoned. He 
knew very little, he said, of what had taken place 
at that ceremony, but was positive that he 
objectea all the way through. ‘He ad- 
mitted his second marriage to Miss 
ton, and said she was his lawful wife. 
asserted that the marriage with Miss Peacock 
was illegal, he not being a willing party. To Re- 
corder Smyth he admitted that he had taken Miss 
Peacock, after the marriage, to the Metropolltan 
Hotel, in this City, and to the United States Hotel, 
Bosion. When asked if he had not also taken her 
to his mother's home, in Quincy, Mass., he said 
‘*she had followed him there.” ‘he scoundrel lit- 
erally swore himself into State prison, and the

SCHEME AND NEW METHOD FOR 
SECURING UNIFORM TIME. 

A company has beon formed in this City for 
the purpose of furnishing business houses, public 
institutions, railways, and hotels with uniform and 
standard time, by means of a system of clocks reg- 
ulated by telegraph.

fected by Vitali Himmer, an Austrian, who 
was formerly connected with Tiffany & Co., and 
is the result of several years of experimenting. 
The apparatus is very simple, consisting of a 
magnet aud ratchet movement, so that there is 
little danger of the machinery getting out of order. 


There is a central regulating clock which is placed 
in the company's office and runs according to 
time furnished from the National Observatory at 
Washington, the pendulum of which opens and 
closes an electric cireuit with every beat. A mag- 
net in each clock when the circuit is closed raisos 
a gravity lever, which catches the wheel carrying 
the minute hand

on its pinion for abont one- 
third of a second, and the wheel-is pro- 
pelled one tooth. In this manner also the levers 
mark off seconds or any portion of time, while 
the electric circuit May pass through any number 
of clocks—a million if the wires are properly fed. 
In the Himmer system the circuit-breaker and 
time-regulator is independent of the clock and 
there are no springs in the mechanism, the whole 
action of denoting time being accomplished by 
gravity. Already there is a regulator in use in the 
offices of the company in Temple Court which reg- 
ulates clocks, marking minutes, two seconds, and 
one second. The company has been organized 
with a capital stock of $1,000,000 for manufacturing 
the clock, A. H. Elliott teing President, B.S. Clark, 
Secretary, and C. H. Pond, Treasurer, and will at 
once begin to furnish time ata charge of 25 cents, 
50 cents, or $1 per month, according to the style 
and action of the dial, and will furnish subecribers 
with time indicators, connecting the same with 
regulator stations free of charge. At present one 
regulator will be placed in a block so as to avoid 
crossing streets with wires, but eventually the 
whole system will be regulated from one central 
clock. They will work correctly as long as the 
batteries are in order, which will not need repioen- 
ishing more than ouce a year. ‘The indicators are 
now in use by the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, 
who tested them fora year. In this City they will 
be placed at once in the Hoffman House and in 
new apvartment-houses up town. They will also be 
placed in many down-tuwn business houses.

THE SHIPPING INTERESTS. 
MEASURES WHICH CONGRESS WILL BE ASKED 
TO CONSIDER. 

A convention of gentlemen connected with 
the shipping trade of the United States;was held in 
this City yesterday. The organizations represented 
were tlie New-York Maritime Exchange, the Phil- 
adelphia Maritime Exchange, the New-£ngland 
Ship-owners’ Association of Boston; the Bath, Me., 
Board of Trade, and the Baltimore Boara of Trade. 
C, A. Griscom, of Philadelphia, presided. It was 
resolved to take immediate steps to ask from Con- 
gress such action as it was believed would tend to 
revive the American merchant marine, The follow- 
ing measures wero recommended to Congress: 

1. The abolition of three months’ extra pay to sea- 
men discharged in a foreign port with their own con- 
sent. 

2. All stores from bond free of duty for vessels in 
the foreign trade and to and from the Pacific. 

3. The abolition of consular fees. 

4, The limitation of the individual Mability of a ship- 
owner to the proportion of any and all debts that his 
individual share of the vessel represents to the whole. 

5. The material used in the construction or outfit or 
repairs of American ships engaged in the foreign trade 
to be duty free, and to ali vessels for the foreign trade 
built exciusively of American products and manufac- 
tures shall be paid by tue United States Government 
toshe builder thereot a sum of —— per register ton. 

6. Transportation of destitute seamen to be changed 
from present rate of $10 for the voyage to 00 cents per 
day. 

7. General law for mall service. 

8. Allow Captains of sail; and steam vessels to pilot 
their own vessels by complying with the United States 
Revised Statutes section 4,444, which now oniy re- 
fers to United States veasels in United States waters. 

9 Department of Commerce and Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, where alt matters relating to the wants of ship- 
ping, and where valuable information relating to both 
shippers and the shipping interests (now mislaid and 
lost)can be collected aod complied for ready refer- 
exuce and prompt action in case of necessity, 

P. W. Whitmore, of Bath, Me.; J. E. Burt, of 
Boston; Thomas P. Ball, of New-York; Henry D. 
Welsh, of Philadelphia, and E. D. Bigelow, of Bal- 
timore, were appointed a special committee to 
memorialize Congress in the interest of the ship- 
ping trade. They were dtrected to make such 
turther recommendations as to them migut seem 
advisable.

THE HANBURG EXHIBITION. 

The Assistant Secretary of State is just in 
receipt, from the United States consulate at Ham- 
burg, of fullinformation in regard to an interna- 
tional exhibition of domestic animals, fish, &c., to 
be held at Hamburg in July, 1888. The committee 
of this exhibition are exceedingly desirous of call- 


ing the attention of the people of the United Siates 
to this matter, and solicit their participation in the 
exhibition. The committee having charge of the 
exhibition is composed of the leading and most dis- 
tinguished citizens of Hamburg, together with rep- 
resentative men from other countries. Arrange- 
ments are being made with the Hamburg and New- 
York steam-ship lines for the transportation of ex- 
hibits from New-York to Hamburg and back, at 
reduced rates. The speciai programme will have 
roany novel features. The exhibition will com- 
mence July 8, 1883, and will be closed July 11. The 
following departments will be fully represented: 
Horses and mules, cattle, sheep, swine, bees, with 
appliances for their keep and culture, with their 
products; fish and poultry, stalls and other 
places for the keeping of animals, as well as 
machinery and implements directly connected with 
the pepeune. keeping, or culture of domesticated 
animals, and lastly, scientific researches and re- 
sults, with the literature relative to the breeding 
of animals. For each of these sections there will 
be a special committee, acting under the order of 
the General Committee and Board of Directors. 

All applications for space or place must be re- 
ceived by Jan. 30, 1888. Asno duties exist in the 
district of the free city of Hamburg there 
are no Custom-house complications. The prizes 
to be awarded in the several _ sections 
will consist of cash prizes, medals, cer- 
tificates of merit, and various honorary prizes. 
Cash prizes may be exchanged for articles of silver 
of an equivalent value. The committee is composed 
of the following persons: Albertus von Ohlendorf, 
President; gd Dr. Leo, Vice-President; Consul- 
General Emile Notting, Treasurer, and Dr. Richaré 
Sevleman, Secretary.

SUSPENDING TUNNEL WORK. 
THE NORTH RIVER ENTERPRISE NOT ABAN- 
DONED, BUT IN NEED OF MONEY. 

A report was in circulation yesterday that 
the tunnel under the Hudson River was to be aban- 
doned on account of the great engineering diffioul- 
ties and the very large cost of the work. A tem- 
porary suspension of operations was what set the 
story afloat. he men employed on botn sides of 
the river were discharged last Saturday night. A 
few hands were empioyed on Monday in building 
bulkheads of stone and wood-work against the 
headings to protect the tunnel from a “ blow-out,”’ 


which might do a vast amount of damage. Very few 
were aware that work had been stopped, and

until orders were received to stop it even the- 


workmen were ignorant of the plans of the pro- 
jectors. ‘Trenor W. Park, the President of the 
Construction Company, which is building the tun- 
nel, was asked last night if the undertaking was 
found to be too great to be carried out and was to 
be given up. ‘‘By no means,” he replied; ‘the 
greatest difficulties have been overcome, and the 
work never was in as good shape as itis now. All 
there is of it is that the money that has been sub- 
scribed is exhausted. The: ompany does not pro- 
pose torun indebt. Three-quarters of a million 
or more has been spent anda million or so more 
will be required to complete the north tuunel. If 
it had not been for my poor health, work 
would not have stopped at all. One thing 
is certain—the tunnel will be built, All 
the money that is needed can be obtained 
without difficulty, and the operations will begin 
again as soon as the arrongements are perfected. 
Not much time{will be lost.”” Mr. Frederick B. Jen- 
nings, the Secretary of the company, said the work 
up to this time might be regarded as of somewhat 
of an experimental nature. The feasibility of the 
scheme bad been established, the worst part of the 
undertaking was over, and the tunnel would go on. 

Col. D. C. Haskin, the general manager of the 
Construction Company. said the greatest obstacles 
had been overcome, and the remainder of the work 
was comparatively easy. In 20 months tne north 
tunnel would be cut through its entire length. 
he north tunnel had been cut - 1,542 feet 
on the New-Jersey and 75 feet onthe New-York 
side. Between Oct. 9 and Nov. 7 127 feet were 
completed. In that time a section of 10 feet was 
finished on the New-York side. When work was 
stopped, the men on the New-York side were get- 
ting ont of the sarjad which had caused so much 
trouble and into the silt. Forty feet more would bring 
the heading fairly into the silt and it would be a 
simple matter from that point to cut the 
tunnel. The distance across the river was 5,200 
feet, and with nearly a third of the distance 
traversed, and the most difficult part done, 
it was not likely that the project would be 
abandoned. Too much money had been put 
inthe entorprise to leave the tunnel untinisned. 
The fact that at this time an air-compressor, cost- 
ing $7,000, was being put in did not look much as if 
the men whv had put their money in the scheme 
were going to stop. The work wasin the best con- 
dition it ever was, and never was so much accom- 
piished as during the last week it was carried on. 
The heading was advanced at the rate of four feet 
aday. Thesouth tunnel. in which no work had 
heen done sines last Winter, was cut 562 feet. Mr. 
George F. Seward, the assistant manager, was 
found at the works at the foot of Mor- 
ton-street. He was surprised that the 
suspension of operations had been magnitied 
into the abandonment of the tunnel. “ Why,” said 
he, “the engineering problems are all solved.” 
Mr. 8. H. Fineh, the chief engineer, explained the 
condition of the tunnel ou the New-York side, 
where most of the difficulties had been encoun- 
tered. At first, clear sand, through which the air 
and water poured like a sieye, was struck. The 
air-pressure was 20 pounds, and the sava would 
not hold it. As the work advanced the sand srew 
dirtier, andit was plain to see that the silt so fa- 
vorable to the work was near at band, The silt, 
owing to its peculiar consistency, was impervious 
to both air and water, and when struck into it 
could be safely said that the worst was over. The 
Jast section on the New-York side was built with- 
outa blow-out, which told plainly of a change in 
the substance. Mr. C. G. Francklyn, one of the 
prominent stockholders, has gone to Europe, but 
his trip possesses no significance.

FOR MISSIONARY WORK. 
APPROPRIATIONS BY THE GENERAL COMMIT- 
TEE OF THE METHODIST SOCIETY. 

The fifth day’s proceedings of the General 
Committee of the Methodist Missionary Society 
opened yesterday. At the morning session Bishop 
Hurst presided, and at the afternoon session Bishop 
Simpson. The tirst work done was the completion 
of the appropriations for Scandinavian missionary 
work by the giving of $7,000 to the North-west 
Swedish Mission. The total amount appropriated 
forthe work this year is $18,800, against $17,600 last 
year. The committees next took up the considera- 
tion of the appropriations for English-speaking 
missions, which comprises the missionary work of 
the various conferences in thiscountry. While dis- 
cussing the appropriation for the Lexington (Ky.,) 
Conference, which it was proposed to make 
$2,700, Secretary Fowler moved to reduce it to 
$2,000, for the reason that this conference embraces 
@ good country, whose people are all well employed 
and able to take care of themselves. Bishop Mer- 
rill replied that what Dr. Fowlersaid might be true 
of the white people with whom the Doctor associ- 
ated when he went down there, but it was not 
true of the colored people, for whom the 
money was chiefiy intended. The Rev. Dr. Curry 
remarked that the color line which the committee 
took such pains to obliterate 10 years ago still ex- 
isted, and there might be two schools in the same 
town as distinct and separate as if they were on 
opposite sides of the globe. The day for putting 
white people and colored peopie together in the 
same church or the same school on terms of equal- 
ity had not gone by because it had never been 
here, “And,” added the Doctor, ‘‘it is an old- 
fashioned abolitionist who says this.”” The appro- 
priation was ‘fixed at $2,700. The aggregate 
of the appropriations made yesterday is $160,- 
150 of which amount $153,150 is for the Eng- 
lish-speaking missions. Harlier in the week $7,250 
was appropriated for the Austin (Texas) Confer- 
ence, and this added tothe appropriations made 
yesterday constitutes a total appropriation of 
$160,400 for the werk of the English-speaking mis- 
sions.

SURE TIES AND CREDITORS. 

In a suit brought in the United States Court 
some time ago by Frederiek Dumont and others 
against Charlies M. Fry and others a decision was 
rendered that the bypothecation of certain collat- 


erals made by the firmof Cavarac & Son to Messrs. 
Schuchardt & Sons, bankers, was upon the agreo- 
ment that bonds to the extent of $100,000 should 
be held by the Messrs. Schuchardt as a con- 
tinuing security for any overdraft or unpaid bal- 
ance which might be discovered in the account 
of the New-Orleans Banking Association with 
Schuchardt & Sons. The bonds were held by 
the latter firm according to the terms of the hy- 
pothecation. ‘The New-Orieans Banking Associa- 
tion went into liquidation, when it was ascertained 
that the unpaid balance of the account due Schu- 
chardt & Sons amounted to $195,315 63. The Con- 
troller of the Treasury appeinted a Receiver of the 
Banking Association. Charles M. Fry, as Trustee 
in bankruptcy of Schuchardt & Sons, proved their 
debt against the Banking Association, and the Con- 
troller declared a dividend of 50 per cent. to the 
creditors of the association, and paid it to Fry. 
The question then arose as to whether Fry had the 
right to apply the entire payment thus received 
toward the discharge of the unsecured part of 
the claim of Schuchardt & Sons = against 
the Banking Association, or whether he must ap- 
ply it by rates upon that part secured by collaterals 
as well as that which was unsecured. Judge Wal- 
lace decided yesterday that the payment was not 
made by the debtor, and the case was not, there- 
fore, controlled by rules usually governing the ap- 
propriation of payments to creditors by debtors. 
The question depended upon the effect of the 
agreement between the sureties and the creditors. 
The bonds of the Cavaracs having been pledged to 
secure any unpaid balance arising in the account 
of the Banking Association with Schuchardt & 
Sons “it is quite immaterial,” he continues, “to 
the former how, when, or by whom part of that 
balance has been paid, so long as $100,000 remains 
unpaid. If, however, the dividends reduce the 
balance below the amountof the pledges the sure- 
ties are to havo the benefit of the reduction, be- 
cause npon payment of the debt they would be 
subrogated to the ereditors’ jien upon the bonds.”

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, partly cloudy 
weather, with local rains, winds mostly east- 
erly, stationary or higher temperature, fol- 
lowed by falling barometer. 





A Washington dispatch furnishes some 
data in regard to the composition of the 
next House of Representatives and the fate 
of several prominent members of the pres- 
ent one, the most interesting of which are 
that of the 325 members elected 178 are not 
in the Forty-seventh Congress and 170 have 
not been members of any previous Congress. 
This is a somewhat unexampled infu- 
sion of new blood, and may tend 
to increase the liveliness of the 
legislative session of 1883-4, even if it does 
give the old hands a_ disproportionate 
amount of influence to start with. Of the 
57 Chairmen of Speaker Kerrer’s commit- 
tees only 23 have been sent back, a fact 
which shows that the people and Mr. 
KEIFER do not agree as to the character of 
the men whom the Speaker ought to honor. 
It may be .well to bear in mind the fact 
that with the Pennsylvania delegation equal- 
ly divided, and Virginia in the hands of 
Democrats and Readjusters, the next House 
will have 22 State delegations in which the 
Democrats have a majority. In the event 
of a failure to elect by the people in 1884 
this would have an important bearing on 
the choice of the next President. 

The vote by which the House of Com- 
mons defeated Sir Strarrornp NortTHcorTe’s 
motion for the rejection of the clos- 
ure resolution last night insures . the 
passage of the measure when the ° final 
vote shall be taken. The . Conserva- 
tives and Parnellites together mustered 
200 votes ‘for the motion, but the other 
Trish members voting with the Government, 
a majority of 44 was secured against it. Last 
night’s debate brought out with unusual 
clearness the weakness of the Oppo- 
sition’s arguments against “© the ‘ closure. 
Mr. James CoweEn’s somewhat hysterical 
harangue about its upsetting the traditions - 
and propriety of the House was rather more 
than offset by the ;less emotional way in 
which clear-headed,' practical lawyers like 
Mr. Cares Rvssevt and Sir Henry James 
ndvocated its adoption, declaring their ina- 
bility to perceive the dangers conjured up by 
Mr. Cowen. . The closure will probably be- 
come a part of the rules of the House within 
a few days, but it will be useful only against 
willful obstruction. . Honorable ; members 
will still make the longest and the dryest of 
speeches and waste the time of the House 
while contributing nothing to its enlight- 
enment, -. This flux of purposeless talk will 
be cured only when the newspapers cease to 
devote twenty ‘columns, more or less, to a 
verbatim report of the debates.

The special joint. committee of Congress 
to investigate the causes of’ the decline of 
American « shipping will, reconvene next 
week after three months of individual inves- 
tigation of ‘the’subject.

Cox will accept in a 
solemn and assenting mood the prop- 
osition to admit ship-builders’ raw ma- 
terials duty free—if for use in vessels for the 
foreign trade—coupled with a compensating 
arrangement for issuing rewards of merit 
in the shape of bounties to ship-builders 
who succeed in the noble endeavor to collect 
enough of ‘exclusively American prod- 
ucts’ to construct a ship. It is 
strange that the ingenious and compre- 
hensive mind of this convention should have 
wholly overlooked the necessity of doing 
something or other for the support of the 
wives and families of the unfortunate own- 
ersof these bounty-built ships during the 
time they must necessarily lie idle on ac- 
count of the obstructions to our trade with 
countries beyond the seas. 


Mr. CARLIsLE is frank and _ sensible 
enough to attempt no bashful concealment 
of the fact that he is in the race for the 
Speakership of the Democratic House. He 
counts upon the support of the South 
and West. The Democratic members 
from Kentucky, Tennessee, Indiana, and 
Ohio will, he thinks, give him their 
solid support, and in his opinion they will 
be re-enforced by a majority of the other 
Southern and Western members of his own 
side of the House. This pens Mr. RANDALL 
up to the Middle and Eastern States. No 
doubt itissomewhat premature to attempt 
any very nice weighing of the strength of 
these rival candidates, but it seems 
to be already settled that the contest 
lies between them, and as they represent 
opposite schools of thought upon some of 
the most important questions which are 
likely to come before the Forty-eighth Con- 
gress for discussion and possible settlement, 
it cannot bea matter of indifference to the 
country which wins. Nobody can doubt 
that » with Mr. Ranpatn as Speaker 
the committees would be made up 
in a way very” different from 
that in which Mr. Carttste would 
make them up, and men of both parties 
who are favorable to the cause of revenue 
reform would hardly hesitate long to declare 
their preference for the member from Ken- 
tucky. Mr. Car.IsLE is probably too san- 
guine about the comparative strength and 
efticacy of his backing. He forgets that Mr. 
RANDALL has powerful ‘‘interests’? behind 
him, and will not be wholly dependent upon 
his party for support. 





In an interview elsewhere published, Mr. 
GEORGE Butss adds to his opinions about 
the causes of Republican defeat his views 
in regard to the centralization of power 
and responsibility in our City Govern- 
ment. Mr. Butss thinks that a Mayor 
who should have the absolute power to ap- 
point and remove all the heads of depart- 
ments would be “‘ practically the dictator of 
the City,’’ and would be able to dictate his 
own renomination or to select who should be 
his successor. It is not necessary to inquire 
what influence the necessity of consulting 
the Board of Aldermen has had on the char- 
acter of the Mayor’s appointments, for Mr. 
Buss virtually concedes the principle: of 
individual responsibility for the good gov- 
ernment of the City by proposing that with- 
in 60 days after taking office the Mayor to be 
elected for three years should have ‘‘the 
absolute unquestioned power of removal’’— 
and presumably of appointment—‘“‘ of every 
head of department and chief officer of the 
City.”” After that term had expired re- 
movals should only be made after a species 
of judicial trial and review of the evidence, 
though how appointments should be 
made is not stated. It is something to have 
a man so thoroughly wedded to partisan 
conceptions of municipal government as 
Mr. Buiss give his adhesion to even a par- 
tial concession of direct power to the chief 
executive officer of the City. 





WORDS OF THE ORACLE. 


Mr. Grorce Briss was invited, among 
other City politicians, to give his views in re- 
gard to the late political deluge, and he let 
himself out to such an extent as to over- 
shadow all the rest. We have concluded to 
print his observations at length because he 
has a certain representative character. Al- 
though he indulges in so much denuncia- 
tion of the local machine, he is himself 
an eminent example of its organizers 
and leaders. He is precisely the kind of 
politician that gives it the character it bears, 
that has contributed to its peculiar kind of 
success, and that has finally brought it to 
disaster. His views in regard to its reor- 
ganization are to be read in the light of this 
fact. He would reorganize it, of course, 
for itis now ina sorry plight and likely to 
be useless to him, and others of his kind, 
but we may be sure that reorganized under 
his advice and direction it would be a 
machine still whose object would be to 
grind out the purposes of political man- 
agers. Mr. Bitss has a representative char- 
acter in another respect. « Whatever he may 
claim or disclaim, he is known to be in the 
confidence of the President as perhaps no 
other man is. He may not speak for Mr. 
Artur, but there is such a sympathy and 
mutual understanding between them that we 
may be sure that, what he says represents 
the opinions of the distinguished City politi- 
cian who now occupies the seat to which 
GARFIELD was elected. This fact alone 
gives special interest to his utterances. 

Mr. Buiss’s explanation of the causes of 
the late upheaval are highly characteristic. 
He seems to recognize no influence but that 
of politicians—men who hold office or seek 
office or have at some time been engaged in 
the scramble and received its knocks. He 
does acknowledge the fact that the Repub- 
lican-Party had relied ‘too much on distrust 


of its opponents, and that people with con-: 


victions regarding civil service reform and 
other live questions made trouble, « but, 
after all, he attributes the defeat in this 
State ‘to the machinations of Blaine men 
and Cornell men and disappointed poli- 
ticians who, from motives of their own, de- 
sired the defeat of their party. He seems 
to think these plotting and self-seeking fel- 
lows exercise a mysterious control over Re- 
publican votes. It does not occur to him 
that voters who are not politicians, who 
have no soreness of head, who have no pefr- 
sonal disappointments or aspirations, are 
"possessed of minds’ of their own. If 
he is aware of this singular fact, he 
it. Sensible men who go 
about their business and think for them- 
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selves know well enough that the hundred 
and odd thousand Republicans of this State 
who did not vote for FoucEeR accepted the 
lead of no man. They had no thought of 
BLAINE’s wishes, of CoRNELL’s revenges, 
of the disappointment of the expectants of 
Garfield patronage, or the soreness of dis- 
gruntled ex-Senators and ex-officials who 
have been laid on the shelf. They were in- 
dignant with the failure of Congress to 
pursue a policy of economy and reform; they 
were disgusted with the methods of machine 
managers of the Jay Hubbell, George 
Bliss, John F. Smyth, and Stephen B. 
French order; they were outraged at the 
imposition which forced a candidate upon 
them whom they had no part in selecting. 
In short, they thought it about time to have 
done with hypocritical pretenses and profes- 
sions and ‘boss’ dictation, and to get some- 
thing done in the interest of the country and 
the people. If they did not have much faith 
that the Democrats would do it, they de- 
termined: at least to express their opinion 
upon Republican failures. 


Mr. Briss, in his jesuitical fashion, makes 
believe that there was little} Federal inter- 
ference in the State canvass. ; He reduces it 
to the Al Daggett, and Mike Dady squabble 
in Brooklyn, which, in point of fact, attract- 
ed very little attention, and says that there 
was more interference by the State adminis- 
tration. Mr. Butss is not a fool, though he 
may possibly think the mass. of the rest of 
mankind is made:up of, such, and he 
knows better than: he pretends. His 
talent for plausible misrepresentation is 
quite .remarkable, and he = makes _ free 
use of it when he talks about the City ma- 
chine.. He undoubtedly tells a plain truth 
when he says that the City associations have 
fallen under the control of a few men, for 
he has long been the virtual dictator of one 
of them; he is equally correct in declaring 
that they do not represent the party and 
have little regard for its interests or for 
fair dealing and‘common decency. He 
knows whereof he speaks, for he has long 
been a potent factor in the vicious work- 
ing of the machine, but in assuming a 
position of lofty virtue now he is not above 
misstating well-known facts as when he 
pretends that opposition of the City machine 
to FoLGErR’s nomination came only from 
districts controlled by the Governor’s office- 
holders. But Mr. Butss has a purpose. He 
sees that the machine is a wreck and must 
be put together or something will take its 
place. He isfor putting it together at once, 
and jso is Sou Smrra and Jake Hess and 
the rest. They may make pretenses of 
retiring from politics, but if there is to be 
a reorganization on their plan we may 
be sure that the old motive power will 
be there. They may call in highly respecta- 
ble Republicans from other parts of the 
State to do the work of reorganizing, but 
it is with the expectation that they will 
leave the organization in the hands of these 
experienced managers who have suddenly 
seen a great light and profess to be for 
a complete representation of the party 
in the machine. With their tests of 
party fealty and their pledges of party 
fidelity, they know full well that they 
will come in for a rehabilitation. Mr. 
Bu1ss’s anticipations and calculations for 
the future are of small account. What the 
Republicans of this City and State want is 
less of such managers and counselors as he 
and those for whom he speaks, and a simple 
opportunity under a regulation of primary 
elections by law to act for themselves in the 
choice of delegates and candidates,

NORWAY’S STRUGGLE WITH HER 
KING. 

The brief announcement by cable the 
other day that in the Norwegian elections 
the Government had been overwhelmingly 
defeated, four-fifths of the members-elect of 
the Storthing being Radicals or Republicans, 
probably attracted less attention in this coun- 
try than the news that the jockey ARCHER 
had sprained his leg. Norway is a small 
and far-off kingdom of whose political 
struggles we have at most a brief mention 
once or twice a year. Here and there an 
American may chance to know that an in- 
teresting contest between liberalism and 
absolutism is going on in Norway, but sim- 
ilar strifes in larger States nearer home 
claim our sympathy and attention and 
leave us little time to master the 
details of the political questions which 
are agitating the Norsemen. No friend 
of constitutional liberty, however, ought 
to be ignorant of the causes and pres- 
ent outlook of this warfare which the free- 
dom-loving people of Norway are carrying 
on against their stubborn Swedish King. 
Loyalty to our own Constitution gives us a 
peculiar right to interest ourselves in Norse 
politics, and cannot fail to incline our sym- 
pathies to the side of the Storthing in this 
fight for principles and rights which are de- 
nied to it by King Oscar II. only by a stiif- 
necked adherence to ancient doctrines of 
royal prerogative and divine right. 

The union between Sweden and Norway 
is of a unique character. There is nothing 
like it between any other two nations. It is 
not putting it too strongly to say that they 
have nothing in-common but a King, and 
he is their sole bond of union outside of the 
ties of a common blood and speech. When 
Denmark, in the treaty of Kiel, in January, 
1814, ceded Norway to Sweden, then ruled 
by the childless: Cuartes XIII., the Nor- 
wegians refused to be: thus transferred 
like cattle, In four days of the month 
of May of that* year .they drew up 
a Constitution at Eidswold and made Prince 
Onristran of Denmark their King. . This 
Prince yielded, three months later, to the 
fortunes of war, but not until substantial 
guarantees had‘ been , exacted that the 
independence. of Norway. should be re- 
spected. An extraordinary Storthing was 
assembled to consider the changes necessary 
to be made in the. Constitution, and in 
November, 1814, the new Constitution, rec- 


‘ognizing the union with Sweden, was pro-’ 
mulgated. \ This Constitution declares Nor-} 
“way to be a free, independent, and indivisi- 


ble kingdom, united with Sweden under 
one King, the mutual limits of authority 
being expressly} laid down. Under this 
Constitution Norway makes her own laws, 
votes her own budget, and provides for 
her own Army and Navy. * For mutual con- 


venience she pays the diplomatic representa- 


tives of Sweden to represent her abroad; but 
she is at liberty to create a diplomatic ser- 
vice of her own. * It will be seen that this 
union is quite unlike the union of Austria- 
Hungary, or of Engiand and Scotland. The 
people of Norway are a people of peasant 
landholders. ‘There are few towns, and life 
is simple and peaceful. Among such a peo- 
ple there is no place for Iyxury. They toler- 
ate no order of nobility. They elect their 
ablest and purest men to the Storthing and 
pay them about $8 25 per day of service, 
with actual traveling expenses—a rate of 
compensation which may give some idea of 
their habits. 

It is evidently King Oscar’s aim to 
efface all political distinctions between Swe- 
den and Norway. He does not appear to 
be a bad ruler. but his wish in this reanect 
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runs counter to the will of the Norsemen, 
and their preference for an independent ex- 
istence, that is, for a union no closer than 
the present one, is fortified by solemn con- 
stitutional guarantees which at his corona- 
tion he took oath to respcct. For twenty 
years there has been a contest between the 
King and the Storthing over the question of 
Ministerial responsibility. The old Eidswold 
Constitution was modeled largely upon that 
of the United States. They adopted our 
plan of excluding the Ministry from the 
national legislature... This works well 
enough with us, where the Cabinet is re- 
sponsible to the President and the President 
to the people. But it was a very bad blun- 
der to exclude from Norway’s Storthing a 
Cabinet responsible to the King, who cannot 
be impeached, and is not responsible to the 
people. 

The Norwegians now see their mistake. 
The Storthing has amended the Constitution 
in such a way as to give the Ministers a part 
in the proceedings of the Storthing, but the 
King refuses to sign the bill by which the 
amendment was enacted.» It is provided in 
the ' Constitution. that if the King vetoes a 
bill the next Storthing may pass it a second 
time and submit it for his signature. If he 
again refuses, a third Storthing may pass it, 
and it then becomes a law, just. asa bill 
passed over the President’s veto does with 
us. Three successive Storthings have passed 
the amendment establishing Ministerial 
responsibility, yet the Cabinet, obeying the 
King, refuses to promulgate the law. . The 
Storthing of 1880 passed the bill for the third 
and final time by a voteof 93 out of a total 
membership of 113. There is one resource 
as yet untried. This is the Rigsvet, a 
high court composed of the Supreme Court 
and the Lagthing, or upper house; of 
the Storthing. Before this high court of 
impeachment the Ministers may be called to 
account for their plain violation of the Con- 
stitution. There is, of course, still another 
remedy—revolution and a republic. This is 
thought of and talked of in Norway, but only 
asa last resort. The people are content to 
be united with their brethren of Sweden un- 
der a constitutional monarch. But ‘‘lib- 
erty lives where the snow flies,’ and if 
Swedish Kings—who are in a double sense 
foreigners, since the present house of Ponte 
Corvo originated with the Frenchman 
BERNADOTTE—continue to plot against it, 
they will yet topple over the throne, and the 
monarchy will give place to a Scandinavian 
republic. There is no reason why a little 
country like Norway should pay a King 
$150,000 a year... Indeed, the two king- 
doms blent into one free nation ought to set 
before the world an example of almost pure 
democracy, founded within upon the unal- 
terable love of freedom which their people 
have inherited from ancestors breathing a 
frosty air, tilling a hard soil, and sailing in 
icy seas, and protected by its isolation from 
foreign aggression. 

One of the minor questions growing out of 
the struggle against the fusion with Sweden 
is that of the flag. At present both the 
Swedish and the Norwegian flags carry the 
‘‘union jack’? in the corner. A strong 
party, under the leadership of Bs6RNSTIERNE 
BgéRNsON, who is one of theablest and most 
prominent of the Norse Liberals, has arisen 
in favor of a “‘ pure’”’ flag, that is, of a Nor- 
wegian flag’ pure and simple, without the 
union jack. This latter device certainly 
seems inappropriate upon the flag of a coun- 
try which is independent, like Norway. 
The Norwegians complain that, as theirs 
is the smaller country, foreigners who see 
the flag suppose them to be merged in 
Sweden, which is by no means the case. 
The Government press reply that a change 
in the flags would seriously injure the com- 
merce of both countries, which is certainly 
about the most ill-founded and frivolous 
objection that a royal organ could invent. 





A RIGHT OF WOMEN. 


Women do not grow old as rapidly as 
men. Or, what practically amounts to the 
same thing, they do not celebrate as many 
birthdays. The average woman, if she is 
unmarried, rarely becomes more than twen- 
ty-four years old, although an occasional 
woman of exceptional truthfulnessand bold- 
ness sometimes reaches the age of twenty- 
five. Married women have no fixed limit 
of age, but they grow old very slowly. The 
woman who is married at twenty does not 
become thirty until fifteen years later. It 
then takes her twenty years to reach the age 
of forty, and twenty-five years more to 
reach the age of fifty. The precise law 
which governs this increasingly slow accre- 
tion’ of years has never been fully ascer- 
tained. It is believed by the most learned 


- statisticians that the age of a married woman 


varies inversely as the square of the total 
number of her children. Sir Isaac New- 


‘Ton first suggested that this might be the 


law, but be .admitted that he could not 
demonstrate it, and that, on the contrary, 
there were certain-facts which did not seem 
‘to be reconcilable with it. 

Few women are troubled with any scru- 
ples of conscience in regard to assertions 
that they may make as to their age. , It 1s 
well established that there is a distinct code 
of ethics for each sex. For example, it is 
proper for a woman to be afraid of a mouse, 
and, indeed, no - self-respecting woman 
would dream of entertaining any other feel- 
ing mouseward. It is also held to be justi- 
fiable for a woman to tell ‘‘ fibs;’’ whereas 
aman who is afraid of a mouse or who is 
wanting in veracity is hopelessly disgraced. 
A woman naturally holds that her precise 
age is her own private business with which 
no one has a right to meddle, and that 
the inquisitive person who inquires into 
her age deserves to be deceived. 

Moreover, in the case of an unmarried 
woman or a widow, her age is part of her 
matrimonial capital Men have a prejudice 
against marrying women confessedly older 
than themselves, and after a woman has 
reached twenty-five her chances of marriage 
decrease with every year. Thus, it is inevi- 
table that the unmarried woman should 
cease to grow old at twenty-five, and we can 
hardly ask her to depreciate her own value 
by confessing to thirty or thirty-five years. 
In like manner the married woman who de- 
sires to remain popular among men must 
not grow old too rapidly. Not only does 
she thereby run the risk of banishment from 
the society of younger people, but she wastes 
a part of the capital that might be of ines- 
timable value to her in case of widowhood. 


But although we may concede that an un-- . 


married woman has reasona that in her awn 


eyes may justify her failure to grow old, it 
has of late been suggested that circumstances 
might occur in which the misrepresentation 
of a woman’s age might have serious conse- 
quences. There is a growing tendency in 
this country to regard marriage as a mere 
civil contract. The old-fashioned belief that 
it is a sacrament, or that it has any charac- 
ter essentially different from a business con- 
tract between two partners, has nearly dis- 


appeared. Now, when the time fully arrives’ 


when the marriage contract is regarded in 
the eye of the law precisely as is any other 
contract, and when the causes that would 
render an ordinary contract invalid are suf- 
ficient to invalidate a marriage, will it be 
safe for a woman to make the slightest mis- 
statement as to her age? 

Suppose that in that enlightened period a 
man marries a woman on the strength of 
her representation that she is twenty-five 
years old, and he afterward discovers that 
she is thirty-five. He will claim that he has 
been deceived; that inasmuch as a woman 
of thirty-five has fewer years to live and 
will preserve her beauty for a shorter period 
than a woman of twenty-five, he has not re- 
ceived as valuable a wife as he expected to 
receive, and that his marriage contract has 


been vitiated by misrepresentation and‘ 


fraud and must be set aside. How can any 
court fail to admit the force of this plea? 
Thus it will come to pass that every wife 
who has misrepresented her age before mar- 
riage will be liable to be divorced -the mo- 
ment her husband discovers the misrepre- 
sentation, as he inevitably must at some 
time. 

Such was the rather startling prospect 
which presented itself to thinking men a 
week ago. Fortunately, a judicial decision 
has just been madein an Illinois court which 
puts an end to the threatened danger. . A 


woman seventy-seven years of age had in= 


sured her life, representing herself to be only 
sixty-three. The insurance company sup- 
posed that she wonld live to be at, least 
seventy, and that her annual payments would 
secure the company against any loss.» She 
died, however, very soon after insuring her 
life, and the company, on. learning her real 
age, refused to pay the amount of her policy, 
A suit was brought and the company was 
defeated, the court holding that the policy 
had not been vitiated by the false represen- 
tations made as to the woman’s age. 

This is the first judicial recognition of 
woman’s inherent right to tell what is not 
mathematically true as to her age. If, as is 
now definitely decided, an insurance policy 
on the life of a woman who has misrepre- 
sented her age cannot be set aside on the 
ground of fraud, much less can a marriage 
contract be set aside for a like cause, 
Women can now safely call their age what 
they may choose that others should think it, 
and the wife who secures a husband by tell- 
ing him that she is ten years younger than 
she really is need have no fearthat her mar- 
riage will thereby be invalidated. 

This important judicial decision is another 
evidence of the chivalrous regard which 
Americans entertain for woman. Had any 
man induced an insurance company to in- 
sure his life by calling himself sixty-three 
when he was really seventy-seven, his con- 
duct would have been declared fraudulent 
by any civilized court. Clearly, our courts 
recognize that the code of morals existing 
among men is not binding upon women, 
and that sex is an element which may total- 
ly change the character of an act. 


The late ‘‘ Ep’’ GALE was a typical Tam- 
many politician and office-holder. He was 
fortunate enough, as attorney for the collec- 
tion of the arrears of personal taxes, to have 
a select field of public service all to himself. 
Its opportunities for plunder were not vast, 
but such as they were they enabled Mr. 
GALE to steal ina little over six years of 
service at least $60,000 of public money. 
The amount 1s merely a8 matter of 
estimate, and is quite likely to be very much 
in excess of the figures given, since it would 
require the examination of several thousands 
of ‘‘ delinquent’’ payers of personal taxes to 
ascertain just how much they paid to the 
City’s attorney by way of satisfying the 
City’s claim against them. The only effort 
to bring GALE to book was made by that 
uncompromising foe of. corruption, Con- 
troller GREEN, but .as ‘the office of 
arrears of personal‘ taxes ,is a. prac- 
tically ‘irresponsible bureau: of the Law 
Department the results were not such as 
to encourage further prosecution of the at- 
torney. GALE might, in point of fact, have 
been stealing his $10,000 to $20,000 a-year 
to this day had not his death furnished the 
occasion for an examination of his accounts. 
The question naturally suggests itself, why 
did the Commissioners of Accounts fail to 
discover, years ago, the facts they reveal 
now? If they are unable to detect such 
practices as those of; GaLr, of what use are 
they in the City Government ? 


Good sometimes comes out of evil, but fair- 
ness in any respect is never practiced in the Sher- 
iff’s office. Honesty is a by-word and asubject of 
scornful jest there. The place is filled with cor- 
ruption and infested by harpies whose vileness 
cannot be fully conceived by one who has not been 
within their clutches. Only a faint idea of it can 
be procured from the stray facts that come to the 
knowledge of the public once in a while. Now 
that the Citizens’ candidate for Sheriff is de- 
feated, it is impossible to hope that reforms- 
will be effected in the Sheriff's office. The Sheriff- 
elect is indebted in large part for his election to 
the very persons who are opposed to changes, and 
it is too much to expect from him that he will run 
counter to them. They are his patrons and the 
public are their prey. They have learned how to, 
and they do, use the orders of court for the pur- 
pose of extorting money, and should a person 
within their grasp refuse to respond to their de- 
mands for black-mail they put him into Ludlow- 
Street Jai! until he recovers his good sense, even 
though the order committing him to the custody of 
the Sneriff does not direct his actual imprisonment. 
There are many cases in which men should be put 
under restraint, but not loeked up in a common 
jail. An alleged lunatic, taken from an asylum 
and placed in the Sheriff’s custody pending an in- 
quiry into his mental condition, is, least of all, a 
person to be locked uplike‘a felon. In committing 
the alleged lunatic the Judge assumes that the 
Sheriff will provide guardians for him who wi 
accompany him wherever, within proper limi 
business or ordinary pleasure-seeking draws him. 
The Judge assumes also that the prisoner or his 
friends will pay the Sheriff a proper compensation, 
otherwise the alleged lunatio would be kept in the 
asylum until his sanity should be proved. The 
Sheriff’s deputies assume that the person thus com- 
mitted to their care is fair game for them, ana that 
they have aright to take from him every cent he 
can be cajoled or bullied into parting with. 
A case in point is now pending. The 
alleged iunatic was compelled to pay $250 
week to the harpies who guarded him, 
and also the cost of keeping them at his hotel. In 
eddition to thiahe was charged apecial sums for 


vrivilezes that were his of right. At last he re 
fused to anbmit to a continuance of the black-mail 
ing, and, although he is willing to pay a propet 
compensation for the services of the Sheriff’s of- 
ficers, thoy have taken him to Ludlow-Street Jail 
to cure his obstinacy and make his money flow 
more freely. Isthere any remedy for this sort of 
outrage? Should not the scoundrels who commif 
it be themselves sent to prison for robbing the man 
whom they were ordered to guard and proteet ?

Mr. HERBERT SPENCER’S brief speech at the 
dinner given him at Delmonico’s on Thursday 
night was an admirable summary of his philosophy 
in its application to the highest of human prob. 
lems—“ complete living.” This is his phrase, and 
it needs no interpretation to those who have max 
tered his theories of the just regulation of conduct, 
though to that somewhat cynical person, tha 
casual reader, it savors, probably, of the oversoul, 
the beautiful upthereness of things, and other 
transcendental cant to which it bears not the 
slightest likeness. According to the ethieal system 
of Mr. SpencER, complete living means to treat yours 
self as well as you can and your rmeighboras well as 
hedeserves. In both cases the motive is identical~ 
self-Interest; though in the clearing-house where 
all these accounts are balanced egoism and altru< 
ism—regard for self and regard for others—get con« 
founded one with the other, and men give them< 
selves.credit for disinterested actions which are 
really the reverse of disinterested. Mrit’s views 
on this point were askew until Mr. Spencer sea 
him right. The address at St. Andrew’s—referred to 
by Mr. Spencer—in which Mr assumed that lifa 
was for learning and working, was an apt illustra: 
tion of the error which the new theory of ethics 
has dispelled. MattrHew ARNOLD’s plea for 
“sweetness and light’ and for culture 
for its own sake is unconsciously based 
on the same delusion, and Mr. CaRtr.z, 
insisting in his dogmatic way that work is good 
for man independent of the sustentation it brings, 
further points the moral about great men philos- 
ophizing wrong end feremost. Mr. Spencer ins 
stanced all these misconceptions to enforce hid 
own conclusion that work, learning, culture, light, 
and all these things are for life, not life for them, 
and hence that we hot-pressed and scrambling 
Amerieans are wronging ourselves and our neigh: 
bors, and*breaking nature’s perfect law, in wasting 
all our energies thus in work and worry. The 
trouble is that everybody is so blind that the point 
of maximum happiness for self and others is 
reached and passed unperceived, and Mr. Sprx~ 
cER’s philosophy does not seem to help us much—~ 
and this us may include pretty much the whole 
world, including Mr. Spencer himself.

The Harvard Co-operative: Society, whick 
was formed by the students of the university at 
Cambridge, Mass., last February, is already re« 
garded as a successful undertaking. Any student 
of the university may become a member by the 
payment ofan annual fee of $2, and the members 
ship now includes about 700 students. The society 
was given possession of the old gymnasium, op« 
posite Memorial Hall, which it now uses as a fur 
niture department, while part ofalarge store in 
the business portion of the town is itd 
head-quarters. The articles which are dealt 
in, such as stationery, books, pictures, 
clothing, fuel, and sporting goods, are pur 
chased at wholesale and sold to members 
atan advance of 5percent. The sale of second« 
hand furniture is a prominerit feature of the so- 
ciety’s business and one which is of no little bene< 
fit toretiring Seniors and incoming Freshmen, sax 
ing them from the cupidity of loeal speeulators. A 
large number of Boston tradesmen have con« 
tracted with the society to give a disceunt te all ita 
accredited members. It is stated that students ara 
enabled to buy books at an average reduction of 
33 1-3 per cent. on the retail prices; stationery at a 
reduction of 33 per cent.; lawn-tennis goods at 20 
per cent. less than their regular price, while on 
stylographio pens they save 60 per cent., on fuel 9 
per cent., on photographs 50 per cent., and on most 
other articles about 10 per cent. A superintendent 
and an assistant superintendent, both students, 
have charge of the society’s work, which is likely 
to be imitated in other American colleges.

At thistime of vear a great many peopls 
from neighboring States and cities are visiting 
New-York. Some are here for business, some for 
pleasure. They are to a certain extent familiar 
with the City, most of them. They have been here 
in many previous Autumns, and they know the run 
of the streets, the situation of the principal build- 
ings, and the best way of reaching what are called 
“the sights.” They would ‘ent any suggestion 
that they are not thoroughly acquainted with the 
Metropolis. Yet they see, when they come.here in 
this dark month of November, a great many things 
that astonish them. Oneof the first things they 
learn on reaching the City is that the East Side and 
the West Side are separated by a barrier more im. 
passable to the foot passenger than the East River 
itself; this barrier they see is Broadway, which in 
its lower part is so crowded every afternoon with 
vehicles of every description that it is only with 
great dificulty and through no small danger that 
a@ passage of the street can be made. They sea 
crowds of peeple waiting on every corner—waiting 
for achance to steal aeross this crowded thorough- 
fare; people, too, who are not unusually timid, 
but who know the danger of dodging under horses’ 
heads and between the wheels of ’busses and drayg 
when the paving blocks are covered with an inch 
of mud slippery as butter. They see as they go 
further down town that this crush is caused in 
great part by deep holes dug at intervals in the 
sices of the street, by which half the street is oftex 
made impassable, so that wagons that ought to ga 
from the Battery to Fourteenth-street in half au 
hour are kept three and four hours in transit. And 
when they learn by making inquiries what these 
holes are for,and how very little advantage ig 
ultimately to be reaved from all this inconvenience, 
they say to themselves, What very aucer people 
these New-Yorkers are! They saw towering seven 
and eight story buildings in their last visit, and 
wondered that New-Yorkers eould bring them: 
selves to live so far up in the clouds; but this time 
they see houses of ten and eleven stories, and now 
their wonder is how much higher these New 
York houses intend to grow. They see citizens oj 
the Metropolis quietly submitting to being squeezed 
into railway cars, at certain hours of the dayj 
tighter than sardines would consent to be squeezed 
into a box without bursting their skins. They se¢ 
courteous men and women shoved and hustled 
about depots and platforms of the elevated rail 
ways likeso many Texas cattle, snubbed and pushed 
and offended by gatemen and train-hands, without 
making any complaint. They see five thousand 
business men climb the steps of the elevated road 
atthe City Hall station every afternoon, ride ¢ 
few blocks in one train, then climb another stair. 
way, cross a bridge, take another train after de. 
scending from the bridge again, and then descend 
once more to the street, paying 10 cents for tha 
privilege, when a street car would take them te 
their destination in half the time at just half the 
cost. These things and more they see, and it is 
small wonder they go home saying that New-York 
is a queer place and that New-Yorkers are very, 
very queer people.

GOSSIP FROM THE OLD WORLD. 
—_———_@———_— 

The Russian Government has just begun to 
build at Sebastopol a new dock, to take the place 
of the one destroyed during the great siege more 
than a quarter of a century ago. It will require 
three years to complete it. The cost is estimated at 
Bbout 80,000,000 rubles, M. Volodeen, of St. Peters- 
burg, is the contractor. Since the siege Sebastopol 
has possessed no regular dock. Of late years it has 
used a floating one. 


Active steps have already been taken in Lon- 
don for the restorations some time ago announced 
to be in contemplation at the Tower. The building 
within the walls of the Tower known as the Ord- 
wance Office has been sold at auction, and within 
tix weeks will have been entirely removed from its 
site. The materials comprising it were divided into 
129 lots, and brought little more than nominal 
prices. Originally the structure cost $200,000. It 
was 150 feet long, 90 feet wide, and 70 feet high. 
Opon its site will be restored the Lantern Tower. 


The project of a ship canal across the penin- 
sola of Malacca has been revived, such a work being 
capable of shortening the journey from Calcutta 
to Hong Kong by about one-third. M. Léon Dru, 
the author of the present scheme, proposes to cut 
his canal from the junction of tne Pakcham River 
with the River Saona to Tasan, from whence it 
would follow the Htaoung or Tayoung bed to the 
Gulf of, Siam. The total length of the cutting 
would be’ about 66 miles, or several miles less than 
that of the Suez Canal, and several more than that 
of Panama. The work would cost, according to 
the estimates, 100,000,000f. 


Two former employes of the English Church 
‘Missionary Society in Sierra Leone have been found 
guilty, together with their wives, of manslaughter, 
and have been sentenced, one of them, named 
Williams, and his wife, to 20 years’ penal servitude, 
the other to 18 years and half, and his wife :to 2 
years. The charge against them was willful mur- 
fer, the victim beinga native girl. According to 
the evidence, this girl, along with another, ran 
away from the service of one of the prisoners, was 
afterward found with her friend, and the two, be- 
ing taken back to the employer, were tied together 
back to back, whipped “ with barbarous cruelty,” 
ind left lying on the ground in the broiling sun 
throughout the day, their agonies being increased 
by the application of pepper to their wounds. One 
of the girls died and the other recovered. 


Statistics of the loss of life by fire in 14 of 
the principal cities of Europe between 1869 and 
1879 place London at the head of the list. In every 
100,000 persons in that period 8.3 lives were de- 
gtroyed, while in Munich-only 0.4o0ut of the same 
number perished. The Fall Mali Gazette can un- 
derstand why fires in such towns as Cologne and 
Hanover, with their marrow thoroughfares and old 
wooden houses, should generally result in serious 
loss of life, *‘but London,” it says, ‘“ possessing, as 
It does, an extensive fire brigade and a fair supply 
of water, should at the least be as free from such 
aceidents as the average city of the Continent. 
If these figures are corroborated by independent 
Inquiry, they point to some serious defect in the 
construction of our houses or in our system for 
preventing fire.” 


From the programme for 1883 of the French 
commission Iintrusted with the restoration and 
maintenance of historic monuments one gets some 
idea of the generous care which is bestowed in 
that country upon these objects. The average an- 
nual sum thus expended is about $300,000. For the 
coming year the list of works to be undertaken 
fills half a column in small type in one of the 
Paris newspapers, and embraces the whole coun- 
try. Among the items are the Chfteau de Courcy, 
the Cathedral of Laon, the ramparts of Carcas- 
sonne, the amphitheatre of Arles, the Cathedral of 
Lisieux, the Chateau of Blois, the Chateau of 
Pierrefonds, the Cluny Museum, the Abbey of St. 
Denis, the chapel of the Chateau of Vincennes, 
the Tour de Montléry, and the antique theatre of 
Orange. It further appears that a large numbor 
of new works are projected, together with the 
restoration and maintenance of mosques and 
Roman monuments in Algeria, and megalithio re-

MME. PATTI AS VIOLETTA. 


Public expectation was raised to a high pitch 
when it was known that Mme. Patti was to appear 
in Verdi's *‘ La Traviata,” with Signor Ravelli as 
Alfredo, and the Academy of Music was, there- 
fore, filled last night with an exceptionally intelli- 
gent and brilliant audience, Everyone came to be 
entertained and with the warmest feelings of 
admiration for the prima donna, but it cannot 
be said that every one went home in a condition of 
musical enthusiasm, for the performance, from 
some occult reason, failed to justify the hopes that 
were natural. The opera was perfectly mounted, 
and as to orchestra, chorus, and minor parts the 
representation was so good as to leave nothing 
but praise to be recorded. The only persons 
concerned in the disappointing parts of the per- 
formance before the footlights were the principals, 
and the failure to make a success may be aseribed 
tothem. Signor Ravelli sang in the “ Liblamo” 
poorly, but afterward did some excellent work. 
In the latter portions of the opera, notably in the 
last act, he has never before appeared to better 
advantage. ‘ Parigi, o cara” was a beautiful speci- 
men of artistic singing on his part, and indeed after 
the first act he showed so much musical zeal and 
real ability as to add to the reputation he is steadily 
making. He acted in the rédle with considerable 
force. Signor Galassi was manifestly out of voice 
and felt constrained to omit some of his music, 
but he was as dignified and impressive as usual in 
the character of Germont, and every one knew 
that only physical reasons prevented him ‘from 
doing justicé to himself in the vocal representation 
of the réle. It is a difficult matter to speak of Mme. 
Patti’s Violetta. Doubtless she felt tne influence 
of her surroundings, without the Alfredo with 
whom she is accustomed to sing, and the conse- 
quence was a very uneven performance on her 
part. The first act decidedly dragged. The 
lowering of the pitch robbed the music of its bril- 
liancy, and Mme. Patti did not succeea in 
adding to her laurels by any singing worthy 
of special mention. Every one present 
expected something of wonderful power from 
her—her Violetta is famous the world over—but it 
was not of remarkable quality, either as a vocal or 
dramatic effort. The attractions offered by the 
dress-maker and jeweler do not compensate for a 
conspicuous absence of good singing and acting, 
and it was painful te hear Mme. Patti sing 
distinctly false, something that all singers 
may do occasionally, but should not do continu- 
ously. Despite this she showed some admirable 
work, and gave probably considerable pleasure, 
but on the whole the verformance was unworthy 
of the fame she has won. <A more uneven and un- 
satisfactory representation of ‘‘La Traviata” at 
the hands of eminent artists has not been given 
here in years. There was a good deal of enthusiasm 
manifested at timos, and again there was appreci- 


able coldness.

REPORTED COMBINATION OF NAVY OF-

There was a meeting of naval officers held 
last evening at Wormley’s to take action and adopt 
a plan for bringing the alleged favoritism which 
has existed in the service for many years toanend, 
The meeting was called to order at 7:30 o’clock 
and lasted until nearly 11 o’clock, with closed 
doors. There were nearly 100 officers present, and 
all were pledged to secrecy as to the meeting it- 
self and also as to the result of their deliberations. 
Besides those present nearly 400 officers on the ac- 
tive list of the Navy were represented by proxies. 
It was learned that the meeting was a most har- 
monious one, and that the plan of action nroposed 
met with general approval. They protest against 
the present usage, and propose to procure legisla- 
tion to provide for a roster of details for active 
service, which will prevent the system of favorit- 
ism in the matter of details which has been in 
vogue from 1861, when Capt. G. V. Fox became 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy.

MR. ROOKH SAVED AGAIN. 


PHILADELPHIANS AND NEW-YORKERS MADE 
SAD IN THE MADISON-SQUARE GARDEN. 
Sporting society in this City and Philadelphia 

has for several days been excited over a prospec- 

tive meeting between Mr. Michael Cleary, a Phila- 

delphia saloon-keeper, and Mr. George Rooke, a 

more or less distinguished pugilist of this City. Mr. 

Cleary once fought a prize-fight, and Mr. Rooke 

has at frequent intervals during the past few years 

defied the wor!d to produce a pugilist of ability 
equul to his own. Mr. Rooke has, at various 
times, threatened to put an end to the 


glory of Mr. John L. Sullivan, Mr. Tug 
Wilson and other scientific gentlemen, 
The kindly intervention of the Police Department 
has on such oecasions prevented him from accom- 
plishing his purposes. Once when the Police De- 
partment made no sign of interference, and Mr. 
Sullivan implored him to set-to with him, Mr. 
Rooke declared that the platform whereon the 
ring was formed was too small. Thus sporting 
society, always interested in Mr. Rooke, has never 
had an opportunity of witnessing him at his best. 
A short time ago, while laboring under the happy 
thought that a worthy opponent had not yet been 
discovered, he put on the gloves in the late lament- 
ed Alhambra Theatre, and as he slyly winked at 
the festive gathering prepared to teach Mr. Cleary, 
of Philadelphia, that it is not wise for an inex- 
perienced youngster to stand up before a full- 
grown pugilist. The word **tirhe’’ had scargely been 
uttered by the master of ceremonies when Mr. Rooke 
beeame like a toy in Mr. Cleary’s hands. At times it 
it seemed that Mr. Rooke had been struck by 
a cyclone, and he was fast being pounded into in- 
sensibility by the modest Mr. Cleary. The proprie- 
tors of the theatre begged Mr. Cleary to desist, and 
the young Philadelphian returned like a conqueror 
of old to his home. Pugilists there and in this City 
were astonished. Mr. Cleary became the hero of 
the hour, and it was proposed that he should show 
himself here in the Madison-Square Garden. The 
large hall on the Madison-avenue side and in the 
second story of the building was engaged for last 
evening. The hall has seating capacity for about 
1,500 persons. 

It was understood that Mr. Rooke, above all 
other gentlemen, was the one to set-to with Mr. 
Cleary. Ex-Alderman James Dunne, of Brooklyn, 
went to Philadelphia and requested Mr. Cleary to 
spar with him. Mr. Cleary said that after satisfy- 
ing Mr. Rooke he would undertake to satisfy the 
gifted ex-Alderman of Brooklyn. Allthe arrange- 
ments were made for “talent’’—feather-weight 
and heavy-weight pugilists, wrestlers, club-swing- 
ers, &c., were engaged for the evening’s entertain- 
ment, and yesterday's trains brought to New-York 
the wealth ana fashion of pugilistic circles of Phil- 
adelphia. Fully 1,200 persons were in the hall of‘the 
Madison-Square Garden at 8 o’clock last evening, 
and§fully one-third of the audience ;was composed 
of Philadeiphians. The price jof admission was 
$1. Police Captain Williams, with many patrolmen 
and several detectives, was early in attendance. 
As there was no possibility of properly ventilating 
the hall, the thick atmosphere of tobacco- 
smoke was almost stifling. The possibility 
of witnesssing a stirring scene between 
Mr. Rooke and Mr. Cleary, however, kept the 
sporting gentlemen in their seats during a tiresome 
entertainment. At length they were horrijied by a 
little speech, delivered by Mr. Bob Smith, the mas- 
ter of ceremonies. He said that the Police officers 
were there to prevent aset-to between Mr. Rooke 
and Mr. Cleary. The audience seemed stricken 
dumb for a few minutes. Then some one hissed 
and others joined in the chorus. Capt. Williams 
quietly puffed a cigar and did not arise from his 
seat. When young Mr. Cleary, clad in corduroy 
knee-breeches, blue sleeveless shirt, white stock- 
ings and slippers, bounded on _ the_ plat- 
form he was accompanied by an old friend, 
Mr. Billy McLean, who was similarly  cos- 
tumed. The audience cheered, and Mr. Cleary 
leaned on the ropes, and said ‘calmly and distinct- 
ly: **} came here to spar Mr. Rooke, and he came 
here, as I understand, to spar me. I don’t want 
eny of you to feel sore against me. The Police of- 
ficers have interfered, and that is all there is to say 
about it.””, Some one shouted: ‘Rooke is afraid 
to spar you.”’ ‘‘ No,” said Mr. Cleary, calmly and 
coolly: ‘“‘I think he came kere to spar me.” Mr. 
McLean was introduced as an ‘‘old timer,” ona 
who had lived in New-York 14 years ago, but who 
now made Philadelphia his home. He and Mr. 
Cleary had a friendly set-to. The latter showed 
to great advantage, but the audience was grief- 
stricken. New-Yorkers as well as Philadelphians 
sighed, and could not be comforted because Mr. 
Rooke had not encountered Mr. Cleary. They 
arose and began to depart from the building be- 
fore the second round between Mr. Cleary and 
Mr. McLean was begun. The Philadelphians 
hurried to the railroad depot in Jersev City. Capt. 
Williams said that he had prevented a set-to be- 
tween Mr. Rooke and Mr. Cleary because the lat- 
ter had offered to pay to Mr. Rooke $50 if that 
gentleman was not “knocked out” by him, (Mr. 
Cleary.) Acting under the Corporation Council’s 
opinion in the case of Mr, Wilson and Mr. Sulli- 
van, it was his duty to stop Mr. Cleary and Mr. 
Rooke. The latter made no sign that he would 
waive the trifie of $50 offered by Mr. Cleary and 
enter the ring with him.

MAYOR GRACE IN FAVOR OF A CONTINUATION 
OF THE ORGANIZATION, 

Mavor Grace, when asked his views as to con- 
tinning in existence the Citizens’ Committee, re- 
plied that he had not given the subject much 
thought, and could only answer the question in a 
general way: “I believe,’’ he said, “that it ought 
to be continued as a non-political, non-partisan or- 


ganization, grounded upon the faith that there is 
much to be accomplishedin the way of reforming our 
local affairs in this City. I think that the organiza- 
tion ought to have its branches in every district in 
the City. Let some active, intelligent gentleman 
be selected in every one of the 24 Assembly dis- 
tricts who will make it his business to build up a 
district organization whose membership, so far 
as it is possible, shall be composed of repre- 
sentative citizens. By another Fall the citizens 
could be united in such a compact and 
powerful body that they could place their own 
candidates in the field, and particularly Alder- 
manic candidates, forthere is need of a great re- 
form in the character of this class. There are, of 
course, many abuses which a committee would 
have called to its attention. Let the committee 
collect the facts concerning them and lay 
them before the public through the newspa- 
pers. Let public opinion be molded in this 
manner, and once the residents of New-York are 
brought to recognize this fact, that the Citizens’ 
Committee is engaged in an endeavor to promote 
the public welfare, there can be no difficulty, it 
seems to me, insecuring for its own candidates 
and for others whom it may indorse the most 
hearty support. I have not, however, had con- 
sultation with other members of the committee, 
and, of course, am not acquainted with their views 
as tothe future of our committee. I imagine, how- 
ever, that a sentiment will be found to prevail that 
the committee should remain in existence.”

BIERSTADT’S LOSS BY FIRE. 


——_~.——_—. 
MALKASTEN, THE SUMMER RESIDENCE AT 


IRVINGTON, DESTROYED. 

Malkasten, the Summer residence of Albert 
Bierstadt, the well-known artist, at Irvington, was 
destroyed by fire, with nearly all of its eontents, 
yesterday morning. The residence was erected on 
the highest point of land in Irvington, was built of 
gneiss, the stone which most abounds there, and 
was from plans designed by the artist himself. On 
the river-front the building was four stories in 
height, with a mansard roof, and surmounted by a 
large tower from which could be had a view up 
the Hudson to West Point and down the river to 
Staten Island. In the rearthe house was one story 
less in height, as the lower story of the building 
had as arear wall a bank of rock against which it 
was built. The erection of Malkasten was begun 
in 1864, and it was completed at a cost of 
$100,000 in 1866, at which time Mr. Bierstadt 
first occupied it. The residence was essentially an 
artist’s home, and about one-third of the building 
was an enormous studio, with windows on three 
sides. The building has been occupied during the 
past Summer by Henry J. Chapman, Jr., a broker, 


at 72 Broadway, who moved out on Thursday. Mr. 
Chapman did not have the use of the studio, which 
has been used by Mr. Bierstadt for storage pur- 
poses, and which has been locked up for the past 
four years, ever since Mr. Bierstadt was compelied 
to give up his residence there owing to his wife's 
ill-health. In the studio wero stored a large num- 
ber of sketches and studies made by Mr. Bier- 
stadt during the past 20 years, a _ large 
collection of engravings, a valuable  libra- 
ry of ‘works on the. early history of 
America, which the artist has been engaged in col- 
lecting for years, and a collection of Indian imple- 
ments and other articles. Most of these had been 
collected during Mr. Bierstadt’s residence in the 
Rocky Mountains and the Yosemite Valley, and 
had dore service as models in some of his well- 
known paintings. Others were gifts from Gen. 
Sheridan, Gen. Custer, and other Army officers. All 
of these were‘burned, as were a large number of 
aintings, bronzes, articles of virtu and bric- 
-brac, and all the furniture. The two most valaable 
paintings burned were a large recently completed 
view in the Hetchhetchy Valley, north of tne Yo- 
semite:a view of Niagara Falls from the Canadian 
side, which was not quite completed, both from the 
brush of Mr. Bierstadt and both large canvases, 
and an interior of Westminster Abbey, by David 
Neal. an American artist now aresident of Munich. 
Twenty-two pictures that were hungin the living 
rooms were saved. These include a_ sunset 
in California, 8 by 4 feet; Glen Ellis (N. 
H.) Falls, 3 by 2% feet; portrait of J. B, 
Irving. the artist; scene in the Wetterhorn, 
and Autumn scene in the White Mountains, 
a Roman villa, scene on the Pemigewassett, N. H.. 
moonlight in a California forest, a coast. scene at 
Newport, and a sunset scene near Waterville, in 
this State, all painted by Mr. Bierstadt: two 
Chinese scenes by E. W. Perry; a coast scene by 
Baron Gudin; eoast scene at Newport by Hazel- 
tine; head of cavalier by J. A. Oertel; grotto in 
Egeria by H. Ludwig, two Belgian scenes by 
Lamputen, a New-Hampshire scene by E. L. Gerry, 
and a landscape in Westphalia by Achenbach. 

Peter Conrad, who has been Mr. Bierstadt’s gar- 
dener for 13 years, was the only occupant of the 
house on Thursday night. He left it at about 5:30 
o’clock Friday morning to get his breakfast, and 
on his return, at 7:15, found the house on fire and 
the flames beyond his control, although he 
tried to put them out by the use of a 
fire extinguisher. The fire seemed to him 
to have started between the stone wali 
of the exterior and the interior ceiling of pine in 
the studio. There had been no fire in the house 
since Thursday morning. Trouble recently had 
by Mr. Chapman’s family with smoking chimneys 
would seem to indicate that a defective fine was 
the cause of the fire. Mr. Bierstadt stated that the 
house and contents were worth between $150,000 
and $175,000, and that his loss above insurance 
would be $85,000 or $40,000. 


TWO NEGROUS HANGED.

A BROTHER-IN-LAW MURDERED FOR ILI- 
TREATING HIS WIFE. 

KNoxvItitr, Nov. 10.—Milton and Samuel 
Hodge were hanged to-day just beyond the city 
limits for killing their brother-in-law some months 
ago. The scene was witnessed by from 6,000 to 
10,000 people. The streets were thronged from 
this and adjoining counties, some having come as 
far as 40 and 50 milesto see the hanging. The 
Sherift had secured the Knoxville Rifles, a military 
company, to guard the prisoners to the place of 
execution and secure order at tne grounds. The 
prisoners left the jail at 12:30, and arriving at the 
scaffold a colored minister conducted devotional 
services, after which the prisoners made short 
speeches, claiming to be perfectly prepared to pass 
into the presence of their Maker, At 1:30 the 
wagon was driven from under their feet, they pre- 
ferring this mode to the drop, and in four or five 
minutes they were dead. The bodies were taken 
down and given to their friends, and will be taken 
to Jefferson County for burial. 

James McFarland, the murdered man, married a 
sister of the Hodges, and they all lived together 
about 25 miles from Knoxville. About Sept. 1, 1881, 
McFarland was arrested on a charge of beating his 
wife. Before the hour set for his trial he made his es- 
cape and came to this county and gota job on the 
Knoxville and Ohio Railroad at Black Oak Ridge, 
five miles from this city. After his flight from Jef- 
ferson County, Samuel and Milton Hodge, who 
were greatly incensed against him for mistreating 
their sister, were told by a Constable to take him 
wherever they could fird him. They started at 
once in pursuit of the fugitive. Failing to find him 
near home they came to Knoxville on Monday, 
Sept. 5, and proceeded to Black Oak Ridge, where 
they had learned he was at work. McFarland was 
found and his surrender demanded by Samuel 
Hodge, the leader. The demand was met by a 
prompt refusal from the railway foreman, but the 
Hodges insisted, and in the scuffle that ensued 
McFarland was shot dead.

¢HE WAY HE RAN THE BUSINESS OF COLLECT- 

ING ARREARS OF PERSONAL TAXES—RE- 


PORT OF THE COMMISSIONER OF AC- 
COUNTS, 

The extent of the irregularities in the ac- 
counts of the late E. D. Gale, so far as it is 
ever likely to be ascertained, has been determined 
by the Commissioner of Accounts, to whom the 
subject was referred for investigation, and by 
whom areport has just been rendered to Mayor 
Grace. Mr. Gale was attorney for the collec- 
tion of arrears of personal taxes from Sept. 1, 
1875, until the day of his death, Feb. 13, 1882. 
The result of the thorough examination 
of the books, papers, and affairs of the office dur- 
ing the full period of Mr. Gale’s administration, 
which is signed by Commissioner Shearman, is in- 
teresting. The office was originally created by act 
of Legislature, passed April 12, 1867, and tacked 
upon the Finance Department as abureau. Six 
years later it was divorced from that department, 
and its head, instead of being appointed by the 
Controller, was picked out by the Counsel 
to the Corporation. On the 8ist of Au- 
gust, 1875, Mr. Gale was appointed at- 
torney for the collection of arrears of personal 
taxes by Corporation Counsel Whitney. At that 
time Mr. Gale was chief clerk in the office of which 


be had been made the head, and, as Secretary of 
the Committee on Organization and a member of 
the General Committee from the Eighth District, 
‘Was an active Tammany man. His administration 
of the affairs of his new charge is only another 
illustration of the-incompetency--to use a mild 
word—of the men whom Tammany Hall has at 
one time and another foisted into public office 
in this City. The first official business that re- 
quired the action of Attorney Gale was the 
delinquent personal tax Jist of the year 1874, fur- 
nished to him by the Receiver of Taxes. The list 
embraced the names of 3,004 delinquents—against 
Whom the unpaid taxes amounted to $57,644 99. 
The amount which the attorney reeeived on ac- 
count of this list, so far as the same has been defi- 
nitely ascertained, is $8,821 45, of which Gale paid 
into the City Treasury $3,938 06, leaving a balance 
of $4,383 39 to be accounted for. There was also a 
deficit in his accounts for the years 1875, 1876, 1877, 
1878, 1879, and 1880, The sum total of these deficits, 
by years, is represented by tne following table:

“Itis apparent,’ says Commissioner Shearman 
xn his report, *‘that the above amount represents 
but a small portion of the public moneys that were 
diverted from the City Treasury by the late 
attorney.” Having reason for believing that 
the final disposition oof cases was in 
many instances incorrectiy shown by the 
indorsements made upon the papers by Gale, 
Commissioner Shearman caused several of them 
marked “‘default’? to be brought to the personal 
notice of the parties defendant for verilication. 
He found that these parties had, in fact, paid their 
taxes to Gaile and that ne had failed to account for 
the same tothe City Treasury. The amount paid 
to Gale in these cases was $2,121 87, the last item 
in the foregoing table. **Doubtless,”’ adds the 
Commissioner, “if similar personal inquiries 
were made in the hundreds of so-called 
default cases it would be found that 
many of them had been settled with 
Gale, and that he had pocketed the money.’’ Com- 
missioner Shearman found many papers indorsed 
** dismissed.”” He made personal inquiry of the 
parties defendant and learned that in each case 
they had paid to Gale at least $10, andin some cases 
$50, as “‘costs.” The number of “ dismissed” 
cases, accordiug to the uttorney’s record, is 4,408. 
* Assuming that only $10 costs were paid to him 
in each case,”’ says the Commissioner, ‘* we 
have $44,080 of costs to be added to the 
$18,503 44 already mentioned, making $62,583 44. 
ln the year 1875, during the incumbency of Control- 
ler Green, Gale’s salary was stopped in order to 
compel him to an accounting for eosts, &c., re- 
ceived in his official capacity. The amount in- 
volved embraced certain costs that he had received 
while he was acting as assistant clerk for Gen. Har- 
vey, whom he subsequently succeeded as attorney 
for the collection of arrears of personal taxes. 
Gale brought suit for the recovery of his salury. 
The General Term of the Supreme Court de- 
eided, 14th October, 1876, that Gale must pay 
over to the City such costs, and the same were 
allowed as aset-off against his salary. The amount 

aid into the Treasury under this decision was 

18 50. In addition to this sum, Gale paid in dur- 
ing the year 1876 of costs received on account of 
previous years $2,660. Nocosts were paid over by 
him on account of any subsequent year. Deduct 
$2,660 from the $62,583 44 above mentioned, and 
there remains $59,923 44 to be accounted for by 
Gale. Taking into consideration the facts that 
papers and records covering the disposition of 667 
cases, involving an amount of about $200,000, are 
not to be found, and that in many cases where the 
names of persons whose places of business are 
well known are entered on the record as ‘Not 
found,’ and the general faults and omissions of the 
records of the attorney’s oflice, it may reasonably 
be concluded that even the above stated amourt 
falls far short of the actual amount of which the 
City was defrauded by the late attorney.” 

That Gale acted without proper official supervi- 
sion, the Commissioner of Accounts is very well 
satisfied. His procedure in the prosecution of cases 
rent to him by the Receiver of Taxes, which was 
about as follows, the Commissioner reports, is 
especially open to criticism: “Having on hand a 
supply of blank petitions and orders to which were 
appended the printed siguatures of a Judge of the 
Supreme Court, he would fill them out and cause 
them to be served upon the delinquents. By the 
terms of the order the delinquent was required to 
attend in person at a Special Term of the Supreme 
Court, to be held at the chambers thereof on a des- 
ignated day, and show cause why he should not 
be punished for his miscenduct in_neglect- 
ing or refusing to pay his tax. When the 
order was served upon the delinquent the 
latter would be given to understand that 
{Instead of appearing in court on the day named in 
the order. he should appear in Gale’s office, and 
there make his return to theorder. Upon such 
appearance Gale would take whatever action was 
best suited to his purpose, preparing such orders 
for the Judge’s signature as he needed, charging a 
fee for his services and disposing of the case. 
When he pleased todo so he would present the 
papers, generaliyin a batch, toa Juda@ej;of the Su- 
—— Court, and always, as a rule, to the same 

udge, for his signature to the orders, having ob- 
tained which, he would carry the orders to his 
office or elsewhere, and keep or file them as he 
pleased in the County Clerk’s office. Sometimes 
more than a year would elapse before any of the 
orders were filed. these orders were not, as a 
rule,entered upon the records of the court or 
given to its Clerk for filing with the proceedings 
thereof, and no copies were filed with the Receiver 
of Taxes in any of the cases where the law requires 
copies to be so filed. It is noted in several cases 
that, acting upon a petition for the enforcement 
of payment of the tax, and upon motion of Gale, 
the court appears to have granted orders for a re- 
duction of the assessment.” 

The Judge of the Supreme Court to whom refar- 
ence is so pointedly made is none other than 
Charies Donohue. 

In conclusion Coramissioner Shearman says: 
**We deem it proper to say that in our opinion the 
public interest wouid be subserved by the abolition 
of the office for the collection of arrears of per- 
sonal taxes. There is no need of a separate office, 
the duties of which may, without additional legis- 
lation, be performed by the Counsel to the Cor- 


poration.” 
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THE OPERATION OF AIR-BRAKES. 

A “*school car,” designed to instruct the loco- 
motive engineers in the employ of the New-York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad in the princi- 
ples and operation of the Westinghouse automatic 
air-brake, has been standing in the depot yard, just 


above Forty-fourth-street, for abouta week. It 
arrived here from the West Albany car shops, 
where it was consrtucted, under the direction of 
Mr. A. H. Catlin, who is to have charge of it. 
This car, which is an ordinary baggage car, is 
fitted up with all of the piping and appliances that 
would be used in connection with the air-brakes 
on a train of 25 cars. Mr. Catlin has caused these 
appliances to be so arranged that he can at any 
time disconnect one section from another and give 
practical demonstrations of how the brakes will 
svork on any number of cars from 1 up to the en- 
tire 25. There are three gauges at one end of the 
machinery, one similar to that which every loco- 
motive carries, to indicate the air pressure on 
the train, another to show the air pres- 
ture in each auxiliary reservoir under the 
pars, and a third to show the pressure on 
the brake piston when the brake is applied. 
“There area score of important points that we can 
make clear to the engineers by means of this ap- 
paratus,” remarked Mr. Catlin, ‘‘ which they would 
not be likely to learn in the mere running of their 
trains. Here everything connected with the brake 
is presented to view, and Ican teach an engincer 
ore about the practical workings of the brake 
ere in one hour than he would be likely to learnin 
ix months on the road.” Since the “school car” 
as been in New-York a large number of engineers 
have visited it, and all united in expressing satis- 
faction with it. An official order will soon be issued 
by the authorities of the railroad requiring all ioco- 
motive engineers to secure a certificate to the effect 
that they understand the Westinghouse air-brake 
thorougnoly. After due time has been allowed them 
to receive instruction in the school car, each engi- 
neer will be examined on the subject of the air- 
brakes. It isthe intention to move the car about 
from point to point, so as to render it aceessible to 
the engineers employed on different divisions of the 
road. Next week it will go to Albany, from there 
to § use, and afterward to Rochester, buffalo, 
and Niagara Falls.

A MOST MISCELLANEOUS COLLECTION BOUGHT 
BY A MOST PECULIAR LOT OF PEOPLE. 

The corporation yard, at the foot of Ganse- 
voort-street, where the Bureau of Incumbrances 
of the Department of Public Works stores im- 
pounded goods, was yesterday the scene of a pecu- 
liar sale. The yard was crowded with an incon- 
gruous mass of articles of the most varied char- 
acter, ranging from a broken-ribbed umbrella up 
to a dilapidated two-horse truck.. Included in the 
collection offered for sale at auction were several 
tons of scrap-iron, including a 10-ton iron girder 
originally designed for use in the construction of 
the elevated railroad; 11 lager beer kegs, about 50 
signs of iron, tin, wood, and canvas, a political 
banner, a hundred or more packing-cases, a pat- 
ented street-sweeping machine, very cumbersome, 
and which had failed in its purpose; a trio of baby 
carriages, a gaudily colored chromo with a hole 
poked through the centre; 20 fruit and news 
stands, a large assortment of trucks, wagons, 
ash carts, dump carts, and drays, a mowing-ma- 
chine, and a dummy frame, such as is used at 
dry goods stores ror displaying cloaks or suits and 
other odds and ends that could not.be specially 
classified. In the centre of the inclosure was a 
large collection of household goods, broken stoves, 
armless chairs, rocking-chairs minus ove rocker, 
cot-bedsteads, pillows and mattresses very much the 
worse for wear and very dirty, trunksin a beautiful 
state of dilapidatior, and lounges whose stuffing 
Was much more prominetit than was the material 
originally used for covering. All of this latter col- 
lection came from tenement-houses, and was the 
property of tenants who had been dispossessed for 
Various causes, principally because the owners of 
the goods have been sent to Blackwell’s: Island or 
Sing Sing for various offenses. Each lot of prop- 
erty had marked upon it with chalk the place from 
which it was taken, and these covered points all 
the way from the Battery up to the annexed dis- 
trict. 

The crowd that gathered to witness the sale and 
as purchasers was a motley one, including all na- 
tionalities and races and all colors. from jet black 
through the many shades of mulatto up to what 
nature had originally intended to be white, but 
which dirt and exposure had transformed into a 
dirty copper hue. There were junk-deaiers, vend- 
ors, old clo’ men, dealers in second-hand goods, 
men employed in street-cleaning, proprietors of 
fruit and news stands who were looking for new 
stands. and speculators in a small way who were 
— of anything that promised to turn the 

onest penny by means of sale or barterin the fu- 
ture. Prominent among these was a man 
dressed in an exceedingly dirty sut of light 
clothes that had been ‘“‘called in” a month 
ago, who distinguished himself by occupying the 
most prominent position possible and shouting out 
* half’? whenever any competitor bid an even dol- 
lar. He was the centre of attraction to the erowd, 
who assailed him with Billingsgate cries that would 
have made a model fish-woman turn green with 
envy. He was a veritable reproduction of Marks 
the lawyer, of the alleged dramatizatiqgg of “ Un- 
cie Tom’s Cabin,” except that his bids were suc- 
cessful where Marks’s were failures. The goods 
were divided into 71 different lots, which sold at 
prices ranging from 2% cents to $31, the 
former being the price paid for a num- 
ber of the old stands, and the lat- 
ter the sum _ obtained for a _ two-horse 
truck in afairstate of preservation. A massive 
elevated railroad girder, weighing several tons, 
sold for $12, and the cumbrous street-sweeping ma- 
chine, which originally cost over $1,009, sold for 
$17. The lots of household goods sold at from 
$1 50 to $12, the latter being paid for a lot that in- 
cluded nine good dining-room chairs. A blowing- 
machine brought $21, and a lot of bill-boards that 
had onee done duty in announcing attractions at 
the Grand Opera-house brought $2, what they 
they were worth for fire-wood. Eleven lager-beer 
kegs sold for $1 25, and a collection of old canvas, 
new lace curtains, and bits of dry goods brought 
$2 50. The purchasers were more generally satis- 
fied than are those who purehase at auction, and 
seemed perfectly satisfied when, under the direc- 
tion of Superintendent Blumenthal, they carted 
away their various purchases,

the offices of the Mutual Trust Company yesterday. 
There were present Col. David E. Austen, Elwood 
E. Thorne, C. M. Odell, O. W. Goddard, William R. 
Stewart, and Albert Daggett. Gen. D. G. Swaim 
and Mr. A. E. Bateman, of Washington, members 
of the Board of Direction, were in attendance. 
They explained the progress of the enterprise, 
which js to increase the fund for the erection of a 


monument in Washington to Gen. Garfield, and im- 
pressed upon the New-York Commissioners the ne- 
cessity of their bestirring themselves. The rotunda 
in the Capitol, they said, had been given up to art 
entirely, and would be converted into an im- 
mense picture galiery. To New-York _ 1,500 
feet of wall space was allotted. There 
would be no difficulty in filling the space, but it 
was desired to make the collection as fine as possi- 
ble. The plan wasto ask William H. Vanderbilt, 
James R. Keene, C. P. Huntington, Cyrus W. 
Field, and Mrs. A. T, Stewart to loan a picture or 
two each from theircollections, Mr. Bancroft, the 
historian, was a contributor. <A great feature, 
Gen. Swaim said, would be the art exhibition, but 
the other departments would not be neglected. 
There would be eight groups which would com- 
prise works of art, turniture, fabrics, industries, 
apparatus, mineral and vegetable products, 
and horticultural exhibits. A large share of 
the exhibits were given to the exposition 
and would be disposed of for the benefit 
of the fund. At present the fund amounted 
to $15,000, and was increased by about $10,000 
worth of articles contributed from different parts 
of the West to be sold. It had been arranged that 
Stanley Matthews should make the opening ad- 
dress in the Senate chamber. The President and 
Cabinet would be at the opening, and an invitation 
had been extended to the Governors of all the 
States and prominent Army officers. Gen. Swaim 
had no doubt but that the exposition would bea 
eomplete success. The most satisfactory rates had 
been obtained from the railroads. Coupons of ad- 
mission would be attaehed tothe railroad tickets 
and the rate one way would be the round trip fare 
from New-York and Philadeiphia. 

There will be a meeting of the New-York Com- 
missioners at the residence of William R. Stewart, 
No. 99 Madison-avenue, at 8 o’clock this evening. 
The names of the Commissioners other than those 
who were at the meeting are Gov. A. B. Cornell, 
Thomas L. James, A. B. Hepburn, Jackson 8.

James Jourdan, Alfred C. Barnes, and R. E. Fen- 
ton, of Jamestown. Cyrus W. Field declined to 
act as Chief Commissioner. A circular issued by 
the Board of Direction says that a fee of $2 will be 
charged forthe entry of exhibits intended for the 
advantage or profit of exhibitors. There will be 
no charge for space, but the exhibitors must put 
up their own platforms, cases, or counters. Trans- 
portafion will be at their cost and risk. The ex- 
penses of the transportation and insurance of arti- 
cles loaned will be borne by the Board of Direction. 
A Bozrd of Award will examine and grant medals 
and make honorable mention of objects worthy of 


credit. 
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RESENTENCED T0 DEATQ. 

For the second time sentence of death was 
passed yesterday upon Michael McGloin, who was 
convicted last March, in the Court of General Ses- 
sions, of the murder of Louis Hanier. His victim 
was the proprietor of a wine shop in Twenty- 


sixth-street, between Sixth and Seventh avenues. 
On the night of Dec. 29, 1881, McGloin and some 
confederates broke into Hanier’s shop to rob it. 
Hanier heard them and started down stairs. While 
he was on the staircase in a narrow hall Mc- 
Gloin diseharged a pistol shot. The bullet 
hit Hanier and he died within a few minutes. Mc- 
Gloin escaped from the shop but was captured a 
few days later. His conviction was affirmed by the 
General Termof the Supreme Court; on Oct. 27. 
Under the decision of that couet he was taken be- 
fore it yesterday forresentence. Presiding Judge 
Noah Davis and Judge Brady were on the bench. 
District Attorney McKeon and his assistants, 
Messrs. Fellows and Vincent, appeared for the 
——— and McGloin was accompanied by the 
awyer who defended him upon his trial. After 
the District Attorney had moved for sentence upon 
the prisoner, Judge Davis asked McGloin if he had 
anything tosay. The convict, who is a good-look- 
ing young man, neatly dressed, had nothing to say, 
so Judge Davis pronounced sentence briefly. He 
warned McGloin that in the opinion of himself and 
associates there was no chance of his conviction 
being reversed upon an appeal to the court of last 
resort, and he advised him to prepare for death, 
Hethen appointed Friday, Dev. 15, as the day of 
execution. McGloin’s eyes filled with tears as the 
Judge spoke, but not atremor shook his frame, 
Atthe conelusion of the sentence McGloin sat 
down and calmly spoke a few words to his lawyer.

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GOOD PRICES FOR RARE COINS. 


SALE OF THE THIRD DIVISION OF PROF. 
ANTHON’S COLLECTION. 

The sale of the third division of Prof. Charles 
E. Anthon’s numismatic cabinet was concluded 
yesterday afternoon by Messrs. Bangs & Co. The 
interest in the sale was unabated and the prices 
obtained were equaily as good as those of the pre- 
vious day. A double gold ducat of Sexony, F. 
Augustus L, a very rare and curious coin tormerly 
used as a counter at the Court gaming tables, was 
sold for $950. A medal dollar of Saxe-Weimar, 
1655, struck in commemoration of the death of 


Bernard, the great Protestant hero of the Thirty 
Years’ War, much prized by collectors, brought $9. 
An extraordinary coia known as the catechism dol- 
lar, Saxe-Gotha, 1668, bearing on the obverse side the 
attributes of God inscribed in German on flames 
issuing from a circle, changed hands at $6 50. A 
silver medal of Goethe from the same dies asthe 
gold impression presented te Goethe by the Grand 
Duke and Grand Duchess on the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of his arrival at Weimar went at $8 25. The 
medals and coins relating to Luther and the 
Luthern Reformation were in general demand, and 
brought good prices. A fine broad dollar without 
Gate, 1517 or before, bearing on the obverse side 
the bust of Frederick III., (the Wise,) Elector of 
Saxony, Luther’s protector, sold for $20. A sharp 
and fine Huss-and-Luther dollar of Magdeburg, 
1617, first jubilee of the Reformation, was bought 
for $16 50. A double Eisleben dollar, 1661, in an 
unusually good condition, having a bust of 
Luther on the obverse side and a _ repre- 
sentation of his birth-place on the reverse, 
went for $9 50. A contemporary silver medal on 
the deach of the great reformer, also in admira- 
bie condition, brought $11. Among the German 
Masonic medals were some very rare objects which 
brought high prices. In the Swedish division of the 
collection was a mortuary ducat of gold, Gustavus 
Adolphus, 1632, which was bought for $7 25,anda 
largs historical silver medal on the battle of Leip- 
sic, worn by Gustavus Adolphus, went for $6 25. 
A unique square copper plate 544 inches long by 
454 inches wide, representing bpalf a dollar in 
the silver money of Sweden. and belonging 
to the reign of Cnarles XIL., 1711, brought $10 10. 
The coins and, medals of Holland were for the 
most part valuable mementoes of a deeply inter- 
esting historical period—the life-time of William of 
Orange. Their historical and intrinsic value being 
great, unusually high prices were obtained for 
the objects classified under this head. A silver 
medal on the destruction of the Spanish Armada, 
1588, one of the leading pieces in the collection ran 
up to $22. This piece is described in many histo- 
ries and memorandum works, and is in superb con- 
dition. A triple dollar on the victory at Turnhout, 
an interesting memorial of the great Prince 
Maurice of Orange, was knocked down, after 
a good deal of lively bidding, at $20 50, 
A silver medallion in repoussé on the appointment 
of William Prince of Orange to be Commander- 
in-Chief of the Dutch forces, 1672, was eagerly 
sought after and run up to $11 50. The last in the 
list of the coins and medals wasa fine and extra- 
ordinarily large Rembrant medal by M. C. De Vries, 
1873. The piece, which had been subscribed for 
by the owner, was in perfect condition, and in its 
execution and dimensions surpassed the Ingraham 
medal. It is believed to be the largest struck 
medal kuown. It sold for $7 50. 

Prof. Anthon’s books, principally in German, il- 
lustrating this part of his cabinet were next sold, 
but the prices obtained were far below their real 
value. The principal saies of books were ‘*The 
Coins of the German Emperors and Kings of the 
Middle Ages,’’ Cappe, 3 volumes, $9 50; 24 volumes 
of a weekly publication entitled ** Historical Numis- 
matic Amusement,’’ $20, and *“*Numismatique du 
Moyen Age,’’ Joachim Lelewel, 3 volumes, $15. A 
rare collection of catalogues was also disposed of, 
and ina few instances they brought exceedingly 
high prices. The Ritter von Schulthess-Rechburg 
catalogue, forming an appendix to the Thaler cabi- 
net, sold for $9 50. and the Ferdinand Ockel auc- 
tion catalogue, Berlin, Sept. 13, 1869, brought $7 25. 
The total amount of the sales was $1,063, 
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A MIXED BIGAMY CAS. 


THE TABLES TURNED ON MRS. GILCHRIST— 
ANOTHER HUSBAND TURNS UP. 

A singularly mixed bigamy case was dis- 
posed of in Justice Stilsing’s court, in Jersey City, 
yesterday. The case was first brought to public 
notice a few days ago bya quarrel between an at- 
tractive looking woman and a well-dressed man at 
the Erie Railway depot. She gave her name as 
Amelia Gilchrist; he gave his as James D. Gil- 
christ, and the dispute between them was over 


some household goods which Mrs. Gilchrist haa 
brought with her from Nyack. The woman finally 
bad her husband arrested for assault, and when 
she appeared in court the next morning against 
him she suppleniented that charge with one of 
bigamy. She produced two marriage certificates, 
one showing the marriage of James D. Gilchrist to 
a Mrs. Moorehouse iz Freehold, N. J., and another 
showing his marriage to herself in New-York in 
1880, She said that at the time of his marriage to 
Mrs. Moorehouse he already had a wife living, and 
that Mrs. Moorehouse had prosecuted him for 
his bigamy. The court sentenced him to 
two years’ imprisonment, but he learned 
nothing by experience, and soon after his 
release committed a second bigamy by marrying 
herself, the complainant. Justice Stilsing, after 
hearing the story, committed Gilchrist for bigamy, 
and he was sent to the County Jail to await trial. 
Thus matters stood until Thursday evening, when 
the tables were turned on Mrs. Gilchrist, and she 
was arrested herself on the same charge on which 
she had had her husband jailed. Her arrest was 
made at the instance of a professor of fencing 
named Frederick Crossley, of Philadelphia. He 
had seen the story of Mrs. Gilchrist’s proceedings 
in the public prints and was ina state of great ex- 
citement when he reached Jersey City. He said 
that the woman was his wife, and he wanted her 
arrested at once for bigamy and sent to State 
prison for life—even hung, if it were possible— 
for her perfidy. He explained that some 
years ago he married the woman in a 
church near Hounslow Heath, in England. 
He was one of the Queen’s Life Guard 
and had accumulated $1.500 in the service. With 
this money he and his wife started for this country. 
He lived at first in Vineland, but afterward re- 
moved to Race-street, Philadelphia. One night 
soon after they bad taken up their residence in 
Philadelphia he returned from labor only to find 
his home desolate. The furniture had been sold 
and taken out, and bis wife had disappeared with 
$700 of his money and his gold watch. He subse- 
quently learned that she had gone away with Gil- 
christ, but though he followed them from place to 
place he couid never succeed in overtaking the 
guilty couple. Now that she was within reach he 
wanted her arrested and punished at once. Mrs. 
Gilchrist was in New-York at the time, but De- 
tective Bowe, who was sent after her, soon brought 
her back to Jersey City. Yesterday she was ar- 
raigned for examination. A change had come over 
the spirit of the professor’s dreams during the 
night. He was unwilling to proseeute his wife, 
and Justice Stilsing bad nothing to do but dis- 
charge her. She took the professor’s arm and re- 
turned to Philadelphia with him. No one was left 
to prosecute her charge against Glichrist, and he 
was released on his own recognizance,

THE ELEVATED ROAD TAKING PROCEEDINGS 
TO ACQUIRE THE LAND LEGALLY. 
Proceedings to condemn the Jand now occu- 
pied by the structure of the New-York Elevated 
Railroad Company in front of the premises of Ru- 
fus Story, at Nos. 7 and 9 Front-street, were begun 
yesterday with a petition to the Supreme Court, 


General Term, for the appointment of Commission- 
ers to fix the valueof the land so that Mr. Story may 
be paid forit. The preceedings are in accordance 
with the recent decision of the Court of Appeals 
in favor of Mr. Story. That court held that he had 
aright to restrain the operation of the railroad, 
but in view of the serious consequences of such a 
restraint to the defendant corporation no injunc- 
tion should be issued untilit had had a reasonable 
time, after the decision, to acquire legally the 
roperty unlawfully taken from Mr. Story, either 
y agreement with him, or by preceedings to con- 
demn it. The petition of the railroad company 
was presented to the court yesterday by Messrr. 
David Dudley Field and Robert Deyo. It 
simply set forth the facts of the litigation, 
and tke desire of tho petitioner to acquire 
title to the use of the land. Mr. John E. 
Parsons appeared for Mr. Story, and said that 
his client, having established his ownership of 
the land sofaras the railroad company was con- 
cerned, had no wish to oppose the application. He 
simply appeared to ask that Commissioners should 
be chosen by the court. Mr. Field responded that 
he wouid present a list of names of competent men, 
and the court might select the Commissioners from 
it. So far as he knew, none of tne gentlemen 
named were connected with the elevated railroads, 
Mr. Parsons asked and received permission to pre- 
pare and present a similar list.

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VANDERBILT SELLING BONDS. 
William H. Vanderbilt, according to stories 
circulated in Wall-street, has converted $10,000,000 
of his 4 per cent. Government bonds into cash 
within the past few days. Mr. Vanderbilt was 
“‘too busy” to discuss the matter with a reporter 
last night, and the brokers in Wall-street supposed 


to stand olosest to the Vanderbilt interest declined 
to confirm or deny the report. The bulls in the 
stock market used the story to show that Mr. Van- 
derbilt thought that priceshad touched bottomand 
he was desirous of loading up heavily for a 
big rise forthwith. He was credited with exten- 
sive investments in Lake Shore particularly, and 
had thrown his Government bonds overboard in 
order to take every share securable. The bears, 
upon the other hand, quoted the story as an ac- 
knowledgment from Vanderbilt that the market 
was in such bad shape as to require the most stren- 
uous efforts and great sacrifices to sustain it even 
temporarily. Mr. Vanderbilt is said to have sold 
his bonds at about 117, or 2 per cent. below the rul- 
ing market rate. A fact that may have more con- 
nection with the sale of the bonds than any of the 
theories advanced by contending factions in the 
Stock Exchange is to be found in the announcee- 
ment that the final payment is to be made next 
Tuesday by the Vanderbilt * boys’ on account of 
their recent ** Nickel Plate’ purchase. It is stated 
that a syndicate, in which a number of savings 
banks of this City had large interests, purchased 
the entire $10,000,000 of bonds.
